English 
avender  oil  is  lower.  Opium  is  steadier,  and  quinine  is  life- 
ess  (p.  590). 

Mr.  Hagon,  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  on  Wednesdav 
proposed  to  amend  sections  1  and  15  of  the  Pharmacv  Act  so 
that  they  should  read  :  "  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  anv  person, 
persons  or  combinations  of  persons,  corporation,  or  company 
to  sell  or  keep  open  shop,"  etc.  The  Council  decided  that  this 
is  beyond  the  range  of  practical  politics  (p.  569).

Following  upon  the  series  of  articles  on  Stereochemistry  by 
Dr.  W.  W.  Taylor  in  the  "  Corner  "  during  July,  August,  and 
September,  we  shall  award  two  book-prizes  for  the  best  sets 
of  answers  to  the  five  questions  on  the  subject  printed  in  our 
issue  of  September  30,  p.  528.

Clear  indication  must  be  given-in  each 
case  as  to  whether  the  writer  has  or  has  not  passed  a  qualify- 
ing pharmaceutical  examination. 

Analytical  Tournament. 

In  regard  to  the  monthly  exercises  in  qualitative  analysis, 
special  prizes  will  be  awarded  in  a  tournament  extending  over 
the  six  months  from  November  1905  to  April  1906.  The 
customary  monthly  first  and  second  prizes  of  books  will  be 
awarded  only  to  students  who  are  preparing  for  the  qualifying 
pharmaceutical  examinations  in  Great  Britain  or  in  Ireland, 
whereas  the  special  tournament  prizes  will  bo  awarded  to  the 
three  students,  irrespective  of  qualification,  who  obtain  the 
highest  aggregate  marks  for  the  six  exercises.  An  exercise 
which  will  be  announced  in  our  issue  of  October  21  will  form 
the  opening  competition  of  the  tournament,  and  it  will  be 
followed  by  other  analytical  exercises  during  the  succeeding 
five  months.  Students  who  propose  to  compete  may  send  in, 
any  time  before  that  date,  half-a-dozen  stamped  envelopes, 
bearing  their  name  and  address,  with  the  contractions  "  Nov., 
Dec,  Jan.,  Feb.,  Mar.,  and  Apr."  on  the  top  left-hand  corners. 
They  will  then  receive  a  "salt"  monthly  while  the  tourna- 
ment lasts.    The  tournament  is  calculated  to  provide  students 

-and  more  particularly  those  who  work  independently — with 
a  useful  periodical  test  of  their  progress  in  chemical  analysis  ; 
and,  besides,  it  enables  qualified  students  who  have  not  passed 
the  Major  examination  to  rank  for  a  prize  at  the  end  of  the 
winter  session  without  competing  with  junior  students  for  the 
monthly  prizes.  All  pharmaceutical  students  are  invited  to 
participate  in  the  tournament.  Wo  offer  (besides  the  monthly 
prizes  of  books)  three  tournament  prizes:  First,  books  to  the 
value  of  21.  2s. ;  second,  books  to  the  value  of  11.  Is.  ;  and 
third,  any  two  books  published  by  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
with  a  parchment  certificate  in  each  case.

Brevities. 

Not  a  single  sample  of  drugs  was  taken  for  analysis  at 
Sal  ford  last  quarter. 

A  large  plate-glass  window  at  the  establishment  of  Boots, 
Ltd.,  High  Street,  Grantham,  was  smashed  on  Septem- 
ber 27  by  a  restive  horse. 

The  eldest  son  of  Mr.  W.  Uttley,  chemist  and  druggist, 
of  Charles  Street,  Hull,  hanged  himself  on  October  1. 
Deceased  was  traveller  for  a  firm  of  cement  manufacturers. 

At  Portsmouth  on  October  2,  Walter  Grant  (14)  was  bound 
over  under  the  First  Offenders  Act  for  stealing  Is.  lid.,  the 
property  of  Messrs.  Timothy  White,  Ltd.,  with  whom  he 
was  employed  as  a  messenger. 

The  chemists  of  Heme  Bay  have  unanimously  agreed  to 
close  their  establishments  at  the  following  hours  from 
October  1  to  the  end  of  April  :  Monday,  Tuesday,  and 
Wednesday,  8  p.m.  ;  Thursdays,  from  1  p.m.  to  6  p.m.,  and 
open  from  6  p.m.  to  8  p.m. 

Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  and  Messrs.  W.  Fox 
&  Sons,  chemists,  Bethnal  Green  Road,  E.,  were  among 
the  donors  of  prizes  at  the  swimming  competitions  of  the 
Bethnal  Green  Council  Schools,  held  at  Mansford  Street 
Baths  on  September  29. 

Mr.  G.  B.  Suggitt,  Secretary  to  the  Leeds  Chamber  of 
Trades,  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Shop  Hours 
Act  is  impracticable  so  far  as  Leeds  is  concerned,  and 
"bristles  with  absurdities."  This  is  after  his  attempts  to 
get  shopkeepers  to  combine. 

A  parliamentary  return  was  issued  on  September  30,  con- 
taining the  agreement  between  the  British  and  Swedish 
Post  Offices  in  regard  to  a  direct  exchange  of  parcels  by 
parcel  post.  Under  the  arrangement  parcels  can  be  sent  up 
to  the  weight  of  5  kilograms  and  insured  up  to  the  value 
of  3,000fr. 

At  the  request  of  Mr.  H.  Pierron.  the  sole  trustee  and 
executor  of  Arthur  Devereux,  a  summons  was  granted  at 
the  Bow  Street  Police  Court  on  October  3  against  the 
Commissioner  of  Police  to  show  cause  why  he  should 
detain  certain  property,  including  a  trunk,  which  formed 
part  of  Devereux's  estate. 

Frank  Desbrook  (45),  when  charged  at  Frome  on  Sep- 
tember 30  with  attempting  suicide,  said  that  he  contracted 
the  opium-habit  in  San  Francisco,  and  that  he  usually  took 
4  oz.  of  tincture  of  opium  daily.  On  the  day  he  was  found 
unconscious  he  had  taken  6  oz.  He  vyas  discharged,  the 
Bench  advising  him  to  give  up  the  habit. 

The  Electrical  Engineer  of  Willesden.  analysing  the 
average  charges  by  the  Urban  Council  for  current  supplied 
during  the  past  year  to  shops,  according  to  the  different 
trades  carried  on,  states  that  ten  chemists  and  druggists 
were  consumers,  and  the  rate  under  the  maximum-demand 
system  worked  out  for  them  at  4.147c/.  per  unit. 

The  Board  of  Trade  desires  to  point  out  to  British  manu- 
facturers and  merchants  who  wish  to  obtain  information  in 
regard  to  trade  matters  in  foreign  countries  that  it  is  desir- 
able that  applications  should  first  be  made  to  the  Commercial 
Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  73  Basinghall 
Street,  E.G.,  before  communications  are  addressed  to  Con- 
suls abroad.  By  the  adoption  of  this  course  much  delay 
would  be  avoided. 

The  public  analyst  of  Westminster  reported  on  Tuesday 
having  examined  two  prescriptions  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  One  contained  75.9  grains 
of  potassium  iodide,  only  75  grains  being  specified  in  the 
prescription.  The  other  contained  87  grains  of  potassium 
iodide.  90  grains  being  specified  in  the  prescription.  The 
Public  Health  Committee  had  considered  both  cases,  and 
had  decided  not  to  take  any  action  in  either. 

A  new  Poor-Law  Infirmary  was  opened  at  Leicester  on 
September  28,  in  the  presence  of  a  distinguished  company, 
including  Sir  John  Rolleston.  M.P.,  Mr.  Henry  Broad- 
hurst,  M.P.,  the  Mayor,  and  others.  Mr.  J.  A.  Butler  (of 
Messrs.  T.  E.  Butler  &  Sons,  chemists,  Leicester),  who  is 
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Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  took  a  leading  part 
in  the  proceedings,  and  among  the  visitors  present  was 
Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  of 
Sheffield.

Newcastle  pharmacists  have  been  unfortunate  so  far  this 
season  with  regard  to  their  football-players  not  being  able  to 
turn  out,  and  on  September  27,  when  they  opposed  South 
Shields  P.O.  at  Newcastle  in  a  Tyneside  League  game, 
proved  no  exception.

Wholesale  Druggists'  Cricket  Championship. — A  league 
match  was  played  at  Wormholt  Farm,  on  September  30, 
between  Davy  Hill  C.C.  and  May  &  Baker  C.C.,  and  re- 
sulted in  a  win  for  the  Park  Street  team  by  one  run.  The 
game  was  an  extraordinary  one.  The  wicket  was  somewhat 
soft,  owing  to  heavy  rain  during  the  week,  and  Davy  Hill's 
captain,  on  winning  the  toss,  decided  to  take  first  innings. 
The  start  was  disastrous,  Mr.  Alan  Hicks  being  clean 
bowled  with  only  one  run  scored,  and  the  faces  of  Davy 
Hill's  supporters  lengthened  as  wicket  after  wicket  rapidly 
fell  before  some  very  fine  bowling  by  Mr.  Peters,  who  took 
nine  wickets  for  one  run.  The  total  score  was  only  11, 
and  the  most  optimistic  Davy-Hillite  had  lost  all  hope  of 
his  team  winning  the  cup.  However,  a  more  startling  side 
of  the  game  was  to  come.  May  &  Baker's  club  sent  in  their 
first  two  men,  and  there  was  a  great  shout  when  a  wicket  fell 
for  one  run.  Four  wickets  went  for  only  3,  eight  wickets 
for  8,  and  the  excitement  was  intense  as  a  two  was  hit, 
making  the  score  10.

Fire. 

At  Dudley  on  September  27.  an  alarming  fire  broke  out  on 
the  premises  of  Messrs.  Needham,  Ltd..  chemists,  at  the 
corner  of  High  Street  and  Stone  Street.  The  fire  originated 
in  the  oil-stores,  and  when  the  fire-brigade  got  there  it  was 
found  that  a  cask  of  methylated  spirit  and  one  of  linseed  oil 
were  burning.  The  firemen  directed  their  efforts  to  con- 
fining the  flames  within  bounds  and  removing  stores  from 
the  fire  area.  The  fire  soon  broke  through  the  roof  of  the 
building  and  lit  up  the  neighbourhood.  After  about  an 
hour's  hard  work  the  flames  were  got  under  control,  but  the 
firemen  had  to  work  in  relays  the  greater  part  of  the  night 
to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  premises.  The  damage  to  stock 
and  building  is  estimated  at  5007.  The  premises  had  been 
locked  up  from  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  it  being  the 
weekly  half-holiday,  and  there  was  no  stove  or  fireplace  in 
the  portion  which  caught  fire.

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  pharmaceutical  prosperity  of  the  'thirties  and 
'fifties  of  the  last  century  in  this  city  was  recalled  at  a 
sale  of  King's  Heath  properties,  valued  at  2,5407..  on  Mon- 
day last.  Originally  they  were  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Morris 
Banks,  a  noted  chemist  of  that  period,  who  made  a  huge 
fortune  out  of  Government  contracts  for  surgical  and  other 
appliances. 

The  C.  &  D.  remark  about  the  reputation  to  be  made  by  a 
digitalis  preparation  which  can  be  relied  upon  by  medical 
men  recalls  a  sight  which  was  seen  this  summer  in  a  country 
lane  not  a  thousand  miles  from  this  city,  when  a  brother 
chip,  with  bottle  and  spirit  at  hand,  was  gathering  carefully 
selected  fresh  leaves  and  putting  them  forthwith  into  the 
spirituous  menstruum.  What  the  result  of  the  experiment 
is  has  not  as  yet  "  come  out." 

Cod-liver  Oil  Wanted. 

A  representative  of  the  "  Manchester  Daily  Despatch  "  has 
been  interviewing  a  Manchester  chemist  on  the  subject  of 
winter  colds  and  coughs,  and  comes  out  with  a  headline, 
"  Cod-liver  Oil  as  an  Antidote  for  Covered  Cars."  The 
stuffy  tramcar,  and  particularly  the  covered  car.  is  blamed 
for  a  good  deal  of  the  trouble.  The  real  secret,  however,  is- 
the  well-known  dampness  of  the  atmosphere  in  the  Man- 
chester district,  though  it  should  be  remembered  that  the 
cotton  industry  owes  its  success  to  this  humidity,  which 
enables  the  manufacturer  to  spin  his  cotton  with  greater 
facility.  It  is  said  that  in  America,  where  the  atmosphere  is. 
drier,  the  spinning-rooms  have  to  be  made  humid  by  steam. 
Dealers  in  cod-liver  oil,  however,  are  agreed  that  Oldham, 
which  is  the  centre  of  the  cotton-spinning  industry,  con- 
sumes more  cod-liver  oil  in  proportion  to  its  population  than 
Manchester.

Sale  of  Scheduled  Po.'sons. 
At  the  City  Coroner's  Court,  on  Friday,  September  29,  an 
inquest  was  held  by  Dr.  Waldo  regarding  the  death  of 
Frank  Davis,  provision  merchant,  Aldermanbury,  who  had 
been  found  dead  in  the  lavatory  of  his  business  premises  on 
the  previous  Tuesday.  Drage,  an  employee,  having  stated 
that  on  the  Monday  afternoon  deceased  asked  him  to  send 
out  for  2  oz.  of  oxalic  acid  to  supply  a  customer,  the  follow- 
ing examination  of  the  witness  by  Dr.  Waldo  took  place  : 

The  Coroner :  That  is  one  of  the  scheduled  poisons  which 
you  are  not  allowed  to  sell  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  What 
did  the  customer  want  it  for  ?  Drage  :  To  clean  scales,  I  sup- 
pose. 

Do  you  sell  the  acid  ? — We  do  not  stock  it ;  it  is  got  from  the 
chemist,  on  a  line  taken  from  the  order  book. 

Did  you  buy  it  yourself  ? — No  ;  the  boy  Thomas  Lloyd  went 
for  it,  and  brought  it  back  in  a  brown-paper  packet. 

Was  there  any  address  on  the  packet  ?— No,  so  far  as  I  re- 
member. 

Where  did  you  get  it  from  ?— Burgoyno's,  the  wholesale 
people.  It  was  such  a  small  quantity  that  it  was  not  put  down 
on  an  invoice. 

Chemists  are  not  allowed  to  sell  poisons  without  putting 
their  name  and  address  on  the  packet.  What  did  you  do  with 
the  oxalic  acid  ? — I  gave  it  to  Mr.  Davis  and  he  took  it  into 
his  office.    I  saw  no  more  of  it. 

Edward  Thomas  Lloyd  (18),  the  youth  who  bought  the 
acid,  was  the  next  witness.  He  said  that  on  the  Monday 
evening  he  was  asked  to  fetch  2  cz.  of  oxalic  acid  from 
Burgoyne's,  paying  for  it  at  the  time,  as  it  was  too  small  a 
quantity  to  be  invoiced. 

The  Coroner :  Was  there  any  label  on  the  packet  ?— No  ;  it 
was  in  brown  paper  with  the  word  "  Poison  "  written  on  it. 

Was  there  any  name  or  address  on  the  packet  ?— No,  not 
that  I  saw. 

Have  you  ever  got  oxalic  acid  in  this  way  before  ?— Yes 
often,  but  always  for  customers. 

How  is  it  sent  to  customers  ?— In  the  same  packet  as  we 
get  it. 

Is  there  any  special  reason  why  it  should  be  supplied 
through  your  firm  ?— Not  that  I  am  aware  of ;  it  is  such  a 
small  quantity  that  a  customer  would  just  order  it  with  other 
goods. 

Do  the  people  know  you  personally  at  Burgoyne's  '—No 
sir.  .  ' 

Did  they  know  from  whom  you  had  come?— No,  T  don't 
think  so.    Every  time  I  went  I  had  a  written  order. 

Did  they  ask  for  what  purpose  you  wanted  this  poicon ' 
— No,  sir. 

Are  you  positive  that  there  was  no  name  on  the  pacer 
written  or  printed  ?— No,  there  was  none. 

The  Coroner's  officer  :  Search  has  been  made  for  the 
wrapper,  but  we  have  been  unable  to  find  it. 

Dr.  Hutton,  London  Wall,  spoke  to  finding  in  deceased's 
stomach  a  dark  fluid  which  looked  as  if  it  was  liquid  oxalic 
acid  mixed  with  some  natural  secretions. 
_  The  Coroner's  officer  produced  a  cup  which  had  been  found 
in  deceased  s  office,  in  which  were  some  crystals  cn  which 
water  had  been  poured  and  then  drained  off. 

The  Coroner  recalled  Drage,  who  said  he  had  not  seen 
the  packet  opened.  There  might  have  been  an  inside 
wrapper  on  which  the  chemist's  name  and  address  were  dis- 
played, but  he  could  not  say  whether  this  was  the  case  or 
not. 

The  Coroner  pointed  out  to  the  jury  that  it  was  contrary 
to  law  to  supply  a  scheduled  poison  without  a  name  and 
address  on  the  packet  or  bottle.  In  this  case  there  was  an 
entire  absence  as  to  this  requirement,  but  the  deceased 
evidently  knew  the  nature  of  the  article  with  which  he  was 
dealing. 

The  jury  having  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide  while  tem- 


porarily insane,  in  answer  to  the  Coroner,  the  foreman  said 
they  had  no  opinion  to  express  on  the  sale  of  the  acid ;  the 
parcel  might  have  contained  a  printed  label  on  the  inside 
wrapper,  and  if  that  was  the  case  there  was  no  necessity  for 
a  repetition  on  the  outside  brown  wrapper,  if  they  dealt 
with  this  point  they  might  be  casting  a  slur  on  a  most 
respectable  firm  which  might  not  be  justified.  The  incident 
then  closed. 

[Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.  inform  us  that  they 
did  not  hear  of  this  inquest  until  it  was  concluded,  otherwise 
they  would  have  been  represented  at  it,  and  explained  that 
the  parcel  of  oxalic  acid  was  labelled  "  Oxalic  Acid,  Poison." 
When  the  messenger  from  the  Aldermanbury  firm  called, 
Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.'s  assistant  declined  to 
supply  so  small  a  quantity.  The  messenger  explained  that  it 
was  for  Mr.  Davis  himself,  whereupon  the  assistant  asked  that 
a  proper  order  should  be  brought.  This  was  done,  and  the 
acid  supplied.  The  firm  are  old  customers  of  Messrs.  Bur- 
goyne, Burbidges  &  Co.,  and  were  in  the  habit  of  obtaining 
wholesale  quantities  of  the  acid  and  other  goods.] 

"  Nurse  Smith's"  Hemedies. 
At  Norton  (Yorks)  Petty  Sessions,  on  September  29, 
Ernest  Sanders,  of  Egremont,  Cheshire,  was  charged  with 
selling  a  noxious  article  to  a  single  woman  named  Brown, 
and  John  Thomas  Hick  was  charged  with  procuring  the 
article.  Sanders  advertised  extensively,  under  the  name  of 
"  Nurse  Smith,"  the  sale  of  pills  and  medicines  for  females; 
and  Hick,  who  gave  evidence,  stated  that  he  obtained  from 
him  pills  at  10s.  6d.  per  box,  and  mixture,  some  of  which 
were  by  his  instructions  sent  direct  to  Bose  Brown.  The 
police  stated  that  at  Sanders'  premises  a  large  quantity  of 
pills  and  mixtures  was  found  and  twenty-cne  postal  orders 
to  the  value  of  61.  9s.  The  defence  was  that  there  was  no 
evidence  whatever  that  the  drug  supplied  was  noxious. 
Sanders  was  committed  for  trial,  bail  being  refused,  and  the 
charge  against  Hick  was  withdrawn. 

The  Chemist's  Assistant. 
At  an  inquest  held  before  the  Stockport  Coroner  on  Sep- 
tember 30,  relative  to  the  death  of  Mary  Jane  Swanson  (47), 
a  housekeeper  at  Heaton  Norris,  it  transpired  that  when 
deceased  was  taken  ill  she  sent  for  Mr.  Leonard  Herrod, 
assistant  to  Mr.  Bagshaw,  chemist,  Hyde  Bead,  Manchester. 
Herrod  found  the  woman  suffering  from  inflammation  of  the 
lungs,  and  advised  her  to  send  for  a  doctor,  but  she  refused, 
and  requested  him  to  prescribe  for  her.  This  he  did,  taking 
her  medicine  every  morning  until  her  death.  He  also  took 
her  temperature  daily.  Coroner  :  Why  did  you  continue 
to  attend  her  ?  You  are  not  a  qualified  assistant ;  you  are 
not  even  a  qualified  chemist? — She  asked  me  to  come. 
Coroner  :  You  have  had  a  narrow  escape,  although  you  have 
done  nothing  criminal.  I  hope  you  have  no  other  patients. 
You  are  running  great  risks — I  was  with  two  doctors,  and 
had  experience  before  unqualified  assistants  were  prohibited. 
Verdict  :  "  Death  from  pneumonia,  accelerated  by  lack  of 
medical  attendance." 

Bargains. 

A  sale  of  chemist's  stock  and  fixtures  took  place  at  51  Vere 
Street,  Cadoxton,  Barry,  on  Thursday,  September  28.  A 
fairly  large  number  of  buyers  were  in  attendance,  among 
them  a  sprinkling  of  local  members  of  the  craft.  Prices 
offered  started  very  low,  contents  of  large  cupboards  of  mis- 
cellaneous articles  ranging  from  8s.  to  1/.  Is.,  but  as  the  sale 
proceeded  much  higher  prices  than  usual  under  such  condi- 
tions were  reached.  A  dispensing-screen,  badly  in  want  of 
renovating,  fetched  121.  Bottles  (with  contents,  chiefly 
ripe  for  throwing  away)  got  special  attention;  fifteen  syrup- 
bottles  fetched  27.?.  6d.,  fifteen  ordinary  N.M.  shop-rounds 
(30  oz.)  25s.,  and  so  on.  Munyon's  homoeopathic  case, 
containing,  amongst  other  things,  about  thirty  assorted  Is. 
and  4s.  packets,  was  knocked  down  at  5s.  6d.  The  poison- 
cupboard  realised  10s.,  and  was  bought  by  a  chemist.  The 
remark  ' '  Suitable  for  any  trade  "  formed  a  running  accom- 
paniment to  the  auctioneer,  and  occasioned  a  little  laughter. 
Two  large  pear-shaped  carboys  went  at  5s.  6d.  each,  but,  all 
things  taken  together,  the  total  result  of  the  sale  must  have 
been  satisfactory.  A  Barnett  &  Foster's  No.  2  "  Compact" 
aerated-water  machine  for  filling  syphons,  said  to  have  cost 
originally  about  40/.,  realised  only  3/.  15s.,  while  syphons 
in  cases  ran  to  8s.  6d.  a  dozen  only.

Assistant  in  Trouble. 
At  Mullingar  on  October  3,  Wm.  Walshe,  publican,  and 
Stephen  John  Lynch,  chemist's  assistant,  were  returned  for 
trial  to  the  quarter  sessions  on  a  charge  of  having  assaulted 
Joseph  Mahon,  a  jarvey,  during  an  excursion  drive  between 
Mullingar  and  Ballmacargy  on  September  17. 

From  the  Pestle  to  the  Pipe. 
Mr.  Lyttle,  late  of  Butler's  Medical  Hall,  Sackville  Street, 
Dublin,  has  forsaken  the  pestle  for  the  pipe,  and  at  present 
lias  two  tobacconists'  shops  in  full  swing  in  Earl  Street  and 
Talbot  Street,  Dublin.  He  appears  to  be  doing  a  good  busi- 
ness in  the  new  line  he  has  selected. 

The  Doctor  to  Pay  Up. 
The  Local  Government  Board  have  refused  to  allow  re- 
coupment to  the  New  Ross  Board  of  Guardians  with  respect 
to  medicines  for  the  Adamstown  Dispensary  for  which  no 
certificate  of  analysis  was  furnished.  Dr.  Clarke,  the 
medical  officer  concerned,  said  owing  to  pressure  of  work  at 
the  time  he  overlooked  sending  forward  samples  for  analysis. 
It  was  decided  to  request  Dr.  Clarke  to  lodge  four  guineas, 
the  amount  involved,  to  the  credit  of  the  Board. 

The  British  Association. 
The  Dublin  Corporation,  on  October  2,  resolved,  amid 
a  running  fire  of  personalities,  to  extend  the  official 
welcome  of  the  city  next  year  to  the  British  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Science.  Dr.  McWalter, 
M.P.S.I.,  who  brought  forward  the  resolution  of  welcome, 
refused  to  be  put  down  by  clamour.  One  of  the  speakers 
voted  against  the  motion  on  the  ground  that  with  the 
advancement  of  science  vice  increased.  Doctors,  he  said, 
are  at  present  a  drug  in  the  markets. 

Empties  Missing. 
Messrs.  J.  A.  Kinnear  &  Co.,  liquidators  to  Messrs. 
Thacker  &  Hoffe,  Dublin,  former  medicine-contractors  to 
the  Edenderry  Union,  have  written  to  that  Board  requesting 
the  return  of  the  empties,  or  the  payment  by  the  Board  for 
them.  The  Clerk  said  he  had  also  received  a  letter  from 
Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co.,  claiming  a  sum  of  9/.  Is.  9d. 
under  the  same  head,  together  with  a  bill  for  18?.  6d.  for 
some  items  that  were  supposed  to  have  been  sent  to  Dr.  Kin- 
sella's  order  in  December  1904.  The  letter  had  caused  him 
(the  Clerk)  an  endless  lot  of  trouble.  He  had  had  to  write 
fifteen  or  sixteen  letters  in  connection  with  it.  It  was  stated 
that  the  items  sent  to  Dr.  Kinsella  were  not  received.  The 
voucher  for  them  at  the  railway  station  was  not  signed  by 
the  vanman.  and  his  name,  as  attached  to  the  document,  was 
not  even  spelt  correctly.    No  action  was  taken  in  the  matter. 

Dostor  Complains  of  the  Dispenser. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  South  Dublin  Guardians  on  Septem- 
ber 27  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board 
stating  that  they  had  before  them  the  resolution  of  the 
Guardians  adopting  the  report  of  the  Committee  who  in- 
vestigated the  complaints  made  by  Dr.  Knox-Denham, 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Donnybrook  (No.  2)  dispensary  dis- 
trict, against  the  compounder  of  medicine.  Mr.  MacKenna, 
and  they  observed  that  the  compounder  did  not  apparently 
deny  having  altered  certain  of  the  prescriptions  of  the 
Medical  Officer  without  his  authority.  The  report  cf  the 
committee  did  not  deal  with  this  point,  and  the  Board  had 
to  request  that  the  compounder  might  be  given  to  understmd 
that  they  would  take  a  very  serious  view  of  any  further 
complaints  to  this  effect.    Further  inquiries  are  to  be  made.

Sunday  Closing. — A  movement  in  favour  of  Sunday 
closing  at  midday  was  recently  set  on  foot  by  the  pharma- 
cists' assistants  at  St.  Etienne,  but  failed  through  the  refusal 
of  one  large  establishment. 

The  French  "  Hanbury  Prizeman." — M.  Eugene  Collin 
is  still  well  and  hearty.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  shaking- 
hands  with  him  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy  last  month. 
His  two  great  regrets  seem  to  be  not  having  been  able  to 
go  over  to  receive  his  medal  personally  and  giving  up  retail 
pharmacy.  But  he  is  still  hard  at  work  with  his  beloved 
microscope. 

Paraphenyl amine  Hair  Dye. — A  Mile.  Marie  Delattre 
some  time  since  invested  in  a  bottle  of  hair  dye  to  make 
her  brown  hair  black.  After  applying  it  she  became  very 
ill,  a  sort  of  eczema  covering  the  whole  of  the  upper 
portion  of  her  body,  and  grave  fears  are  entertained  that 
she  will  lose  her  sight.  An  action  is  to  be  brought  against 
the  vendor  of  the  dye,  which  appears  to  contain  paraphenyl- 
amine.  At  the  Paris  Municipal  Laboratory  this  class  of  hair 
dyes  is  looked  upon  as  very  dangerous,  and  it  is  felt  that 
their  sale  ought  to  be  forbidden. 

Frauds  at  a  Pharmacy  Examination. — A  curious  case 
has  been  tried  at  Amiens,  where  a  pharmacist  named 
Rodillon.  of  Persac  (Vienne),  was  fined  40/.,  with  benefit  of 
the  First  Offenders  Act.  for  having  personated  M.  Abenoit 
at  the  Amiens  School  of  Medicine  pharmacy  examinations. 
Abenoit  had  changed  his  alma  mater  pretty  frequently, 
and  came  from  Caen  and  Rouen  to  Amiens.  The  authori- 
ties suspected  trickery,  and  communicated  with  the  Vienne 
Pharmacists'  Association,  who  sent  up  one  of  their  members 
to  attend  the  examination.  Abenoit  having  been  con- 
demned by  the  Montmorillon  tribunal  five  years  ago  for 
illegal  practice  of  pharmacy,  was  known  to  the  pharmacist 
in  question. 

A  Chemist  Wins  20,000  Pounds.— The  most  envied 
man  in  all  France  at  present  is  M.  Joseph  Gazel. 
manager  of  Kessler's  chemical-works,  Avenue  Chateau- 
rouged  Clermont-Ferrand,  who  drew  the  "lucky  num- 
ber" in  the  press  lottery,  value  half  a  million 
francs.  He  happened  to  be  in  Paris  on  business  at  the 
time,  and  the  reporters  swooped  down  on  him  at  the  Hotel 
du  Globe,  a  modest  hostelry  in  the  Rue  Croix  des  Petits 
Champs,  where  M.  Gazel,  a  tall,  stout,  grizzled  man  of  about 
fifty,  was  interviewed  across  the  dinner-table.  He  answered 
their  questions  good-naturedly,  told  them  he  had  eleven 
children,  of  whom  the  eldest  boy  works  in  the  factory 
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with  him,  and  seven  are  girls.  He  then  managed  to  get 
his  dinner,  and  went  upstairs  for  rest  and  quiet.  Tele- 
graphic information  from  Clermont-Ferrand  adds  that 
he  went  to  that  busy  little  central  town  from  Lagache's 
chemical-works,  near  La  Rochelle,  a  few  years  back. 
Personally,  his  desire  would  be  "to  do  something  for  the 
children  of  the  poor,"  but  the  lawyer-student  (second) 
son  at  Clermont  is  under  the  impression  that  it  will  come 
in  handily  to  dot  his  numerous  sisters  and  start  himself 
and  brothers  in  life. 

The  New  Adulteration  Act  is  attracting  a  good  deal  of 
attention  in  commercial  and  pharmaceutical  circles. 
Article  1  inflicts  fines  of  from  4/.  to  200?.,  with  or  without 
imprisonment  (three  months  to  one  year),  for  fraud  or 
attempts  at  fraud  practised  on  purchasers  of  alimentary  and 
similar  goods.  _  The  fraud  in  question  may  be  as  to  nature, 
composition,  kind,  or  origin,  quantity,  or  identity  of  goods. 
Article  2  states  that  the  use  of  false  weights  and  measures, 
or  frauds  in  analysis,  weighing,  or  measuring,  is  punishable 
by  two  years'  imprisonment.  Article  3  indicates  that  the 
penalties  provided  by  Article  1  apply  to  the  adulteration  of 
drugs  and  natural  products,  as  well  as  foodstuffs,  bever- 
ages, and  agricultural  produce ;  to  the  sale,  offer,  or  adver- 
tisement of  similar  substances  or  falsified  medicaments.  If 
the  article  be  poisonous  or  injurious  to  health  (rotten  fruit 
and  vegetables  excepted),  the  fine  may  be  from  20?.  to  400?., 
and  the  imprisonment  extend  to  two  years.  The  fact  that  the 
vendor  is  not  cognisant  of  the  alteration  is  not  admitted 
as  an  excuse.  The  possession  of  false  weights  or  measures, 
or  of  adulterated  medicaments,  foodstuffs,  etc.,  is  punishable 
by  fines  of  21.  to  120?.  (one  week  to  three  months'  imprison- 
ment) ;  if  the  goods  seized  be  harmful  to  health  the  imprison- 
ment may  be  increased  to  a  year,  and  the  fine  to  200?. 
Notices  of  the  sentence  may,  if  the  Court  deem  fit,  be  pub- 
lished or  posted  for  a  week  on  the  delinquent's  premises. 
Destruction  of  such  posters  is  punishable  by  fine  (imprison- 
ment may  be  inflicted  for  a  second  offence).  Analysis  ex- 
penses to  be  paid  by  defendant  if  condemned ;  but  the  value 
of  samples  found  to  be  pure  will  be  refunded.  Various 
further  regulations  (the  breach  of  which  will  be  punishable 
by  fine  and  imprisonment)  will  be  drawn  up  later  to  regulate 
the  sale  of  food  and  drugs ;  these  will  bear  on  the  composi- 
tion and  place  of  origin  of  goods,  sample-taking,  analysis, 
inspectorships,  etc.  The  law  is  intended  to  complete  and 
amend  various  existing  Acts  which  have  been  found  to  afford 
loopholes  for  dishonest  trading. 

The  Tuberculosis  Congress  opened  on  October  2  in 
the  Grand  Palais  under  the  patronage  of  the  French 
Government.  Many  ministers  of  state,  all  the  ambassa- 
dors in  Paris,  and  thousands  of  delegates  assembled  a 
little  before  2  p.m.  to  await  the  arrival  of  the  President, 
who,  on  taking  his  seat,  listened  to  addresses  read  by  a 
representative  of  each  nation.  In  reply,  the  President 
expressed  the  satisfaction  he  experienced  in  welcoming 
this  international  union  for  a  common  cause,  spoke  of  the 
keen  interest  he  had  taken  in  public  health  when  "  Minister 
of  the  Interior,"  and  felt,  he  said,  convinced  that  the 
mortality  from  consumption  would  diminish  as  rapidly  in 
France  as  in  England  now  that  public  interest  was 
awakened  to  its  economic  side.  The  hall  of  the  Palais 
was  beautifully  decorated  with  palms  and  tapestries,  a 
military  band  was  in  attendance,  and  the  number  of 
spectators  far  exceeded  the  seating  accommodation.  In 
connection  with  the  Congress  there  is  an  exhibition  in 
matters  relating  to  tuberculosis.  An  interesting  thing  is 
the  representation  of  an  ordinary  bedroom,  such  as  exists 
in  most  habitations  in  Paris,  with  its  bed  in  a  dark  corner 
and  dirty  bed-draperies,  and  opposite  to  it  a  healthy 
chamber  of  simple  and  inexpensive  furniture,  with  plenty 
of  light  and  air  and  absence  of  heavy  curtains.  The  com- 
parison is  striking.  The  work  of  the  Congress  is  divided 
into  four  sections — medical,  surgical,  care  of  the  infant, 
and  social  hygiene.  On  Tuesday,  in  the  medical  section, 
there  were  heated  discussions  over  the  relations  of  human 
to  bovine  tuberculosis,  which  is  left  no  more  definitely 
settled  than  when  Koch  first  introduced  it  at  the  English 
Congress  four  years  ago.  In  the  section  of  public  health 
Dr.  Garland  read  an  interesting  paper,  in  which  it  was 
suggested  that  insurance  companies  should  undertake  the 
treatment  of  consumptives  who  possessed  their  policies.

Commonwealth. 

The  Sale  of  Proprietary  Medicines. — In  the  Common- 
wealth Parliament  on  August  16,  Mr.  Joseph  Cook,  in  criti- 
cising the  Commerce  Bill  No.  2,  remarked  that  he  under- 
stood that  the  Minister  aimed  in  this  Bill  to  set  up  stan- 
dards for  certain  foods  and  medicines  imported  into  this 
country.  He  thought  it  absolutely  necessary  in  the  interests 
of  public  health  to  take  all  precautions  they  could  to  prevent 
patent  foods  and  medicines  which  are  likely  to  be  injurious 
from  getting  into  general  use.  He  would  like  to  see  the 
Governments  of  the  States  doing  what  is  done  on  the 
Continent  of  Europe,  where  quack  medicines  are  analysed 
and  their  formuls  proclaimed  to  the  world.  But  the 
Health  Departments  of  the  various  States  have  the  means 
of  doing  what  is  necessary.  The  Bill  went  further,  and 
interfered  with  the  commerce  of  the  country  down  to  the 
minutest  detail.  As  the  member  for  Angas  said,  it  is  a 
Bill  to  prevent  commerce,  and  not  a  measure  to  facilitate 
trade  and  standardise  our  products.  Mr.  Octavius  C. 
Beale,  a  member  of  the  recent  Royal  Commission  on  the 
Birth-rate  (appointed  by  the  New  South  Wales  Govern- 
ment), has  been  requested  by  the  Federal  Cabinet  to 
inquire  into  legislation  and  laws  to  check  and  prevent  the 
sale  of  deleterious  drugs  and  poisons  prepared  under  a 
secret  formula,  also  to  include  in  his  inquiries  the  general 
subject  of  the  mortality  of  infants  in  other  countries. 
Mr.  Beale  leaves  for  Europe  this  month. 

New  Zealand. 

The  Northern  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  been 
formed  at  Auckland,  with  Mr.  Charles  Ratjen,  newly 
elected  to  the  Pharmacy  Board,  as  first  President,  and  Mr. 
S.  Smith  Secretary.  The  Auckland  Chemists'  Association 
has  been  in  existence  for  many  years,  but  it  was  practically 
only  the  machinery  for  united  action  if  special  occasion 
arose,  and  rarely  had  any  formal  meetings.  The  Northern 
Association  is  formed  by  the  younger  generation, 
and  will  now  complete  the  ring  of  pharmaceutical  associa- 
tions in  New  Zealand,  and  will  cover  the  area  not  hitherto 
represented.  The  other  associations  correspond  with  the 
provinces  into  which  the  Colony  is  divided  :  the  Central 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  Wellington;  the  Canterbury 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  Christchurch ;  the  Otago 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  Dunedin.  It  is  proposed  to 
make  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  the  official  organ. 

Tasmania. 

Sunday  Trading  is  forbidden  by  a  Police  Act  which  is 
now  being  consolidated  with  thirteen  separate  Acts  in  a 
Bill  of  209  sections.  The  Sunday  trading  regulation  dates 
from  1865.  Bakers,  pastrycooks,  and  confectioners  are  ex- 
cepted up  to  10  a.m.  and  between  1  and  3  p.m.,  and  "  duly 
qualified  chemists  at  any  hour." 

The  Association  Poet. — The  Northern  Tasmanian  Phar- 
maceutical and  Dental  Association  held  its  first  social  on 
August  2,  when  about  a  hundred  ladies  and  gentlemen  were 
present.  A  musical  programme  was  carried  through  and 
refreshments  were  served.  The  Association  poet,  Mr. 
Russell  Kidd,  recited  an  original  ode. 
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Newfoundland  Cod-liver  Oil  of  the  new  season  is 
offered  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Munn.  manufacturer.  St.  John's.

Stripping-po  wder . — Mr.  J.  E.  Lockyer,  photographic 
chemist.  244  Evelyn  Street.  Deptford.  S.E.,  has  added  a  new 
line  to  his  series  of  put-up  photographic  goods — an  enlarging 
and  stripping  powder.  The  powder  is  put  up  in  cartons  to 
sell  at  6il .  and  when  dissolved  in  water  makes  a  solution 
that  quickly  loosens  the  film  from  a  negative  so  that  the 
film  can  be  transferred  to  another  support.  The  powder  has 
the  effect  also  of  enlarging  the  film  so  that  a  larger  glass 
is  required  than  was  originally  used  for  the  negative.  The 
use  of  the  powder  in  cases  of  cracked  negatives  is  obvious 
and  the  enlarging  power  may  be  taken  advantage  of  to  con- 
vert a  j-plate  negative  into  a  5x4  from  which  postcards 
or  cabinets  may  be  printed. 

Almanacs  and  Counter-bills. — Messrs.  Kay  Brothers, 
Ltd.,  of  Stockport,  are  again  issuing  their  popular 
"Almanac  and  Family  Reference,"  and  chemists  who 
desire  a  supply  had  better  apply  as  early  as  possible.  The 
booklet  consists  of  twenty-four  pages  of  printed  matter, 
with  a  stiff  cover  in  four  colours,  and  the  internal  matter 
is  not  confined  to  Kay's  preparations  alone,  but  covers  the 
ordinary  household  remedies  of  the  pharmacist.  The  name 
and  address  of  the  chemist  is  printed  on  the  front  cover 
of  each  booklet,  and  counter-bills  in  two  sizes  (11  in.  by 
9  in.  and  6  in.  by  7^  in.)  printed  on  one  side  only  cn  good 
white-surface  paper  are  also  supplied.  These  also  have 
name  and  address  printed  on.  and  are  delivered  carriage 
free  to  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom.  Applicants  for 
almanacs  and  bills  should  enclose  two  slip  address-labels, 
and  give  the  approximate  population  of  the  district  they 
cover. 

Sandalwood-oil  Capsules. — The  Standard  Tablet  Co.. 
Hove,  include  the  manufacture  of  gelatin  capsules  in  the 
range  of  their  energies.  It  may  be  remembered  that 
glyco-gelatin  pastilles  of  quite  elegant  style  were  the  first 
of  their  products,  and  the  experience  which  they  have  in 
these  has  been  turned  with  good  results  to  gelatin  capsules, 


for  we  observe  that  the  envelopes  are  flexible,  smooth, 
transparent,  and  of  equal  thickness  throughout.  The 
capsules  are  hand  made,  and  those  of  yellow-sandalwcod 
oil  are  guaranteed  to  contain  10  drops' of  oil  (which  we 
have  proved  to  be  the  case).  The  company  also  inform  us 
that  they  use  enly  English-distilled  oil.  "without  admix- 
ture, which  yields  94  per  cent,  of  santalol.  and  thev  are 
prepared  to  give  a  guarantee  to  this  effect.  The  capsules 
are  put  up  in  enamelled  boxes  containing  twenty-foul, 
at  9s.  6d.  per  doz.  boxes,  this  price  including  the  chemist's 
own  name  and  address  on  the  labels.  This  is  certainly  a 
remarkably  cheap  line. 


New  Camera. — We  have  been  examining  a  new  camera 
which  Messrs.  W.  Butcher  &  Sons,  Camera  House, 
Farringdon  Avenue,  E.C.,  have  added  to  their  "Cameo" 
series — the  "Minimum  Cameo."  It  is  called  the  minimum 
because  the  size  of  the  camera  has  been  cut  down  to  the 
smallest  dimensions  that  it  is  possible  for  a  \  plate  can  era 
to  have.  When  folded  the  camera  is  an  inch  wide,  and 
the  case  which  contains  the  focussing-screen  and  three 
single  dark-slides  is  of  the  same  dimensions.  The  men  mi.  e- 
ment  of  the  folded  ^-plate  camera  is  5-4-  by  44.  so  that  not 


much  space  is  wasted.  The  lens  is  fitted  with  a  pneumatic 
shutter,  adjustable  for  time  or  instantaneous  work,  and 
there  is  a  rising  front.  There  is  a  focussing-scale,  and  a 
rack  and  pinion  is  provided  for  fine  adjustment.  The 
camera  is  leather  covered,  and,  aluminium  being  used  in 
its  construction,  it  is  very  light  in  weight.  The  "Mini- 
mum Cameo  "  sells,  complete,  at  60*.  The  same  firm  are 
putting  on  the  market  the  "  Meta "  spirit-lamp,  which  is 
specially  adapted  as  an  optical-lantern  illuminant.  The 
lamp  is  worked  under  pressure,  two  chief  points  being  that 
the  reservoir  is  some  distance  from  the  burner,  thus  pre- 
venting overheating  of  the  reserve  spirit,  and  the  price  of 
the  lamp  is  only  15s.,  complete.

AN  OLD  FEEDER. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  John  R.  Eyles.  Weymouth,  for  a 
feeding-bottle  which  was  part  of  the  stock  of  his  prede- 
cessor, the  late  Mr.  T.  B.  Groves.  The  bottle  is  th.3  well- 
known  boat-shape  made  to  stand,  but  it  is  peculiar  in  the 
teat  arrangement.  The  teat,  a. 
is  made  of  cork  which  is  fixed 
into  the  projecting  part  of  the 
boxwood  stopper,  b.  This  part 
screws  off,  then  it  is  found  that 
a  bone  pipe  3  in.  long  goes 
down  through  b  and  projects  rip 
to  orifice  of  the  teat  a.  At  the 
bottom  of  the  tube  a  vegetabl?- 
ivory  button,  c,  screws  upon  th? 
end  ;  this  button  is  perforated 
with  ten  holes,  and.  while  pro- 
viding an  effectual  strainer,  it 
forms  with  the  bone  pipe  in- 
side what  is  practically  a  con- 
tinuous tube  from  the  milk  to 
the  child's  mouth.  We  have 
shown  the  bottle  to  the  manager 
of  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons' 
feeding-bottle  department,  and 
he  tolls  us  he  has  never  seen  one 
like  it  before.  Mr.  Eyles  has  no 
record  as  to  how  old  it  is.  We 
therefore  place  these  particulars 
before  our  readers  in  the  hope 
that  someone  may  be  able  to  tell 

us  who  designed"  the  bottle,  and  when.  The  length  of  the 
bottle  to  the  top  of  the  cork  teat  is  8^  in.,  the  bottle  itself 
being  6  in.  long,  and  its  capacity  about  7  oz. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 


ALL  the  members  of  the  Council  were  present  at  Wed- 
nesday's meeting,  which  would  have  been  of  normal 
interest  had  it  not  been  for  a  motion  brought  forward  by 
Mr.  Hagon  that  had  to  be  disposed  of.  Mr.  Hagon  pro- 
posed that  a  Bill  be  drafted  putting  the  words  "  persons 
or  combinations  of  persons,  corporation  or  company  "  after 
the  word  "  person  "  in  Sections  1  and  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 
Mr.  Carteighe,  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  and  Mr.  Wootton  had 
not  much  difficulty  in  showing  that,  however  desirable,  the 
suggestions  are  quite  outside  the  region  of  practical  politics. 
The  Committee  administering  the  Benevolent  Fund  recom- 
mended grants  amounting  to  189Z.  to  various  applicants. 
The  election  of  three  annuitants  is  to  take  place  on 
December  12.  The  readjustment  of  the  Major  syllabus 
has  proceeded  another  stage,  a  committee  of  the  Boards  of 
Examiners  being  entrusted  with  the  drawing  up  of  a  new 
syllabus,  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Council  for 
approval.  A  grant  of  201.  for  five  years  was  made  towards 
the  School  of  Pharmacy  in  connection  with  the  University 
of  Liverpool. 


At  the  meeting  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C., 
on  October  4,  there  were  present  the  President  (Mr.  E.  A. 
Robinson),  Vice-President  (Mr.  J.  R.  Young),  Treasurer 
(Mr.  Walter  Hills),  and  Messrs.  S.  R.  Atkins,  A.  S. 
Campkin,  M.  Carteighe,  A.  Cooper,  W.  G.  Cross,  W.  L. 
Currie,  R.  L.  Gifford,  W.  H.  Gibson,  A.  Hagon,  J.  F.

Mr.  Harrington  mentioned  that  the  money  in  hand  for  the 
Benevolent  Fund  would  all  be  required  for  grants  and 
annuities,  which  have  to  be  made  before  the  end  of  the 
year.

Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken- 
I  in  camera,  after  which 

Mr.  Atkins,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
the  meeting  of  the  previous  day  was  a  long  one,  one  of 
the  questions  debated  being  as  to  the  number  of  annuitants- 
to  place  before  the  electors  in  December.  Last  year  the 
number  was  brought  up  to  thirty-seven,  but  since- 
then  two  annuitants  have  died,  and  one  has  resigned  her 
annuity,  thus  reducing  the  number  to  thirty-four.  The 
Committee  recommended  that  not  more  than  three- 
annuitants  be  added  to  the  list,  to  restore  thfr 
number  to  thirty-seven.  As  the  amount  granted  in. 
minor  annuities  is  now  very  considerable,  the  Committee 
did  not  feel  able  to  add  to  the  number  of  permanent 
annuitants.  This  month  the  Committee  have  recommended 
grants  amounting  to  189?.  Mr.  Atkins  proceeded  to  speak 
in  terms  of  praise  of  the  way  the  office  get  the  precis  of. 
the  cases  together,  the  interviewing  that  is  done  by  the- 
officials  specially  facilitating  the  work  of  the  Committee. 
At  last  a  case  has  been  brought  before  the  Committee  of 
an  orphan  who  fulfils  the  conditions  of  the  Hills  Orphan. 
Fund.  As  there  is  at  present  a  balance  on  this  fund  of 
only  19/.  7s.  bd.,  it  is  a  question  whether  something  should 
not  be  done  to  meet  the  demand. 

The  report  was  adopted,  after  which 

Mr.  Atkins  separately  moved  that  three  annuitants  be- 
added  to  the  Benevolent  Fund,  the  election  to  take  place 
on  Tuesday,  December  12.  This  resolution  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Organisation. 
The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Organisation  stated  that 
seventy  persons  attended  the  district  meeting  at  Brighton- 
on  July  28,  and  that  at  a  subsequent  private  meeting  the 
following  suggestions  were  made  : 

1.  That  short,  pithy  notes  should  be  prepared  for  the  use 
of  Divisional  Secretaries  and  others  in  sending  to  members- 
of  Parliament,  and  that  these  notes  should  be  continuously 
sent  out. 

2.  That  one  Divisional  Secretary  is  not  enough  in  a  large- 
place  like  Brighton,  and  that  an  assistant  should  Re- 
appointed. 

The  Organisation  Committee  resolved  that  in  the  case  of  a 
general  election,  candidates  should  be  approached  with  a 
view  to  getting  support  for  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  that 
divisional  officers  should  be  supplied  with  short  general 
questions  for  use  in  obtaining  the  support  of  Parliamentary 
candidates.  It  was  also  resolved  to  hold  a  meeting  at 
Manchester  on  October  11,  and  a  supplementary  meeting 
at  Preston  on  the  following  day,  the  President  to  be  in- 
the  chair. 

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  that  many  persons  have  told  him  that  they  were  glad 
of  the  opportunity  of  being  present  at  the  district  meet- 
ings, and  that  such  meetings  are  useful. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

School  Matters. 

There  was  no  formal  report  from  the  Library,  Museums, 
School,  and  House  Committee,  but  Mr.  Carteighe  made  a 
statement  that  the  position  of  assistant  lecturer  and  senior 
demonstrator,  which  the  Council  left  with  the  Committee  to 
fill,  has  been  filled  by  Mr.  E.  T.  Jones,  B.Sc,  whose  cre- 
dentials are  of  the  highest  kind.  There  were  forty-seven 
candidates  for  the  position. 

The  Council  confirmed  the  appointment,  the  President 
explaining  that  Professor  Crossley  picked  out  the  most 
suitable  men  for  the  Committee  to  interview. 

Examination  and  Education. 
The  Examination  and  Education  Committee  recommended' 
that  the  Boards  of  Examiners  be  requested  to  appoint  a 
joint  committee  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  a  new  syllabus 
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on  the  lines  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  re- 
adjustment of  the  Major  syllabus,  such  joint  committee  to 
act  in  consultation  with  the  new  Chairman  of  the  Examina- 
tion and  Education  Committee.  In  regard  to  the  amalga- 
mation scheme  of  the  two  schools  of  pharmacy  in  Liverpool, 
it  was  recommended  that  as  nearly  all  the  financial  support 
'has  now  been  obtained  the  Council  of  the  Society  should 
make  a  grant  of  100/.  in  five  annual  contributions  of  20/. 
•each.  The  Committee  have  also  requested  Messrs.  White, 
Gulliver,  and  Stamp  to  draft  an  amended  syllabus  for  the 
Jacob  Bell  Memorial  Scholarship  competition,  these  gentle- 
men to  act  in  consultation  with  Mr.  Carteighe. 

The  Vice-President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  said  the  Boards  of  Examiners  were  unanimous  as  to 
the  alterations  of  the  Major  syllabus,  although  the  scheme 
is  based  on  recommendations  made  some  few  years  ago  by 
"the  Board  of  Examiners  in  Scotland.  He  did  not  know 
whether  the  Liverpool  University  School  of  Pharmacy 
scheme  was  actually  through,  but  the  grant  would  only  be 
■made  on  the  completion  of  the  scheme.  The  alteration  in 
the  Jacob  Bell  Scholarship  competition  is  to  be  in  the 
direction  of  shifting  the  value  of  the  marks.  At  present 
too  many  marks  are  awarded  to  the  schoolboy  subjects. 

Mr.  Cross  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Symes  informed  the  Council  that  the  Liverpool  School 
of  Pharmacy  scheme  was  still  progressing  favourably,  but 
that  Professor  Boyce,  who  has  the  matter  largely  in  hand, 
is  at  present  abroad  studying  the  bacteriology  of  yellow 
fever. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  that  twenty-five  years  ago  the  Jacob 
Bell  Scholarship  examinations  were  modified  in  the  opposite 
direction — that  is,  more  marks  were  given  to  the  scholastic 
subjects  than  the  scientific  subjects.  This  was  to  dis- 
courage students  with  means  from  going  to  schools  to  be 
specially  prepared  for  the  examination.  Now,  however, 
when  scientific  knowledge  is  so  readily  obtainable  the  con- 
ditions are  different.  He  was  not  anxious  to  make  the 
examination  a  very  stiff  one;  it  was  breadth  of  knowledge 
that  was  wanted,  and  he  hoped  the  Committee  would  be 
able  to  devise  a  scheme  that  will  ensure  this.  The  object 
of  including  classics  amongst  the  subjects  was  to  ensure 
that  the  candidate  has  a  good  education ;  it  may  be  that 
in  the  future  this  part  of  the  examination  may  be  modified 
by  the  acceptance  of  certificates  such  as  are  proposed  to  be 
adopted  by  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. It  is  regretted  in  some  quarters  that  there  are  so 
few  candidates  for  the  Jacob  Bell  Scholarship ;  but  it  was 
a  source  of  satisfaction  to  him  that  there  were  such  a 
number  of  candidates  who  obtain  the  requisite  number  of 
marks. 

The  Treasurer  said  they  had  no  scheme  before  them  for 
discussion,  but  he  took  it  what  they  had  to  strive  against 
was  undue  and  special  preparation  for  the  examination  by 
apprentices.  If  there  were  fewer  examinations  in  the  world 
it  would  be  better.  Some  system  might  be  devised  by 
which  half  a  dozen  candidates  whose  professional  and 
personal  history  were  known  could  be  subjected  to  a  short 
examination  as  a  test  for  the  best  man,  but  he  was  afraid 
that  is  not  practical. 

The  President,  in  putting  the  motion,  said  he  also  had 
felt  the  time  had  arrived  for  revising  the  examination. 

The  report  was  thereupon  agreed  to. 

Another  Pharmacy   Bill  Suggested. 
Mr.  Hagon  had  previously  given  notice  of  the  following 
motion  : 

That  a  draft  Bill  be  prepared  to  amend  the  Pharmacy  Act 
of  1868  by  the  insertion  of  the  words  "  persons  or  combina- 
tions of  persons,  corporation,  or  company,"  after  the  word 
"person"  in  Clauses  1  and  15,  and  altering-  the  text  of 
those  clauses  to  correspond  with  the  addition  of  those  words. 
In  submitting  the  motion  Mr.  Hagon  said  he  was  actuated  by 
a  feeling  that  the  policy  of  submitting  Bill  after  Bill  which 
the  Council  follows  is  a  policy  of  pin-pricks,  and  calls  into 
evidence  considerable  opposition.     It  has  been  often  said 
that  the  Council  is  a  State  department,  and  if  that  is  so, 
he  contended  that  the  preparation  and  presentation  of 
abortive  Bills  is  derogatory  to  the  Society  as  a  State  de- 
partment.   The  only  course  the  Society  can  take  is  one 
based  on  its  chartered  powers,  and  when  these  powers  are 
found  lacking  the  proper  course  is  to  go  to  Parliament  as 


a  State  department,  and  by  the  inclusion  of  some  clause 
make  the  Act  operative.  When  the  Society  steps  outside 
the  powers  of  the  charter  it  invites  the  criticism  that 
chemists  are  monopolists.  If  in  1868  it  was  thought  neces- 
sary that  the  sale  of  strong  poisons  should  be  in  the  hands 
of  qualified  persons,  it  is  surely  as  necessary  in  1905,  when 
free  trade  in  poison  would  not  be  tolerated.  That  the 
Pharmacy  Act  is  not  effective  is  amply  demonstrated,  and 
the  trend  of  legal  opinion  has  been  in  favour  of  altering 
the  Act.  The  course  he  suggested  is  one  which  will 
have  the  approval  of  the  public,  and  as  the  claim  is  a  just 
one  they  have  nothing  to  fear  from  public  bodies.  He 
would  like  to  see  the  chemists'  case  clearly  set  out,  so  that 
the  man  in  the  street  could  see  what  they  (the  chemists) 
are  aiming  at.  The  public  had  the  greatest  objection  to 
a  complicated  matter,  and  on  that  account  he  would  like 
to  see  the  motion  made  the  sole  object  of  a  Bill.  The 
Council  had  never  yet  presented  the  case  by  itself  to  the 
public,  independent  of  other  matters.  It  appeared  to  him 
to  be  a  simple  way  of  altering  the  Act,  but  one  that  would 
be  far-reaching  in  its  consequences.  To  those  Councillors 
who  think  the  suggestion  impossible,  he  could  only  say 
that  it  is  often  the  impossible  that  comes  off.  The 
position  of  pharmacy  is  now  stronger  than  ever.  Chemists 
are  a  united  body,  and  even  those  outside  the  Society  as 
members  of  local  associations  can  assist  in  influencing 
public  opinion  if  only  the  Council  give  a  strong  lead.  The 
legal  position  is  stronger  than  ever.  In  the  Cardiff  case 
the  judge  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  would  not  be  a 
serious  matter  for  the  Society  to  get  the  Act  altered.  The 
motion,  if  adopted,  would  awaken  the  interest  of  chemists 
throughout  the  country.  He  remembered  reading,  some 
years  ago,  a  statement  by  a  Councillor  that  if  only  chemists 
would  join  the  Society  there  would  be  sufficient  power  to 
carry  such  a  motion  as  the  one  he  (the  speaker)  proposed 
that  day. 

Mr.  Gifford  seconded  the  motion,  and  said  that  it  might 
seem  invidious  on  his  part  as  a  member  of  the  Law  Com- 
mittee to  do  so,  but  he  appreciated  Mr.  Hagon's  remarks 
in  reference  to  the  illimitable  time  taken  over  the  draft 
Pharmacy  Bill.  There  seemed  in  the  Council  a  wish  to 
avoid,  or  a  disinclination  to  get  to,  the  principle  that  under- 
lies the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  which  should  regulate  their 
efforts  at  modifying  and  perfecting  the  present  law.  There 
was,  moreover,  in  the  Pharmacy  Bill  a  vicious  principle,  that 
of  recognising  companies,  which  this  motion  brings  the 
Council  sheer  up  against.  The  Bill  recognised  that  others 
have  rights  which  can  only  be  given  to  persons  in  the 
examination-room.  The  position  is  inconsistent  and  im- 
possible. No  employe  can  be  in  effectual  control,  and  to 
attempt  to  make  control  and  ownership  coincident  is  a  work 
of  supererogation.  He  should  like  the  Pharmacy  Bill 
overhauled  before  it  again  comes  before  Parliament.  There 
are  indications  of  interest  in  the  sale  of  poisons  that 
are  antagonistic  to  chemists.  The  Board  of  Agriculture, 
for  instance,  is  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  agriculture 
in  this  country.  He  could  conceive  of  a  Pharmacy  Bill  so 
drafted  as  to  meet  the  Board's  views  and  also  comply  with 
the  proper  aspirations  of  pharmacists.  The  distribution 
of  poisons  is  not  in  all  cases  improperly  done  by  people 
who  have  not  passed  severe  examinations.  Chemists  must 
recognise  that  their  examinations  are  not  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  enable  them  to  sell  a  pennyworth  of  oxalic  acid  or 
a  sheep-dip.  The  moderate  requirements  of  the  times  must 
be  met.  Chemists  can,  however,  properly  require  that 
titles  shall  be  properly  confined  to  registered  persons. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  it  was  refreshing  to  see  the  young 
men  of  the. Council  with  so  much  enthusiasm.  He  was 
concerned  chiefly  to  state  for  the  benefit  of  the  Council  that 
these  propositions  had  been  submitted  to  the  Privy 
Council  many  years  ago.  Mr.  Hagon  mentioned  that 
the  Society  has  been  referred  to  as  a  department  of  the 
State,  but  this  is  not  quite  precise,  and  it  is  essential  that 
anyone  who  occupies  a  seat  on  the  Council  and  essays  to 
alter  defects  in  the  Act  should  rightly  understand  the  case. 
In  regard  to  the  administration  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  the 
Council  is  a  department  of  State,  but  the  Council  have  no 
power  to  initiate  legislation  or  even  to  make  by-laws.  The 
Council  have  no  power  to  add  to  the  poison  schedule ;.  they 
can  pass  a  motion  in  regard  to  additions,  but  the  Privy 
Council  stands  between  the  Society  and  legislation.  All

the  appeals  of  the  Council  to  Parliament  ought  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  things  to  go  through  the  Privy  Council. 
It  is  sometimes  trying  to  read  statements  at  local  and  other 
associations  that  the  Council  have  only  to  pass  a  resoluticn 
to  make  a  change  in  the  law.  It  should  also  be  remem- 
bered that  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  passed,  not  through 
the  effect  of  pressure  on  the  Government  by  the  Society, 
but  through  the  medical  officer  of  the  Privy  Council,  who 
took  an  active  part  in  the  scheme.  He  (the  medical 
officer)  persuaded  members  of  Parliament  that,  although  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  was  a  private  one,  it  was  in  the  public  in- 
terest. The  department  of  the  Privy  Council  dealing  with 
these  matters  is  the  one  through  which  the  Council  must 
appeal  to  Parliament,  if  they  expect  to  succeed.  If  the 
Council  proceed  in  any  other  direction  they  must  be  pre- 
pared to  furnish  members  of  Parliament  with  evidence 
that  the  Privy  Council  is  not  absolutely  antagonistic  to  the 
Bill.  If  a  member  of  Parliament  is  told  that  the  Privy 
Council  is  antagonistic  to  the  Bill  he  will  not  look  at  it; 
and  in  speaking  of  the  Privy  Council  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  it  is  the  permanent  officials  with  whom  the 
Society  have  to  deal,  and  they  do  not  change  with  the 
Government.  Three  attempts  were  made  to  get  the  Phar- 
macy Act  amended  during  his  (Mr.  Carteighe's)  presidency. 
One  of  these,  in  1881,  contained  exactly  the  propositions 
which  Mr.  Hagon  brought  forward,  and  the  Privy  Council 
would  not  look  at  it.  The  Bill  of  1883,  the  best  Bill  ever 
drafted,  dealt  also  with  Mr.  Hagori's  suggesticn.  The 
definition  clause  of  the  1883  Bill  was  "Words  importing 
the  singular  number  only  shall  include  the  plural  number," 
and  the  clauses  began  :  "It  shall  be  unlawful,"  etc.,  so  as 
to  avoid  the  use  of  the  word  "  person."  The  Privy  Council, 
however,  would  not  listen  to  the  Council,  but  instead  pre- 
pared a  Bill  which  the  Society  had  to  oppose.  Mr. 
Carteighe  also  referred  to  the  vigorous  efforts  made  by  the 
Council  some  ten  years  ago,  when  a  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee were  considering  the  Companies  Act  Amendment 
Bill.  After  much  trouble  the  Society  succeeded  in  getting 
in  a  statement  of  chemists'  grievances  and  suggested  a  clause 
to  meet  the  case,  but,  as  they  were  aware,  Mr.  Riteh'e 
dropped  the  clause,  as  he  held  that  the  matter  should  be 
dealt  with  in  a  separate  Bill,  and  not  in  one  which  was 
only  concerned  with  the  financial  side  of  limited  com- 
panies. He  (Mr.  Carteighe)  gave  these  instances  to  show 
the  difficulties  which  the  Council  have  to  contend  with  in 
introducing  legislation.  "If  Mr.  Hagon  can  find  one  or 
two  members  of  Parliament  who  will  father  such  a  Bill  as 
he  proposes  I  shall  be  surprised,"  said  Mr.  Carteighe.  "  I, 
weak  creature  that  I  am,  have  failed,  and  I  wish  him 
better  luck." 

Dr.  Symes  said  they  all  desired  to  see  such  an  amend- 
ment of  the  Pharmacy  Act  as  Mr.  Hagon  suggested,  but  all 
regard  it  as  impracticable.  Not  even  the  seconder  of  the 
motion  believed  in  it.  Mr.  Hagon  wanted  it  as  an  indepen- 
dent Bill,  whilst  Mr.  Gifford  thought  it  could  be  in  some  way 
worked  into  the  present  Bill.  Mr.  Hagon  said  the  Council 
have  only  been  tinkering  with  legislation,  but  failure  has 
always  been  due  to  asking  too  much,  and  efforts  are  devoted 
to  bringing  down  the  Bill  to  what  seems  reasonable  to  other 
people.  Mr.  Hagon  wanted  to  go  back  to  the  original 
attitude.  It  would  be  waste  of  time  to  attempt  such  a 
thing.  The  present  Bill  has  taken  much  time  to  prepare, 
and  it  would  all  be  wasted  if  Mr.  Hagon's  motion  were 
carried. 

Mr.  Wootton  said  Mr.  Carteighe  had  perfectly  shown  by 
documentary  evidence  that  Mr.  Hagon's  proposal  had  been 
considered  by  the  Council  in  years  when,  perhaps,  it  was 
possible  of  attainment.  In  recent  times  such  changes  have 
taken  place  that  the  proposals  are  impossible  of  attainment  ; 
in  fact,  would  even  now  by  some  be  regarded  as  undesir- 
able. During  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years  half  of  what 
are  known  as  the  historic  houses  in  pharmacy  have  been 
converted  into  limited  liability  companies.  The  proprietors 
of  these  businesses  no  doubt  regard  this  as  an  advantage, 
although  perhaps  it  is  not  altogether  desirable.  To  provoke 
the  opposition  within  the  ranks  of  pharmacy  as  well  as 
outside  makes  the  prospects  of  such  a  Bill  perfectly  hope- 
less. Mr.  Hagon  rather  twitted  the  Council  on  the  long  time 
taken  in  getting  the  Bill  through,  but  surely  that  is  not  the 
fault  of  the  Council.  As  a  remedy  for  this,  Mr.  Hagon 
proposed  a  Bill  which  would  be  much  more  difficult  to  pass 


He  asked  that  every  company  that  keeps  open  shop  shall 
be  liable  to  penalties.  When  the  Council  asked  that  all 
the  directors  should  be  qualified,  they  were  told  that  was 
impossible,  and  have  had  to  modify  the  Bill  in  that  direc- 
tion. He  was  sorry  that  two  members  of  the  Council 
should  reopen  this  question,  when  all  were  united  in  going 
forward  on  the  principles  that  had  been  adopted.  It  is 
quite  true  that  if  the  Council  adopted  Mr.  Hagon's  motion 
they  would  be  giving  a  strong  lead  to  the  country,  and  no 
doubt  their  own  people  would  be  delighted  to  see  such  a 
proposal  in  a  Bill.  Some  people  liked  strong  proposals — ■ 
the  stronger  the  better — but  the  Council  must  be  practical. 
Those  who  have  considered  the  difficulties  can  realise  that 
it  is  now  undesirable  to  go  back  to  a  proposition  that  was 
reasonable  twenty-five  years  ago. 

The  Treasurer  said  that  if  that  Council  were  a  debat- 
ing Society  he  should  vote  for  Mr.  Hagon ;  but  as  a  Council 
they  have  to  consider  what  is  practicable.  If  Mr.  Hagon's 
suggestion  had  been  made  twenty  years  ago  it  might  have  had 
more  effect.  His  remarks  were  full  of  platitudes  with  which 
all  must  agree.  For  instance,  Mr.  Hagon  said  that  "the 
sale  of  poisons  must  be  in  the  hands  of  competent  men." 
Well,  everybody  agrees  with  that ;  but  the  gist  of  the  matter 
is,  who  are  the  competent  men  ?  That  is  for  Parliament  to 
decide,  and  it  has  been  held  that  if  the  person  who  hands 
over  the  poison  is  qualified  the  public  is  sufficiently  pro- 
tected. No  member  of  Parliament  would  look  at  such  a 
Bill  as  Mr.  Hagon  proposed.  Since  the  House  of  Lords 
judgment  many  of  the  most  successful  businesses  in  phar- 
macy have  been  converted  into  limited  companies ;  the 
ethics  of  this  it  is  not  the  province  of  the  Council  to  dis- 
cuss ;  but  as  practical  men  the  Council  know  that  they 
would  have  the  opposition  of  a  large  number  of  their  own 
men. 

Mr.  Atkins  said  the  Council  have  often  been  accused  of 
being  supine  in  the  past,  and  of  allowing  the  golden  time 
to  go  by,  so  that  Mr.  Carteighe's  speech  was  a  refreshing- 
reminder  of  the  efforts  made  in  the  1881  and  1883  Bills. 
Mr.  Hagon  is  a  young  member  of  the  Council,  but  he  (Mr. 
Atkins)  had  spent  hours  and  hours  in  discussing  the  Bill 
brought  forward  by  the  Council.  There  is  now  no  more 
chance  of  passing  such  a  Bill  as  Mr.  Hagon  proposed  than 
in  the  past,  when  the  very  best  efforts  were  made  to  im- 
press the  views  of  the  Council  on  the  Government.  Mr. 
Gifford  referred  to  the  vicious  principle  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill.  Well,  if  they  are  not  prepared  to  endorse  that  prin- 
ciple the  sooner  the  Bill  is  thrown  in  the  fire  the  better. 
He  (Mr.  Atkins)  had  had  slowly  but  surely  to  alter  his 
views  on  the  company  question,  and  to  recognise  the  statu/ 
quo.  Mr.  Gifford  should  stop  tilting  at  the  absolutely 
impossible. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  he  took  Mr.  Hagon's  proposition  to  be 
to  supplement  Section  F  in  the  preamble  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill.  The  Council  were  indebted  to  Mr.  Carteighe  for 
refreshing  their  minds  as  to  the  Bills  that  were  promoted, 
and  he  complimented  Mr.  Hagon  for  eliciting  such  a  speech 
from  Mr.  Carteighe.  He  (the  speaker)  was  looking  for- 
ward to  the  reintroduction  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  which 
will  remove  the  injustice  under  which  chemists  labour.  If 
the  Council  cannot  remedy  the  present  state  of  things  it 
cannot  be  done  at  all.  The  Council  are  the  representa- 
tives of  pharmacy,  and  resolutions  from  the  Council  are  of 
more  value  than  from  outside  persons,  if  the  Council  can 
prove  that  they  are  actuated  by  no  unworthy  motives. 
The  Council  have  tried  again  and  again,  but  they  must 
still  try.  What  has  been  the  result  of  legislation  since 
1832  ?  All  the  measures  brought  forward  were  imprac- 
ticable ;  some  were  hounded  down  and  scouted  until  their 
justice  was  seen.  The  result  of  perseverance  has  been 
that  these  impossible  Bills  have  passed  into  law,  without 
any  chance  of  being  repealed.  If  the  Council  can  get  no 
help  from  Parliament,  they  must  appeal  to  the  masters  of 
Parliament — the  general  public.  If  the  Council  could  once 
get  their  Bill  on  to  the  floor  of  the  House  of  Commons 
half  the  battle  would  be  won.  The  public  are  wiser  now 
than  they  were  some  years  ago.  He  should  support  the 
proposition  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  brought  forward. 

Mr.  Hagon  replied  to  the  discussion  by  asking  how  it 
was  that  opposed  Bills  ever  became  law.  The  Council 
could  get  the  principle  through  the  Privy  Council  by  the 
help  of  local  associations,  which  can  bring  a  power  to  bear 
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on  members  of  Parliament  that  the  Society  did  not  possess 
years  ago.  He  was  not  ignorant  of  previous  efforts,  but 
the  impossible  sometimes  happens,  and  he  believed  the 
Council  have  a  good  chance  of  getting  such  a  measure  as 
he  proposed  through.  He  had  no  doubt  that  one  or  more 
members  of  Parliament  could  be  found  to  take  up  the  Bill 
through  the  influence  of  members  of  local  associations.  He 
could  not  accept  the  argument  of  the  large  number  of 
limited  companies  in  the  ranks  of  chemists,  as  he  held  that 
the  qualification  is  a  personal  one.  As  to  Mr.  Hills's  re- 
marks that  he  should  have  brought  his  proposition  forward 
twenty  years  ago,  what  he  had  said  was  practically  what 
he  advanced  at  a  meeting  at  Cardiff  fifteen  years  ago,  at 
which  Mr.  Carteighe  was  present. 

The  motion  was  put  by  the  President,  Messrs.  Hagon, 
Gifford,  and  Campkin  voting  for  it,  and  sixteen  Councillors 
against.

THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


THE  thirtieth  annual  meeting  was  held  at  67  Lower  Mount 
Street,  Dublin,  on  Monday  evening,  October  2.  The 
President  (Mr.  W.  F.  Wells)  occupied  the  chair,  and  there 
were  also  present  Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh  (Vice-President),  Dr. 
J.  C.  McWalter,  Dr.  A.  J.  Barnes,  Messrs.  John  Smith 
(Hon.  Treasurer),  S.  Curham,  G.  D.  Beggs,  G.  G.  Fether- 
ston,  D.  O'Sullivan,  P.  J.  T.  Cosgrave,  Henry  Hunt,  W. 
Vincent  Johnston,  Victor  E.  Hanna,  Maurice  R.  J.  Hayes, 
C.  B.  Vance,  Bobert  Duggan,  W.  Boulton  Conyngham, 
Thos.  Batt,  D.  M.  Watson,  and  Charles  P.  Fairweather. 
Election  of  Members  of  Council. 
The  Registrar  read  the  result  of  the  scrutiny  of  the 
voting  for  seven  members  of  Council  as  follows  : 
George  D.  Beggs,  Dalkey,  125  ; 
W.  F.  Wells,  Dublin,  118  ; 
John  Edgar  Connor,  Newry,  115  ; 
Wm.  Jas.  Baxter,  Coleraine,  109 ; 
Wm.  Jamison,  Belfast,  100 ; 
Chas.  P.  Fairweather,  Enniscorthy,  100 ; 
Patrick  Nangle  White,  Sligo,  80 ; 
Alfred  R.  Lester,  Cork,  71. 
The  President  then  declared  the  first-named  seven  duly 
elected  members  of  the  Council.    He  was  glad  to  see  Mr. 
Fairweather  present.    The  voting  showed  the  confidence  the 
members  had  in  him,  and  he  (Mr.  Wells)  believed  that  Mr. 
Fairweather  would  be  a  very  useful  member  of  the  Council. 
(Hear,  hear.)    Mr.  Wells  then  proceeded  to  deliver  the 

Presidential  Address. 
He  said :  Gentlemen,  once  again  it  is  my  pleasing  duty  as 
your  President  to  render  an  account  of  the  stewardship  of 
your  Council,  and  give  you  some  information  as  to  our  work 
during  the  official  year  just  closed.  To-night  we  celebrate 
the  thirtieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Society. 
There  have  been  many  changes  in  pharmacy  in  Ireland  since 
August  1875.  As  to  whether  these  changes  have  been  for  the 
better  or  the  worse  for  the  chemist,  there  will  doubtless  be 
differences  of  opinion.  In  1875  the  compounding  was  re- 
stricted to  a  few  houses  in  the  cities  and  large  towns  through- 
out Ireland ;  the  public  in  the  smaller  places  had  to  wait  for 
their  medicines ;  and  though  the  facilities  now  offered  by  the 
parcel-post  did  not  exist,  some  of  the  medical  halls  had  a 
very  large  country  business,  and  not  only  large,  but  profit- 
able. In  those  days  many  of  our  medical  men  had  served 
some  years  to  pharmacy,  and  possessed  a  thorough  know- 
ledge of  prescription-writing ;  they  knew  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  had  to  depend  on  it  for  their  prescribing.  There  were 
few  proprietary  medicines,  and  the  chemist's  stock  was  not 
necessarily  a  very  extensive  one.  But  to-day  this  is  all 
changed.  Of  one  thing  there  can  be  no  question — that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  justified  its  existence,  and  has 
fulfilled  the  object  the  Government  had  in  view  when  it 
established  the  Society,  viz. : 

Whereas  a  great  deficiency  exists  throughout  Ireland  of  establish- 
ments and  shops  for  the  sale  of  medicines  and  compounding  of 
prescriptions,  and  great  inconvenience  thereby  arises  to  the  public 
in  many  parts  of  the  country ;  and  whereas  to  remedy  such  incon- 
venience it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  Act  of  1791 — it  is  expedient 
that  provision  should  be  made  for  the  formation  of  a  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  in  Ireland. 

There  are  now  all  over  Ireland  well-fitted  and  well-conducted 
pharmacies,  as  well  as  many  druggists'  shops,  where  the 
wants  of  the  public  can  be  promptly  and  well  supplied.  The 
duties  of  the  pharmacist  are  much  more  onerous  and  the 
responsibilities  much  greater,  while  the  remuneration  is 
much  less,  than  formerly.  We  live  in  a  time  of  keen  com- 
petition, and  no  one  feels  it  more  than  the  chemist.  In  this 
competition  there  is  a  grave  danger  to  the  public,  and  one 
which  they  do  not  seem  to  realise ;  it  is  this — that  in  the 
cutting  down  of  prices  there  is  the  great 

danger  of  cutting  down  the  quality  of  the  drugs, 
and  leaving  them  so  poor  that  for  all  practical  purposes  as 
medicine  they  are  useless.  We  may  ask  what  becomes  of  the 
tons  upon  tons  of  low-grade  and  useless  drugs  that  come  into 
the  London  market;  no  respectable  wholesale  house  buys 
them,  yet  they  are  all  sold.  They  must  be  used  for  some 
purpose,  therefore  we  may  fairly  assume  that  it  is  to  supply 
the  needs  of  those  who  will  have  low-priced  (not  cheap)  and 
nasty  physic.  Here,  then,  comes  the  advantage  of  having 
the  well-trained  and  experienced  chemist  or  druggist,  who 
can  protect  the  public  from  themselves;  but  if  the  public 


will  support  the  unqualified  traders,  who  are  rushing  into 
the  chemist  business,  men  who  know  nothing  about  the 
danger  of  many  of  the  drugs  they  sell,  then  the  public  must 
take  the  consequences  on  themselves.  The  Society  has  now 
on  its  registers  1.544  qualified  persons,  a  largo  proportion  of 
whom  are  keeping  open  shop,  and  we  claim  that  there  is  not 
a  town  or  even  a  village  of  any  size  in  Ireland  where  there  is 
not  a  qualified  person  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of 
poisons ;  indeed,  there  is  no  other  civilised  country  in  the- 
world  where  there  is  a  grade  of  qualified  persons  similar  to 
that  of  the  registered  druggists,  specially  provided  for 

the  sale  of  cattle-medicine,  sheep-difs,  etc., 
for  the  convenience  of  the  farmers  in  small  places.  Nowr 
gentlemen,  I  make  this  statement  again.  I  have  often  made 
it  before,  because  during  the  past  year  we  have  had  ample 
evidences  that  there  still  are  persons  who  for  their  own  ends 
are  trying  to  make  it  appear  to  the  contrary.  We  have 
asked,  and  asked  in  vain,  for  the  name  of  any  town  in  Ireland 
where  there  is  not  a  qualified  person  keeping  open  shop  and 
willing  to  sell  dips,  etc.  It  is  easy  to  state  that  farmers  have 
a  difficulty  in  getting  such  things,  but  it  is  another  thing  to- 
prove  it.  True,  some  boards  passed  resolutions  on  the  sub- 
ject, but  that  was  owing  to  agitation  raised  by  some  in- 
terested shopkeepers  in  the  towns.  A  shopkeeper  in  Galway, 
where  there  are  three  qualified  persons  keeping  open  shop, 
stocking  dips,  wrote  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  complain- 
ing that  traders  were  cautioned  by  the  R.I.C.  against  selling 
dips,  etc.,  containing  poisons,  and  stating  that — 

This  is  rather  a  serious  matter  for  the  traders,  as  traders  stock 
the  sheep-dip  for  the  accommodation  of  the  farmer  principally.  Tom 
will  understand  that  farmers  will  have  to  pay  a  rather  higher  price 
to  chemists  if  they  cannot  procure  this  from  shopkeepers. 

Gentlemen,  does  not  the  beautiful  trait  in  the  Irish  cha- 
racter come  out  well  in  this  letter  ?  Here  you  have  this 
good-natured  countryman  thinking  so  much  of  the  farmer, 
and  wishing  you  to  believe  that  he  is  not  thinking  of  any 
reward  for  self  !  We  know  that  at  least  two  makers  of  dips 
called  at  the  Castle,  with  a  view  to  having  free  trade  in 
poisonous  dips,  and  the  starting  of  this  agitation  can  easily 
be  traced  to  traders  in  England  who  have  an  axe  to  grind. 
It  is  really  wonderful  the  amount  of  anxiety  and  thought 
that  some  of  the  makers  of  dips  have  for  the  convenience  and 
prosperity  of  the  Irish  farmers.  One  is  frequently  reminded 
of  the  statesman  who  is  made  famous  in  H.M.S.  Pinafore, 
"  who  never  thought  of  thinking  of  himself  at  all."  One  can 
hardly  think  that  the  Government  will  ever  allow  free  trade 
in  dangerous  poisons;  let  us  hope  not,  but  that  history  may 
repeat  itself.  From  a  very  interesting  article  on  pharmacy 
legislation  in  the  C.  cfc  D.  of  September  9  the  following  is  an- 
extract.  Speaking  of  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
it  says : 

Schedule  A  as  passed  by  Parliament  was  the  work  of  the  House 
of  Commons.  The  widows'  clauses  in  the  Bill  as  introduced  by  Eart 
Granville,  (who  introduced  the  Bill  into  the  House  of  Lords  > 
exempted  "  the  sale  of  poisons  for  use  in  manufactures  or  photo- 
graphy "  from  the  provisions  of  the  first  fifteen,  and  the  Lords 
amended  this  to  "  the  retailing  of  arsenic,  oxalic  acid,  cyanide  of 
potassium,  or  corrosive  sublimate  for  use  in  manufactures."  Mr. 
Bobert  Lowe  strongly  objected  to  this  exemption,  remarking  : 

We  profess  to  regulate  the  sale  of  poisons  by  this  Bill,  yet  we 
propose  to  leave  the  most  subtle  poisons  to  be  sold  by  ignorant 
and  disqualified  persons,  because  they  are  said  to  be  used  and 
required  in  ordinary  manufactures  and  household  duties.  I  think 
it  is  most  absurd  to  attempt  such  legislation  as  this. 
The  House  agreed  with  Mr.  Lowe,  and  the  words  were  struck  out. 

Is  there  any  reason  why  the  Parliament  of  to-day  shouldl 
undo  what  the  Parliament  of  1868  in  its  wisdom  enacted  ? 
Is  it  not  an  absurd  proposition  that  anyone  may  sell  a 
j  bucketful  of  arsenic  without  any  restriction  if  only  it  is  for 
sheep-dip,  but  a  chemist  may  not  sell  half  an  ounce  of  arsenic 
for,  say,  horse-medicine,  unless  he  knows  the  purchaser  and 
fulfils  the  requirements  of  the  Poisons  Act  ?  At  one  of  our 
prosecutions  in  Sligo  the  solicitor  for  the  defendant  said : 
It  was  wholly  impossible  for  sheep-dip  to  injure  any  person, 

whether  taking  it  by  accident  or  design,  and  even  as  regards  cattle, 

it  was  put  on  them  as  a  remedy. 

Yet  a  few  months  ago  a  servant-girl  deliberately  put  weed- 
killer in  food,  and  poisoned  a  family  of  ten  persons.  During 
the  year  in  at  least  three  districts  there  has  been  wholesale 
poisoning  of  dogs;  in  no  case  were  the  police  able  to  bring 
the  offenders  to  justice.  These  instances  might  be  multi- 
plied, but  I  need  not  do  so  now ;  these  few  cases  are  quite 
enough  to  show  that  too  much  care  cannot  be  taken  in  the 
sale  of  poisons,  and  that  it  is  for  the  good  of  the  public  that 
restrictions  should  be  placed  on  the  sale  of  such  things,  and 
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that  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts  cannot  bo  too  strongly 
enforced.  Now,  gentlemen,  I  would  ask  you  one  and  all  to 
take  every  opportunity  of  educating  not  only  your  members 
of  Parliamont,  but  also  the  public  generally,  on  this  ques- 
tion, so  that  wo  may  have  their  help  and  sympathy  when  we 
require  it  in  the  future. 

The  Law  Committee,  as  usual,  have  had  plenty  of  com- 
plaints of 

ILLEGAL   COMPOUNDING   AND   SALE   OF  POISONS, 

but  the  convictions  have  been  comparatively  few,  owing  to  the 
great  difficulty  of  getting  evidence  with  which  to  go  into 
court.  Our  relations  with  the  R.I.C.  still  continue  in  a  very 
unsatisfactory  state.  In  some  cases  the  police  know  the 
parties  to  bo"  selling  poisons,  but  the  Inspector-General  will 
not  allow  them  to  take  any  steps  to  bring  the  offenders  to 
justice.  True,  he  allows  them  in  an  innocent,  childlike  way 
to  go  into  shops  in  uniform  and  inquire  from  the  simple- 
minded  lawbreakers  if  they  are  selling  poisons,  and  where 
the  constables  find  a  stock  of  poisons  they  are  told  they  arc  for 
the  shopkeeper's  own  use.  As  an  example,  one  woman  who 
was  said  to  have  140  sheep  admitted  that  she  had  two  dozen 
packets  of  dip— a  quantity  sufficient  for  480  sheep.  Such 
cases  as  these  are  reported  to  us  by  the  Inspector-General. 
As  long  as  the  police  act  in  this  way,  so  long  must  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  remain  to  a  very  great  extent  a  dead  letter. 
Until  something  serious  happens,  and  public  attention  is 
drawn  to  the  matter,  I  fear  it  is  useless  to  expect  the  present 
Inspector-General  to  put  the  law  in  force,  and  therefore 
poisons  must  continue  to  be  sold  throughout  the  country 
without  any  restrictions.  I  think  it  right  to  say  that  we 
know  some  of  the  sergeants  are  willing  and  anxious  to  help 
us,  but  cannot  do  so  on  account  of  the  prohibitions  by  which 
they  are  hedged  in.  You  heard  last  year  that  a  sergeant  said 
no  one  would  be  fool  enough  to  sell  poisons  to  him  when  in 
uniform,  and.  indeed,  it  is  simply  childish  to  expect  that  any 
shopkeeper  would  incriminate  himself  by  doing  so. 

The  prosecutions  during  the  year  included  one  against  a 
trader  who  sold  carbolic  acid  in  an  unlabelled  whisky-bottle, 
through  which  a  death  occurred.  The  police  did  not  move  in 
the  matter  until  after  your  Council  had  brought  the  case 
under  the  notice  of  the  Inspector-General — result,  a  fine  of 
51.  The  defendant  appealed  to  the  Lord-Lieutenant,  who, 
after  a  full  consideration  of  the  facts  of  the  case,  was  pleased 
to  decide  that  the  law  must  take  its  course.  A  registered 
druggist  was  fined  101.  for  compounding;  another,  21.  for 
keeping  a  branch  without  qualified  manager  ;  two  unqualified 
traders  were  fined  5?.  each  for  sale  of  poisons — all  at  the  in- 
stance of  our  own  inspector.  In  one  ease  the  defendant 
offered  to  pay  the  fine  without  going  into  court,  which  offer 
was  accepted  by  your  Council  in  the  special  case,  but  we 
much  prefer  to  go  into  court,  for  the  sake  of  the  deterrent 
effect  it  may  have  on  others. 

The  police  reported  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  insti- 
tuted a  prosecution  against  him  for  carrying  on  his  pharmacy 
during  his  absence  (extending  over  many  weeks)  under  the 
management  of  an  "  assistant  to  an  apothecary."  The  case 
was  dismissed,  and  through  the  police  not  communicating 
the  result  to  us  for  some  days,  we  were  late  to  appeal.  We 
had  therefore  no  opportunity  of  having  the  decision  re- 
versed ;  however,  the  member  afterwards  thought  it  better 
to  conform  to  the  law,  and  engaged  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
as  his  manager.  For  the  information  of  others  it  may  be  as 
well  again  to  point  out  that 

THE  CERTIFICATE  OF  "  ASSISTANT  TO  AN  APOTHECARY  " 

has  no  legal  standing,  and  does  not  entitle  the  holder  to  sell 
Doisons  or  conduct  or  manage  a  business.  Of  this  there  can 
be  no  doubt;  one  has  only  to  look  at  "the  certificate  of 
assistant,"  on  which  is  printed  in  red  ink,  "  The  certificate 
does  not  entitle  the  holder  of  it  to  practise  as  an  apothecary." 
And  after  "  we  have  examined,"  etc.,  "  and  we  think  him 
properly  educated  to  be  an  assistant  in  compounding  or  dis- 
pensing medicines  to  an  apothecary."  You  will  note  this 
does  not  confer  the  right  to  sell  poison,  and  it  clearly  says 
the  holder  is  not  to  act  as  an  apothecary,  but  simply  to  assist 
an  apothecary  in  dispensing;  in  short,  to  work  under  the 
supervision  of  an  apothecary  while  learning  his  business,  to 
enable  him  to  get  his  qualification  as  licentiate  of  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall. 

OTHER  LEGAL  MATTERS. 

We  had  to  caution  a  registered  druggist,  who  was  taking 
in  prescriptions  in  his  shop  and  getting  them  compounded  by 
a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  that  he  was  acting  illegally  in 
selling  same;  he  at  once  wrote  undertaking  to  discontinue 
the  practice.  It  is  well  that  it  should  be  understood  that  any 
shop  where  prescriptions  are  taken  in  to  be  dispensed  must 
be  owned  by  and  in  charge  of  a  qualified  person,  as  the  shop 
is  kept  open  for  retailing  prescriptions 

It  two  cases  at  Sligo  the  Magistrates  refused  to  accept  a 
copy  of  our  Calendar  as  evidence  in  court,  and  dismissed 
the  case.    We  asked  for  a  case  stated,  to  which  the  decision 


of  the  King's  Bench  Division  was  that  copies  of  the  Society's 
registers  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  registered  drug- 
gists, printed  and  published  by  the  Society,  are  admissible 
as  evidence  without  being  certified  by  the  President  or 
Vice-President  and  Registrar  (vide  Pharmacy  Act,  1875, 
Section  27).  Accordingly  the  case  was  sent  back  to  ill  - 
Magistrates.  When  it  came  on  in  December,  Professor  Tich- 
borno  was,  through  illness,  unable  to  attend  the  court.  The 
Magistrates  refused  to  adjourn  the  hearing,  as  they  had  tho 
right  to  do,  and  dismissed  the  case  again.  By  the  next 
court-day  six  months  had  elapsed  from  the  time  the  purchaso 
was  made,  and  v/e  could  do  nothing  further  in  the  matter. 
This  is  one  more  instance  of  tho  difficulty  we  have  in  getting 
country  J.P.s  to  do  their  duty,  and  not  show  sympathy  and 
favour  to  local  persons;  but  there  is  some  satisfaction  in 
knowing  that  in  their  cases  the  small  solicitor  and  friendly 
Magistrates  overreached  themselves,  and  that  the  defendants 
had  to  pay  dearly  for  their  friendship.  The  King's  Bench 
gave  us  our  costs  against  them,  and  they  had  to  pay  about 
40/.  ;  our  solicitors  offered  to  take  one  penalty  of  5/.  from 
each  of  the  two  defendants  at  the  beginning  of  the  cases. 

In  January  the  Secretary  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  sent 
a  letter  to  several  of  the  city  hospitals,  in  which  it  was 
implied  that  pharmaceutical  chemists  could  not  legally  hold 
tho  position  of  "  apothecary  "  to  these  institutions.  As  this 
was  contrary  to  fact  and  calculated  to  do  a  serious  injury  to 
our  licentiates,  we  took  the  matter  up,  and  wrote  to  tho 
several  hospitals,  as  well  as  to  the  Hall. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  engaging  the  services  of  Messrs. 

A.  &  J.  Robinson,  solicitors,  of  119  Stephen's  Green,  as  our 
law  advisers,  in  succession  to  the  late  Mr.  Clay,  as  they  arc  a 
firm  of  high  standing  and  have  large  experience  in  our  class 
of  work.  The  Council  specially  desire  that  Mr.  John  Gordon, 
K.C.,  M.P.,  should  be  still  retained  as  senior  counsel. 

COUNCIL  MATTERS. 

Through  the  death  of  Professor  Tichborno  and  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  Kelly  there  were  two  vacancies  on  the  Council, 
which  were  filled  by  the  co-option  of  Mr.  Jas.  Michie,  Ph.C, 
and  Mr.  Samuel  Misstear,  Ph.C.,  both  of  Dublin. 

The  attendance  at  the  Council-meetings,  as  well  as  at  com- 
mittees, has  been  good.  In  tho  past  three  years  there  was 
only  one  occasion  on  which  a  quorum  did  not  attend. 

On  the  invitation  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Council 
we  nominated,  in  conjunction  with  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  eleven  pharmacists  to  act  on  the  Committee  of 
Reference  in  Pharmacy,  to  be  formed  by  tho  Medical  Council 
in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  a  new  edition  of  the 

B.  P.  Mr.  J.  E.  Brunker.  M.A.,  Ph.C,  and  Mr.  William 
Allen,  Ph.C,  both  ex-Presidents,  were  appointed  as  the  Irish 
representatives.  Our  Council  was  very  pleased  to  co-operate 
with  the  British  Society  in  this  important  work. 

As  usual,  delegates  of  our  Council  attended  tho  annual 
meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  which' 
was  held  at  Brighton  this  year.  Both  from  a  business  and 
social  point  of  view  the  Conference  was  a  very  great  success. 
Our  representatives  were  very  cordially  received.  As  this 
Conference  does  so  much  for  the  advancement  of  pharmacy, 
and  also  to  cement  a  bond  of  union  between  pharmacists  from 
all  parts  of  the  King's  Empire,  I  regret  that  it  is  not  more 
largely  supported  by  pharmacists  and  registered  druggists  in 
this  country  by  their  presence  at  the  annual  gatherings, 
which  are  held  each  year  in  a  different  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  where  the  hospitality  of  the  local  chemists  is  very 
freely  extended  to  the  visitors.  I  am  tho  local  Corresponding 
Secretary,  and  should  be  very  glad  to  have  the  names  of  any 
wishing  to  join.  The  subscription  is  7s.  6(7.  per  annum,  for 
which  each  member  receives  the  '"Year-book,"  which  is  very 
useful  as  a  book  of  reference. 

THE  COMPANY  QUESTION. 

I  would  like  to  say  here  that  we  did  not  take  any  steps 
during  the  year  with  reference  to  amending  the  Pharmacy 
Act.  especially  in  reference  to  limited-liability  companies. 
We  felt  from  the  state  of  business  in  the  Houses  of  Parliament 
that  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  a  Bill  through,  and  that  it 
would  be  wiser  to  wait  for  an  opportunity  that  would  be  more 
favourable  to  our  chances  of  success.  In  March  we  ap- 
proached the  Board  of  Trade  Departmental  Committee  on 
the  Registration  of  Joint-stock  Companies  on  the  use  by 
such  companies  of  titles  implying  registration  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts,  but  the  Committee  was  unable  to  help  us  in 
any  way.  During  the  year  there  were  two  limited  com- 
panies— bogus  companies — formed  to  evade  the  Pharmacy 
Act.  to  both  of  which  medical  men  lent  their  names  as  share- 
holders;  but  on  the  Medical  Council  being  communicated 
with  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  names  of  the  doctors 
were  withdrawn  from  the  companies.  If  our  Society  and  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Society  act  together  in  the  future.  I 
believe  we  will  be  able  to  amend  the  law  dealing  with 
limited  companies,  so  as  to  bring  these  companies  into  the 
same  position  as  individuals.  I  attended  the  dinner  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  London,  and  I  must  sav  that  the 
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toast  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  was  proposed 
by  tho  President  in  the  most  kindly  and  fraternal  manner, 
and  received  by  all  present  with  great  enthusiasm.  I  am 
glad  to  say  that  this  fraternal  feeling  is  growing  among  the 
members  of  the  profession  in  this  and  other  countries,  and  the 
more  we  cement  that  feeling  the  better  for  us  all.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

EXAMINATIONS. 

The  standard  of  the  different  examinations  has  been  well 
maintained  during  the  year.  The  examiners  continue  to  do 
their  duty  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council.  Acting  on  a 
suggestion  of  Sir  John  William  Moore,  M.D.,  the  Govern- 
ment Visitor,  that  we  should  have  a  second  examiner  in 
pharmacy,  your  Council  very  fully  considered  the  question, 
and  decided  to  do  so,  with  a  view  to  making  this,  the  most 
important  branch,  fuller  and  even  more  practical  than  it  has 
been  in  the  past.  We  think  that  this  will  be  much  to  the 
advantage  of  the  candidates,  as  it  will  give  them  a  better 
opportunity  of  showing  their  knowledge  of  tho  practical  side 
of  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Jas.  Michie,  M.P.S.L,  having  served  as  Examiner  in 
Pharmacy  for  five  years,  retired,  and  has  been  succeeded  by 
Mr.  Geo.  Brown,  M.P.S.L,  who  conducted  the  examination 
in  July.  Mr.  Jas.  Guiler,  M.P.S.I.,  will  retire  from  the 
position  of  Examiner  in  Materia  Mcdica  and  Botany  after 
the  October  examination.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the 
satisfactory  way  in  which  both  Mr.  Michie  and  Mr.  Guiler 
have  conducted  their  portion  of  the  examination.  They  both 
have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  their  subjects,  and  while  still 
keeping  up  a  high  standard,  they  took  the  greatest  pains  to 
really  test  the  knowledge  of  the  candidates,  and  gave  them 
every  opportunity  of  showing  their  fitness  to  pass. 

In  the  Preliminary  the  percentage  required  in  both  Latin 
and  the  optional  subject  to  enable  a  candidate  to  pass  has 
been  increased  from  20  to  30  per  cent.  It  has  been  decided, 
on  the  recommendation  of  Sir  John  W.  Moore,  to  award  a 
"  Pass  with  Honours  "  when  70  per  cent,  of  the  total  and  not 
less  than  50  per  cent,  in  each  subject  is  obtained.  The  fol- 
lowing tables  give  the  result  of  the  examination  for  the  year :

The  membership  of  the  Society  for  this  year  is  215,  as  com- 
pared with  212  in  1904,  although  twenty-five  ceased  and  two 
died  during  the  year.  There  are  twenty  candidates  for 
membership  at  the  next  Council-meeting.  Thirty  associate 
druggists  are  on  the  Society's  roll,  as  compared  with  thirty- 
five  in  1904.  In  the  last  three  months  several  new  members 
have  been  proposed,  this  being  chiefly  due  to  the  energy 
of  our  Registrar,  Mr.  Ferrall,  who  never  loses  an  oppor- 
tunity of  trying  to  get  new  subscribei's.  I  regrat  that  we 
have  so  few  registered  druggists  supporting  the  Society. 
Why  this  should  be  so  I  do  not  know,  as  most  of  the  pro- 
secutions are  for  the  illegal  sale  of  poisons,  which  is  more 
to  the  interest  of  the  druggist  than  the  chemist.  I  am 
glad  to  hear  that  our  respected  colleague  Mr.  Jamison,  who 
has  been  for  some  years  one  of  tho  two  representatives  of 
the  North  of  Ireland  druggists  on  our  Council,  has  been 
elected  as  President  of  the  North  of  Ireland  Chemists'  and 


Druggists'  Society.  I  feel  sure  that  he  will  do  his  best  to 
bring  about  a  better  feeling  between  the  druggists  and  our 
Council. 

Mr.  Thomas  Kearney,  Ph.C.j  who  served  his  apprenticeship 
with  one  of  our  members  in  Donegal,  and  afterwards  had 
experience  in  Sligo  and  Dublin,  won  the  gold  medal,  having 
obtained  the  highest  place  in  the  examination  of  the  year. 
No  silver  medal  was  won,  although  two  candidates  very 
nearly  attained  to  the  standard  laid  down. 

THE  SCHOOLS. 

The  Chemistry  School  has  sustained  a  serious  loss  in  the 
death  of  Professor  Tichborne,  its  Director  since  its  foundation 
about  fifteen  years  ago.  Mr.  P.  Kelly,  M.P.S.I.,  who  was 
his  assistant  teacher  during  the  whole  of  the  period,  has  been 
appointed  his  successor.  Twenty-six  students  passed  through 
tho  School  during  the  past  year,  as  compared  with  twenty 
during  the  previous  year. 

Mr.  Hunt,  M.P.S.L,  has  resigned  the  position  of  Professor 
of  Materia  Medica,  a  position  he  has  filled  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Council.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  again 
securing  tho  services  of  Dr.  Jas.  Ashe,  M.P.S.L,  etc..  to  fill 
the  vacancy.  Mr.  A.  H.  Laird,  T.C.D.,  continues  as  Pro- 
fessor of  Botany.  There  were  forty  students,  as  against 
thirty-seven  the  previous  year. 

Class  prizes  for  superior  answering  were  awarded  during 
the  year  at  the  end  of  the  session  as  follows : 

Materia  Medica.— Mr.  Noble  Graham,  Mr.  J.  F.  H.  Ken- 
nedy, and  Mr.  J.  M.  Thompson,  first  prize ;  Mr.  M.  Bassett 
and  Miss  Diamond,  second  prize. 

Botany. — Mr.  J.  F.  H.  Kennedy,  first  prize. 

OBITDABY. 

In  the  midst  of  our  work  we  are  constantly  reminded  the 
time  is  moving  on  rapidly.  At  each  annual  meeting  we  miss 
some  of  our  familiar  friends.  If  we  look  at  the  list  of 
original  members  in  the  Calendar,  we  find  we  have  but  four 
names  left  out  of  the  original  twenty-one ;  none  of  them  now 
support  the  Society.  During  the  year  the  last  link  between 
the  Councils  of  1875  and  1905  was  broken  when  our  esteemed 
colleague  and  fellow-worker,  Charles  R.  C.  Tichborne,  was 
removed  from  among  us.  He  was  one  of  the  most  active 
workers  of  the  first  Council,  and  became  the  second  President 
of  the  Society,  in  succession  to  Sir  Dominick  Corrigan,  M.D., 
which  office  he  filled  for  four  and  a  half  years.  Up  to  the 
last  he  took  a  prominent  and  active  part  in  our  work.  We 
miss  his  genial  presence  at  our  Board,  and  shall  long  re- 
member the  great  services  he  rendered  to  pharmacy.  He 
was  a  man  of  many  parts.  As  a  successful  teacher  he  was 
personally  known  to  very  many  of  the  pharmaceutical  che- 
mists in  Ireland.  His  work  as  an  accomplished  chemist  and 
a  public  analyst  will  long  be  remembered.  Whatever  he 
undertook  to  do  he  did  well,  and  throughout  a  busy  life  his 
knowledge  was  always  at  the  service  of  his  colleagues  and  his 
pupils  alike.  We  have  also  to  mourn  the  loss  of  an  old 
friend  of  the  Society,  Mr.  Robert  Simpson,  Ph.C,  who  was 
for  twenty-four  years  a  member  of  the  Council,  and  only 
retired  through  ill-health.  He  was  a  most  regular  attendant 
at  both  the  Council-meetings  and  the  committees,  and  took  a 
very  great  interest  in  the  Society  since  its  formation. 
Further,  we  have  to  report  the  death  of  Dr.  Burnes,  ex- 
member  of  Council,  and  Mr.  John  Joze,  an  old  member,  both 
of  them  in  the  prime  of  life ;  of  Mr.  Isaac  Smallman  and  Mr. 
Thos.  McMuilen,  "associate  druggists,"  both  of  whom  were 
well-known  wholesale  druggists. 

The  Treasurer's  Report. 

Mr.  Smith  (Hon.  Treasurer)  said  he  was  glad  to  say  that 
the  funds  of  the  Society  showed  a  slight  expansion  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  They  began  the  year  with  a  balance 
of  141/.  odd,  and  they  closed  the  year  ending  September  30 
with  a  balance  of  287?.  2s.  6c/.  They  had  kept  the  premises 
in  good  repair  and  spent  a  little  extra  on  them  during  the 
last  twelve  months.  He  had  pleasure  in  moving  the  adop- 
tion of  the  financial  report,  which  showed  receipts  of 
1,095/.  16s.  8c?.,  including  balance  due  by  Bank  of  Ireland 
141/.  16s.  6c/.,  examination-fees  635/.  5s.,  subscriptions 
237/.  6.-.'.,  and  dividends,  fines,  rents,  and  sundries  81/.  9*.  2c7. 
The  expenditure  amounted  to  811/.  14s.  2d.,  the  principal 
items  being  251/.  2s.  on  account  of  examinations.  144/. 
Registrar's  salary,  54/.  4s.  2d.  for  journals,  47/.  19s.  2d.  for 
rent  and  taxes,  law  costs  32/.  6s.  9c?.,  gas,  printing,  and 
furniture  1297.  6s.  8c/.,  and  the  rest  sundries.  The  balance 
was  thus  282/.  2s.  6c/. ;  besides  which  the  Society  has 
1,210/.  19s.  4c/.  invested  in  New  2J*  per  Cent,  Stock. 

Mr.  Johnston  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  statement  of 
accounts,  and  thanked  Mr.  Ferrall  for  the  able  and  effi- 
cient way  in  which  the  accounts  were  presented,  so  that 
there  was  no  trouble  in  auditing  them. 
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Dr.  McWalter  said  that  before  this  he  had  raised  the 
question  of  the  travelling  expenses  paid  to  country  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  and  he  was  still  of  opinion  that 
members  of  the  Council  had  no  legal  sanction  to  vole 
moneys  to  themselves. 

The  President  said  that  the  country  members  of  the 
Council  were  only  paid  their  railway  fares  for  attendance 
at  meetings.  The  Council  had  adopted  that  rule,  so  that 
the  country  members  did  not  vote  the  money  to  themselves. 
The  Society  had  power  under  their  Act  of  Parliament  to 
spend  money  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  objects  of 
the  Society,  and  the  Council  of  the  Society  were  perfectly 
satisfied  that  they  had  legal  sanction  for  the  payment  of 
the  railway  fares  of  the  country  members,  some  of  whom, 
in  addition,  had  to  pay  their  hotel  expenses  out  of  their 
own  pockets  when  they  were  obliged  to  stop  overnight  in 
Dublin.  The  members  of  the  Dublin  Corporation,  when 
sent  on  deputations,  were  paid  huge  expenses — (hear, 
hear) — and  he  was  told  that  the  big  crane  lately  erected  on 
the  quays  broke  down  in  endeavouring  to  raise  the  Lord 
Mayor's  salary — (laughter) — so  that  it  was  a  question 
whether  the  Corporation  would  be  right  in  repairing  the 
crane.  (Renewed  laughter.)  He  (the  President)  was 
quite  satisfied  the  Society  was  in  order  in  paying  the 
travelling  expenses  of  the  members;  the  legality  of  the 
cost  of  printing  the  balance-sheet  (which  had  been  done  at 
the  request  of  the  members)  might  as  well  be  raised. 
With  regard  to  the  accounts,  he  thought  the  Society  might 
congratulate  themselves  on  the  year's  working.  That 
night  they  had  146/.  more  to  their  credit  than  when  they 
began  the  year,  and  he  thought  that  was  satisfactory. 
(Hear,  hear.) 

The  financial  statement  was  then  adopted  ncm.  con. 

The  Storage,  Sale,  and  Disposing  of  Poisons. 
On  this  subject  Dr.  McW alter  submitted  the  following 
motion  : 

That  it  is  desirable  that  similar  regulations  for  the 
storage,  sale,  and  dispensing  of  poisons  as  enforced  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  be  adopted  by  this 
Society 

In  his  opening  remarks  Dr.  McWalter  took  occasion  to 
refer  to  the  very  great  sorrow  he  felt  at  missing  from  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  Society  the  presence  of  Professor 
Tichborne.  He  was  looked  up  to  as  an  authority  on 
pharmacy  in  Dublin  and  throughout  the  country,  and  that 
Society  would  feel  his  loss  very  much.  Dealing  with  his 
motion,  Dr.  McWalter  explained  the  regulations  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  and  said  if  these 
were  considered  right  for  Great  Britain,  why  not  for 
Ireland  ?  The  Chemists'  Defence  Association  might  insure 
the  chemist  against  an  accident,  but  the  Association  would 
not  be  responsible  for  any  default  in  obeying  the  regula- 
tions laid  down  in  England  with  regard  to  poisons.  He 
strongly  favoured  the  adoption  of  poison-bottles  distin- 
guishable by  tcuch.  In  Dublin,  he  added,  the  chemists 
always  took  proper  precautions,  but  in  some  country  towns 
much  might  not  be  done. 

Mr.  Cosgrave  seconded  the  motion.  He  did  not  under- 
stand the  English  Act,  but  he  would  second  Dr. 
McWalter's  resolution  in  order  to  hear  what  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  had  to  say  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Fairweather  said  he  quite  appreciated  why  Dr. 
McWalter  had  brought  this  forward,  but  he  (the  speaker) 
had  experience  of  country  pharmacies,  and  he'  could  say 
that  they  had  as  good  pharmacists  in  the  country  as  in  the 
city  of  Dublin.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  had  seen  poisons  pro- 
perly kept  and  properly  dispensed,  both  in  the  matter  of 
bottles  and  labels,  in  the  country,  so  that  it  was  not  fair 
for  Dr.  McWalter  to  say  that  the  restrictions  he  suggested 
were  necessary  for  the  country  members  of  that  Society. 
(Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Hayes  thought  that  it  would  be  beneficial  to  have 
the  regulations  as  to  sale  of  poisons  in  England  conformed 
to  in  Ireland. 

Mr.  Conyngham  said  his  experience  was  not  in  consonance 
with  what  Dr.  McWalter  had  said — namely,  that  it  was  a 
case  of  carelessness  in  the  country  as  against  care  in  the 
town.  He  believed  the  country  chemists  were  very 
cautious  in  selling  and  dispensing  poisons :  they  had  more 
tune  on  their  hands,  and  were  more  particular  to  whom 


they  sold.  At  the  same  time,  he  thought  Dr.  McWalter's 
suggestion  was  well  worthy  of  consideration  by  that 
Society.    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  President  said  he  thoroughly  approved  of  Dr. 
McWalter's  suggestion,  1ml  I  lie  Society  had  no  power  to 
make  any  such  regulation.  Dealing  with  the  aspect  of  the 
question  as  to  the  country  practice,  his  experiem  o  was  that 
the  chemist  apprentices  from  the  country  learned  their 
business  in  a  manner  that  they  need  not  be  ashamed  of. 
(Hear,  hear.)  They  knew  that  the  majority  of  the  chemists 
in  Dublin  kept  their  poisons  properly  stored,  but  there 
were  others  who  would  not  wish  a  committee  of  that 
Society  to  go  and  inspec  t  their  poisons-storing  regulations. 
Very  few  poisoning  accidents  happened  in  Ireland,  he  was 
glad  to  say,  but  a  great  many  did  happen  in  England, 
mainly  because  the.  English  Society  could  not  put  their 
regulations  in  force  against  limited  companies  or  against 
doctors  who  dispensed  their  own  medicines.  With  regard 
to  Dr.  McWalter's  motion,  all  they  could  do  was  to  allow 
the  Council  of  the  Society  to  consider  it,  and  he  could  see 
no  harm  in  that  course.    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  resolution  was  then  put  awl  carried  unanimously. 

Enlargement  of  the  Poisons  Schedvlks  . 
Dr.  McWalter  then  proposed— 

That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  recommend 
that  the  substances  suggested  to  be  added  to  the  Schedules 
of  the  Poisons  Act  by  the  British  Societv  be  also  added  to 
the  Irish  Act. 

In  speaking  to  this  he  dwelt  on  the  fact  that  the  more  articles 
included  under  the  head  of  "  Poisons"  the  more  would  the 
monopoly  be  to  the  chemists,  and  the  better  would  it  be  for 
the  public  safety.  He  thought  that  digitalis,  strophan- 
tus, mercuric  iodide,  sulphonal,  and  antifebrin  ought  to  be 
included. 

Mr.  Hayes  seconded  the  motion. 

The  President  said  that  the  Society  had  no  power  what- 
ever to  recommend  the  addition  of  items  to  the  Poisons 
Schedule.  [This  rests  with  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
in  Ireland. — Editor.]  However,  he  would  put  the*  resolu- 
tion. 

This  was  done,  and  it  was  passed  unanimously. 

Methylated  Spirit  of  Wine. 
Dr.  McWalter  also  proposed — 

That  owing  to  the  increasing  consumption  of  methylated 
spirit  of  wine,  it  should  be  sold  only  as  a  poison. 

He  said  this  was  a  very  serious  matter.  Methylated  spirit 
had  become  a  favourite  "beverage" — (laughter) — with  the 
poor  in  Dublin.  In  the  three  kingdoms  3j  million  gallons 
of  it  had  been  consumed  during  the  past  year. 

The  President  :  Don't  say  "  consumed."  (Laughter.) 

Dr.  McW  alter  said  that  in  Dundee  and  Aberdeen  it  was 
considered  much  superior  to  whisky — (laughter) — and  the 
people  there  had  been  drinking  it  for  a  long  time  ;.  while  he 
believed  that  in  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  methylated  spirit 
is  also  drunk.  In  Dublin  the  poorer  classes  found  that  they 
could  get  a  great  deal  of  exhilaration  from  a  noggin  of 
methylated  spirit.  It  seemed  to  be  more  popular  among 
women  than  men,  and  in  asking  for  it  in  a  chemist's  they 
almost  invariably  said  it  was  for  use  in  a  spirit-lamp.  If 
anyone  sold  it  for  use  as  a  beverage  he  was  liable  to  a 
fine  of  100/.  ;  and  once  the  chemist  sold  the  article  it  would 
be  difficult  to  prove  that  it  was  not  sold  as  a  beverage. 
They  all  remembered  how.  some  years  ago,  ether-drinking 
in  the  Draperstown  district,  co.  Derry.  was  very  prevalent, 
and  it  had  been  practically  put  a  stop  to  by  putting  ether  in 
the  Poisons  Schedule.  So  far  as  he  could  judge,  the  drink- 
ing of  methylated  spirit  is  very  prevalent  in  Dublin  at  the 
present  time.  The  naphtha  in  it  seems  to  have  that  ex- 
hilarating effect  which  even  the  best  Scotch  whisky  lacks. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Watson  :  I  am  a  protesting  Scotchman.  (Laughter.) 
Dr.  McWalter  has  spoken  of  Dundee  and  Aberdeen  as  towns 
where  the  Hrinking  of  methylated  spirit  is  common.  I  ask 
him  for  figures  on  the  point— a  mere  statement  will  not  do. 
(Hear,  hear.) 

Dr.  McWalter  said  he  could  not  give  the  figures  for  Scot- 
land :  he  could  only  give  the  Revenue  returns  for  the  three 
kingdoms. 

Mr.  Cosgrave  seconded  the  resolution. 
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Mr.  Fetherston  said  that  his  pharmacy  was  opposite  the 
entrance  to  the  city  female  prison — (laughter) — and  he  could 
bear  out  a  good  deal  of  what  Dr.  Mc Walter  had  said  on  the 
subject  of  the  drinking  of  methylated  spirit. 

Dr.  Walsh  said  Dr.  Mc  Walter's  suggestion  was  good,  but 
there  would  be  great  difficulty  in  getting  methylated 
spirit  scheduled  as  a  poison,  because  of  the  enormous  quan- 
tity of  it  used  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

Mr.  Fairweather,  Mr.  Conyngham,  and  Mr.  Fetherston 
also  spoke.  The  President  asked  Dr.  McWalter  for  statis- 
tics with  regard  to  the  drinking  of  methylated  spirit  in 
Ireland,  but  Dr.  McWalter  repeated  that  he  could  only  give 
the  figures  for  the  three  kingdoms. 

The  President  said  it  was  a  very  serious  charge,  that 
should  not  be  made  unless  one  were  able  to  prove  it — (Hear, 
hear) — and  after  further  remarks  the  President  put  the 
motion  to  the  meeting  ;  on  "  Ayes  "  and  *'  Noes  "  being  asked 
for,  he  declared  the  "  Nces  "  had  it. 

Dr.  McWalter  asked  for  a  vote,  and  the  show  of  hands 
enabled  the  President  to  declare  that  Dr.  McWalter's  motion 
was  lost  by  thirteen  votes. 

This  concluded  the  business  of  the  meeting. 


ELECTION  OF  OFFICEES. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  new  Council  held  in  the  Society's 
house  on  Wednesday,  October  4,  Mr.  Wells  took  the  chair 
while  office-bearers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  appointed. 
Mr.  Wells,  having  filled  an  interregnum  as  President, 
desired  that  another  member  of  the  Council  should  take  that 
office ;  and  accordingly  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  Dr. 
James  Aloysius  Walsh,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  licen- 
tiate of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
Edinburgh,  should  be  President  for  the  ensuing  year.  Mr. 
John  Smith,  who  has  acted  as  Treasurer  of  the  Society  since 
1902,  was  elected  Vice-President,  and  Mr.  George  D.  Beggs, 
a  past-President,  was  appointed  to  the  Treasureship. 

Dr.  Walsh,  the  new  President,  has  already  served  the 
Society  well  as  a  councillor  and  vice-president.  He  is  the 
proprietor  of  Graham's  Medical 
Hall,  one  of  the  best  pharmacies 
in  the  Irish  capital.  He  passed 
the  Licence  examination  in  1888, 
and  thereafter,  like  many  other 
Irish  pharmacists,  went  through 
the  medical  curriculum  and  took 
the  Scotch  triple  qualification  in 
1892.  Dr.  Walsh  is  a  man  of 
much  personal  charm,  unassum- 
ing, and  well  versed  in  business 
matters.  He  is  a  Catholic.  Mr. 
John  Smith,  the  new  Vice-Presi- 
dent, is  in  business  at  Rathgar. 
He  is  a  Scotchman,  and  passed 
the  Minor  examination  in  1885 ; 
but  when  he  settled  in  Ireland  he 
qualified  there  in  1888,  and  acted 
as  an  examiner  before  he  under- 
took the  more  serious  and  purely

Tho  gross  profits  on  tho  year's  trading 
have  amounted  to  131,308/.,  to  which  must  be  added  interest 
on  temporary  investments  and  other  receipts,  bringing  tho 
total  gross  profits  to  138,150/.  After  deducting  working  ex- 
penses there  remains  a  net  profit  of  113,016/.  It  is  proposed  to 
pay  a  further  dividend  at  tho  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum 
in  respect  of  the  second  half  of  the  year,  absorbing  21,000/., 
making  a  distribution  on  the  preference  shares  of  42,000/., 
being  6  per  cent,  for  tho  year  ended  July  31,  1905.  Of  tho 
balance,  20  per  cent.,  or  14,203/.,  has  been  credited  to  tho 
capital  guarantee  fund  (hold  in  reserve  according  to  articles 
of  association  Nos.  13  and  17),  which  now  amounts  to  126,242/. 
A  further  sum  of  33,368/.  has  been  added  to  tho  reserve, 
against  any  eventual  depreciation  of  stocks  of  sulphur,  which 
now  amounts  to  172,467/.  Tho  general  reserve  fund  has  been 
increased  by  1,287/.,  interest  earned  on  investment  of  part  of 
the  fund,  making  tho  total  credit  to  this  fund  151,480/.,  and 
this,  with  the  capital  guarantee  fund  as  above,  makes  a  re- 
serve of  277,723/.,  besides  the  reserve  against  any  eventual 
depreciation  of  stocks  of  sulphur  already  referred  to  of 
172,467/.  After  reserving  4,000/.  for  income-tax,  the  remainder 
is  divisiblo  as  follows:  One-tenth,  1,944/.,  to  the  preference 
shareholders,  which  will  admit  of  a  further  distribution  on 
this  class  of  shares,  in  addition  to  tho  6  per  cent,  as  above,  of 
two-thirds  of  a  penny  per  share ;  nine-tenths  to  the  ordinary 
shares,  or  17,500/.,  being  a  dividend  of  6c/.  per  share,  or  50  per 
cent,  on  each  ordinary  share. 


Zbc  Week's  poisonings. 

ELEVEN  suicides  by  poison  were  reported  during  the  past 
week,  death  in  three  cases  having  been  caused  by  the 
unscheduled  poisons  hydrochloric  acid  (two)  and  fusel  oil. 
The  acid  was  taken  by  Henry  Scott  (58),  of  Fulham,  and  by 
Agnes  Rawlings.  of  Chichester.  A  widow  named  Boyce 
cut  her  child's  throat  and  then  poisoned  herself  with  fusel 
oil,  which  had  been  obtained  from  a  local  distillery  for  out- 
ward application  for  rheumatism.  Annie  Harris  (14),  a 
Nottingham  servant-girl,  poisoned  herself  with  carbolic- 
acid,  and  the  same  poison  was  taken  by  Richard  Moffett,  a 
Newcastle  joiner.  Dr.  William  Bell  Campbell  (42)  died  at 
Stapleford  from  the  effects  of  an  overdose  of  morphine 
hypodermically  injected.  Deceased  had  given  way  to  drink. 
William  Winnard  Blake  (22),  the  son  of  a  herbalist,  com- 
mitted suicide  at  Hulme  by  taking  a  large  quantity  of 
chlorodyne.  The  police  were  unable  to  trace  the  chemist 
who  had  supplied  the  narcotic.  Thomas  Stanley  Miles  (36) , 
a  commercial  traveller,  of  Essex  Road,  Islington,  N., 
swallowed  strychnine  to  end  his  business  worries.  A  City 
wholesale  grocer  named  Frederick  Tuckett  Davis,  who  was 
in  a  depressed  state  of  mind,  poisoned  himself  in  despair. 
William  Rudolph  Simon  (54).  an  advertisement  canvasser, 
lately  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  Henry  Sell,  advertising  agent. 
Fleet  Street,  E.C,  was  found  dead  in  a  lavatory  at  Fleet 
Street  with  a  packet  of  potassium  cyanide  and  a  glass  by  his 
side.  The  evidence  at  the  inquest  showed  that  deceased 
had  been  dismissed  from  his  employment  and  that  he  ob- 
tained an  ounce  of  potassium  cyanide  from  the  shop  of 
Mr.  C.  E.  Ison  (Hancock  &  Co.),  Fleet  Street,  where 
he  was  known.  The  widow  said  deceased,  who  was  paid 
30s.  a  week,  was  greatly  worried  because  he  could  not 
get  orders  for  advertisements.  He  spoke  six  languages  and 
was  well  up  in  chemistry.  He  had  complained  that  Mr. 
Sell  and  his  manager  had  put  every  obstacle  in  his  way  to 
prevent  him  earning  money.  After  hearing  Mr.  Sheldrake, 
managing  director,  and  Mr.  Powis.  sub-editor  at  Sell's,  the 
jury  agreed  that  the  deceased  had  always  been  properly 
treated  by  Mr.  Sell  and  his  associates.  Harry  William 
Reed  (38).  a  liftman,  of  Theobald's  Road.  W.C.,  jumped 
into  the  Thames  and  was  drowned.  A  bottle  of  crude 
carbolic  acid  was  found  in  his  pocket,  and  it  was  stated 
at  the  inquest  that  Reed  had  tried  a  few  days  before  to 
purchase  poison  at  three  different  chemists'  shops,  and  had 
been  refused  in  each  case. 

A  man  named  John  Malony  has  died  at  Killybegs  from 
poisoning  by  phosphorus  self-administered.

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Barutine. — This  body  is  anew  diuretic  :  it  is  a  combination 
of  salicylates  of  sodium,  barium,  and  theobromine. 

Alypine,  a  TTew  Anaesthetic.— This  body  is  tetramethyl- 
diammoethyldimethyl-benzoyl  carbinol.  It  forms  white  cry- 
stals, melting  at  169°.  It  is  said  to  be  quite  as  powerful  as  a 
local  anaesthetic  as  cocaine,  and  to  be  but  slightly  poisonous. 

Saccharin  Tablets.— Fahlberg  ("  Schw.  AVoch  ,".  1905,  258) 
protests  energetically  against  the  statements  of  Kohler  that 
saccharin  in  compressed  tablets  undergoes  decomposition. 
No  trace  of  decomposition  ol  the  saccharin  occurs,  the  only 
point  being  that  a  combination  of  the  alkaline  carbonate 
used  with  the  saccharin  takes  place,  and  the  tablets  lose  some 
of  their  effervescence  and  become  less  readily  soluble.  Fahl- 
berg claims  that  the  saccharin  keeps  for  an  indefinite  time. 

Constituents  of  Cecropia  Peltata. — The  leaves  of  this 
plant  (N.O.  Urticacea)  contain  two  crystalline  bodies,  which 
appear  to  be  the  principles  to  which  the  medicinal  properties 
are  due.  Cecropin  crystallises  from  alcohol  in  long  white 
needles,  melting  at  59  ,  and  having  a  specific  rotation  of 
-5.77°.  It  is  a  body  of  an  acid  nature,  forming  a  definite- 
compound  with  ammonia.  The  second  body,  cecropidin, 
forms  white  crystalline  leaflets,  and  melts  at  100°.  It  is  opti- 
cally inactive. 

Sebum  Chinense. — This  Chinese  fat,  extracted  from  the 
seeds  of  Sairium  sebiferum  (N.O.  Euphorbiacece),  is  known 
locally  at  pi-yu  or  mouicou.  It  has  a  dark-brown  colour,  and 
an  odour  recalling  that  of  copaiba  ("Jour,  de  Pharm.  et  de 
Chim.,"  1905,  70).  It  has  the  following  properties:  Sp.  gr., 
0.9395;  unsapomfiable  matter,  0.44  per  cent.;  iodine-value, 
160.7;  Hehner  value,  94.4;  optical  rotation,  -4°;  free-acid 
value,  3.1;  saponification-value,  277;  iodine-value  of  fatty 
acids,  165 ;  insoluble  fatty  acids,  93.96  per  cent. ;  and  refrac- 
tive index,  1.4835. 

Olive  Oil. — An  important  paper  on  olive  oil  by  Haipheis 
appears  in  tho  current  issue  of  the  "  Annales  de  Chimie 
Analytiquo "  (1905,  333).  It  deals  with  the  detection  in 
ordinary  olive  oil  of  the  oil  extracted  from  olives  by  carbon 
bisulphide.  His  process  is  based  on  the  following  facts : 
Oils  which  have  been  so  extracted  always  contain  a  small 
amount  of  sulphur  compounds,  although  the  solvent  itself 
has  been  driven  off.  These  are  in  part,  at  all  events,  converted 
into  sodium  hyposulphite  {i.e.,  thiosulphate)  on  heating  with 
soda.  The  oil  is  therefore  saponified,  and  the  solution  of 
soap  is  salted  out  with  common  salt  or  sodium  sulphate, 
the  soap  being  precipitated,  but  the  hyposulphite  being 
left  in  solution  can  be  detected  by  the  addition  of  silver 
nitrate,  which  gives  a  rapid  reduction  of  the  salt  to  black 
silver  oxide.  Traces  of  impurities  may  occur  in  natural  oils- 
which  give  a  slight  reduction,  but  these  are  removed  by  the 
addition  of  a  little  solution  of  copper  sulphate  to  tho  soap 
solution,  which  causes  them  to  be  precipitated.  Pure  olive 
oils  thus  treated  do  not  give  any  black  or  brown  colour  with 
the  nitrate  of  silver.

The  Organised  Pharmaceutical  Meetings 

have  begun  again, 
and  it  is  not  a  mere  formality  to  wish  them  abundant  success. 
That  they  are  pleasant  conferences  and  calculated  to  relieve 
the  brooding  discontent  which  so  effectually  discounts  energy 
can  hardly  be  doubted  ;  nor  that  they  tend  to  promote  an 
intelligent  unity  of  purpose.  But  these,  I  gather,  are  only 
regarded  as  incidental  benefits  of  the  assemblies.  The 
serious  design  of  the  crusade — and  it  appears  to  have  been 
deliberately  adopted — is  to  tell  our  troubles  to  the  public 
through  the  reporters,  in  the  anticipation  that  thus  our  griev- 
ances will  be  realised  by  the  nation,  and  that  consequently 
an  impulsive  force  will  be  generated  which  will  send  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  bounding  through  the  Houses  of  Parliament. 
Great  are  the  uses  of  advertisement.  I  know,  and  it  is  im- 
possible not  to  respect  the  faith  with  which  our  orators  are 
confronting  the  task  they  have  set  themselves  to  accomplish. 
But  have  they  really  any  solid  ground  to  hope  that  they 
will  be  able  to  stir  the  indignation  of  that  very  selfish  person, 
to  whom  so  many  and  various  appeals  are  now  being 
addressed,  the  man  in  the  street?  Two  or  three  stickfuls 
of  type  may  be  got  into  the  "East  Anglian  Times,"  the 
"  Brighton  Argus,"  and  the  "  Manchester  Guardian,"  more 
or  less  accurately  reflecting  the  drift  of  the  discussions,  and 
here  and  there  a  diligent  reader  of  those  journals  may  ac- 
quire the  impression  that  chemists  are  complaining  of  some- 
thing. But  there  are  a  thousand  things  more  urgent  than 
chemists'  grievances  in  the  public  mind,  and  there  will  be 
throughout  the  century.  The  President  and  the  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  Atkins,  Mr.  Campkin,  and  other  speakers 
have  set  forth  our  case  admirably,  but  their  speeches,  so  far 
as  their  object  is  concerned,  are  good  seed  sown  on  the  high- 
way, and  their  well-intentioned  efforts  are  merely  energy 
devoted  to  ploughing  the  sands. 
Chemists  and  Doctors 

are  not  appreciably  improving  their 
relations  in  the  matter  of  dispensing,  notwithstanding  the 
gallant  efforts  of  the  ex-President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  one  and  two  years  ago.  And  if  the  reform  is  to 
await  a  law  similar  to  those  which  prevail  on  the  Continent, 
or  for  the  voluntary  abandonment  of  the  work  by  general 
practitioners,  none  of  us  now  living  will  ever  reach  the 
desired  haven.  The  most  probable  process  of  hastening  the 
ideal  condition  is  by  means  of  specific  arrangements  between 
individual  chemists  and  individual  doctors.  This  comment 
is  suggested  by  an  inquiry  in  the  "  British  Medical  Journal  " 
from  a  doctor  signing  himself  "  Perplexed."  This  gentle- 
man is  about  to  buy  a  practice,  but  finds  that  the  vendor  has 
had  an  arrangement  with  a  neighbouring  chemist, to  whom  he 
sends  his  patients  with  prescriptions  in  cipher.  The  chemist 
dispenses  the  medicines  and  charges  the  doctor  6d.  each  pre- 
scription, returning  the  prescriptions  to  him,  and  not  repeat- 
ing the  supply  of  medicine  without  the  doctor's  renewed 
instructions.  The  doctor's  charges  to  his  patients  for  the 
medicines  average  3c;.  6d.  "  Perplexed  "  asks  if  these  rela- 
tions are  professional,  and  to  this  the  Editor  replies,  "  We 
see  no  objection  to  the  arrangement  described."  Xor  do  I : 
but  I  am  a  little  surprised  to  find  such  a  sensible  view  taken 
by  a  medical  authority.  There  is  a  prejudice  against  doctors 
writing  prescriptions  which  can  only  be  read  by  a  particular 
dispenser,  and  the  system  may,  it  is  true,  lead  to  abuse.  But 
practitioners  who  have  to  depend  upon  a  local  practice  must 
protect  themselves,  and  they  have  the  alternative  of  a 
compact  with  a  chosen  chemist  or  dispensing  themselves.  It 
is  better  for  pharmacy  that  they  should  generally  select  the 


former,  and  if  this  can  be  adopted  to  their  own  advantage  it 
will  become  popular. 

The  Bona-fide  Conduct 

of  the  business  by  a  qualified  chemist 
is  clearly,  as  it  was  editorially  argued  last  week,  to  be  some- 
thing more  than  the  statutorily  correct  method  of  selling  or 
dispensing  poisons.  And  it  is  this  "  bona-fide  conduct  of 
the  business"  which  the  sixteenth  section  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  requires  in  the  case  of  "  the  continuance  of  the  business  " 
by  the  executors  of  a  deceased  chemist.  But  I  cannot  quite 
subscribe  to  the  doctrine  that  "it  is  this  important  prin- 
ciple "  (and  nothing  more)  "  which  is  desired  to  be  extended 
to  companies  by  requiring  the  managing  director  thereof  to 
be  a  qualified  chemist."  The  conditions  are  not,  and  ought 
not  to  be,  strictly  analogous.  It  is  only  reasonable  that  a 
concession  should  be  made  to  the  family  of  a  deceased 
chemist,  while  companies  have  no  just  claim  to  any  con- 
cession at  all.  The  distinction  between  the  qualified 
assistant  of  the  sixteenth  section  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  and 
the  managing  director  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  is  to  be  found 
in  the  degree  of  independence  and  responsibility  devolved  on 
the  two.  The  assistant  who  bona  fide  conducts  the  business 
is  nevertheless  under  the  control  of  the  executors  who  con- 
tinue such  business ;  the  managing  director  controls  the 
qualified  assistants  employed,  and  at  least  shares  with  his 
co-directors,  if  there  are  any,  the  independence  delegated  to 
them  by  the  shareholders.  The  suggested  scheme  of  insist- 
ing on  a  qualified  executor  would  make  the  sixteenth  section 
correspond  exactly  with  the  directors'  clause ;  but  it  is 
perhaps  the  worst  method  which  has  been  conceived  for 
dealing  with  the  anomaly.  It  is  perfect  when  the  chemist 
has  a  qualified  son  or  partner  to  succeed  him — that  is  to  say, 
in  cases  where  the  provision  is  unnecessary — but  it  would  be 
a  mere  mockery  in  the  cases  of  those  chemists  who  know  no 
other  qualified  person  intimately  enough  to  offer  him  the 
extremely  onerous  task  of  the  suggested  executorship. 
Professor  Oscar  Oldberg's  Suggestion 

that  trade  subjects 
should  be  taught  in  pharmacy  colleges  is  a  risky  one.  If  it 
began  to  be  acted  upon  there  might  next  arise  a  demand  that 
certain  time-honoured  courses  which  owe  their  esteem  to  the 
fact  that  they  are  not  of  trade  value  should  be  abandoned  ; 
and  then  farewell  to  our  scientific  glory.  But  Professor 
Oldberg  puts  his  finger  on  a  real  need  which  may  be  supplied 
in  the  near  or  distant  future — a  school  for  finishing  off 
pharmacists  in  a  profitable  knowledge  of  the  business  by 
which  they  hepe  to  live.  Among  the  sample  subjects  the 
professor  mentions  are  rubber  goods,  glassware,  surgical 
appliances,  dietetic  preparations,  bandages,  disinfectants, 
and  antiseptic  dressings.  Some  chemists  get  to  know  a  lot 
about  things  such  as  these ;  some  do  not.  It  is  quite  possible 
that  a  Pereira  medallist  might  come  into  the  latter  category. 
Every  day  the  chemist  at  the  counter  has  to  talkwith  more 
or  less  success  about  photography,  optics,  sponges,  tooth- 
brushes, babies'  ailments,  corns,  cuts,  and  coughs.  He  has 
at  least  to  pretend  to  know  about  these;  but  the  man  who 
does  not  know  is  soon  found  out.  What  an  opening  there  is 
for  an  institution  where  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  this 
necessary  counter-fitting  equipment  could  be  acquired  !  It  is 
not  eleemosynary  aid  that  is  called  for ;  the  college  of  counter 
skill  must  be  a  commercial  enterprise,  and  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  right  brains  I  fancy  it  would  be  a  successful  one.

Future  Pharmacy  Legislation. 

The  Compulsory  Curriculum. 

Those  who  responded  to  the  invitation  of  the  President 
and  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  attend  the 
reopening  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  on  Monday  were 
struck  by  the  academic  tone  of  the  proceedings.  The 
Dean  of  the  School  (Professor  Crossley)  appeared  in  his- 
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robes  as  a  doctor  of  science,  and  another  member  of  the 
staff  was  also  gowned,  although  more  somberly.    It  was  a 
striking  sign  of  the  development  which  has  taken  place  in 
pharmaceutical  education  under  the  Society's  influence,  and, 
although  only  a  tenth  of  those  who  qualify  as  chemists 
and  druggists  yearly  attend  this  school,  there  is  an  un- 
doubted desire  amongst  the  advanced  members  of  the  craft 
that  a  similar  course  of  study  to  that  pursued  there  should 
be  binding  upon  all  who  desire  to  be  registered  as  chemists 
and  druggists.    This  has  found  expression  in  the  curri- 
culum clause  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill.      Three  things  are 
sought  in  this  clause — viz.,  (1)  power  to  impose  a  curriculum 
of  study,  (2)  power  to  divide  the  examination,  and  (3) 
power  to  accept  for  registration  in  Great  Britain  pharma- 
ceutical qualifications  obtained  in  other  parts  of  the  British 
Empire.    In  respect  to  the  first  of  these,  the  proposal  is 
practically  a  return  to  the  old  bone  of  contention  which  the 
Select  Committee  of  1865  had  to  decide  upon — viz.,  whether 
persons  to  be  registered  as  sellers  of  dangerous  drugs 
should  also  be  examined  in  regard  to  the  compounding  of 
prescriptions  of  medical  men.      The  Committee  decided 
that  they  should  not  be   (see   C.   &   D.,    September  9, 
p.  441),  for  the  evidence  convinced  them  that  the  supply 
of  persons  so  qualified — i.e.,  pharmaceutical  chemists — was 
sufficient  for  the  requirements  in  this  respect,  and  that 
the    lower   qualification    would    suffice    for    vendors  of 
dangerous  drugs.    The  object  which  the  Committee  had  in 
view  was  to  keep  up  the  supply  of  chemists  and  druggists, 
who  at  that  time  were  known  to  be,  generally,  not  so 
highly  educated  as  pharmaceutical  chemists.      In  due 
course  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  promoted  the  Bill  which 
became  the  Act  of  1868.      It  embodied  the  Committee's 
recommendation  ;  but  since  then  the  Society,  in  the  exercise 
of  its  power  under  the  1852  Act,  has  largely  extended  the 
scope   of   the   examination,    with   the   result   that  the 
examiners  have  reported  from  time  to  time  that  candidates 
exhibit  such  a  degree  of  inefficiency  that  it  is  desirable 
they  should  be  called  upon  to  show  that  they  have  attended 
certain  courses  of  study.    The  examiners  do  not  consider 
whether  the  examination  which  they  conduct  is  the  one 
sanctioned  by  Parliament ;  that  is  not  their  business.  It 
is  apparent  that  it  is  not,  and  that  the  reason  for  the 
examiners'  complaint   is   that   the   range   of  knowledge 
required  of  candidates  is  in  a  great  measure  foreign  to  the 
everyday  retail  business  in  which  they  are  engaged.  This 
occupation  cannot  be  changed  by  examination,  or  a  curri- 
culum; it  is  a  condition  which  exists,  the  result  of  current 
public  demand.    It  is  the  fact  that  80  per  cent,  or  more 
of  the  retail  chemists  in  England  and  Wales  are  never 
called  upon  to  dispense  prescriptions;  and  they  rarely  have 
the  opportunity  of  exercising  the  scientific  knowledge  which 
they  have  acquired  for  the  purposes  of  the  Minor  examina- 
tion.   They  are  realising  in  experience  what  the  1865 
Committee  prophesied.    Beside  them  there  is  growing  up  a 
body  of  unregistered  men  in  business  on  their  own  account, 
who  are  either  unable  or  unwilling  to  submit  themselves  to 
a  test  which  is  more  or  less  foreign  to  their  occupation. 
What  the  effect  of  a  curriculum  upon  the  growth  of  this 
class  will  be  it  is  not  difficult  to  conjecture ;  and  we  submit 
that  it  is  against  the  interests  of  registered  men  that  any- 
thing should  be  done  which  will  extend  the  ranks  of  the 
unregistered.      We  do  not  plead  for  a  lowering  of  the 
standard.      That  in  the  nature  of  things  is  impossible. 
Chemists'  assistants  as  a  body  have  been  loyal  to  the 
principle  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  have  on  the  whole 
been  equal  to  the  increased  demands  made  upon  them. 
They  will  continue  in  this  if  the  conditions  of  examination 
are  made  less  onerous,  and  the  direction  in  which  relief 


can  be  given  has  been  indicated  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  in  the  most  recent  by-laws.  In  these,  what  was. 
for  many  years  called  the  Preliminary  examination  and 
the  Minor  examination  are  practically  treated  as  one,  which 
is  all  that  Section  6  authorises.  There  is  no  longer  a  Pre- 
liminary examination;  it  is  part  of  the  Qualifying  examina- 
tion. Consequently  division  of  the  Minor  examination  is 
legalised,  and  by  by-law  the  Society  should  extend  the 
division  to  the  technical  subjects,  so  that  candidates  need 
not,  unless  they  desire,  take  the  whole  of  the  subjects  at 
one  time.  The  curriculum  may  be  reserved  for  Major 
men — that  is  to  say,  the  highly  qualified  few  for  which 
there  is  public  demand.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the 
chances  of  legislation  on  the  company  and  other  questions 
which  have  been  discussed  in  this  series  of  articles  is 
imperilled  by  the  curriculum  clause,  so  that  its  expediency 
as  a  public  requirement  deserves  consideration  ;  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  public  demand,  which  is 
likely  to  continue,  for  registered  chemists  who  are  not 
scientific  men.  If  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  does  not 
supply  them,  who  will? 


A  Customs  Record. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  British  Customs  for  the 
year  ending  March  31,  1905,  has  been  published  this  week. 
It  is  remarkable  for  the  fact  that  the  net  revenue — - 
35,621,000?. — was  the  largest  ever  collected  by  the  Customs 
in  one  year,  and  this,  as  showing  expansion  of  business, 
must  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  The  amount  paid  to  the 
Exchequer  was  1.888,000?.  more  than  in  1903-4,  the  improve- 
ment being  due  to  the  increase  in  the  duties  on  tea  and 
tobacco.  There  was  also  a  substantial  increase  in  the  case 
of  sugar,  but  this  was  more  than  offset  by  diminished 
receipts  from  spirits  and  wine,  and  it  is  recorded  that  the 
normal  increase  in  the  consumption  of  dutiable  goods  has 
not  on  the  whole  been  maintained.  The  Customs  duties 
apply  to  ten  principal  groups  of  articles,  of  which  chicory  is 
placed  first.  This  article  yielded  3.000?.  less,  and  cocoa 
258,703?.,  a  decrease  of  12.212?.,  or  4.5  per  cent.  The  Com- 
missioners say  this  is  not  easily  explained,  as  supplies  were 
good  and  prices  moderate.  Cocoa-butter  was  in  larger  con- 
sumptive request  as  compared  with  1903-4,  but  the  clear- 
ances did  not  approach  those  of  a  few  years  ago,  as  the 
following  figures  show  :

The  net  receipts  from  coffee  fell  off  by  8,580?.,  or  4.6  per  cent., 
and  receipts  from  currants  increased  by  1,248?..  while  those 
from  figs,  plums,  and  prunes  declined  by  4.726?..  and  those 
from  raisins  by  4,202?.  The  net  receipts  from  the  duties 
upon  foreign  spirits  amounted  to  3.822.000?..  a  decrease  of 
636.000?.,  or  14.3  per  cent.  The  quantities  of  foreign  spirits 
retained  for  home  consumption  fell  from  8,438.772  proof 
gals,  in  1903-4  to  6.961.919  proof  gals,  in  1904-5,  a  decrease 
of  1.347,204  proof  gals.,  or  17.5  per  cent.  The  preceding 
year  also  showed  a  decrease  of  1.347.204  proof  gals.,  or 
13.7  per  cent.  The  Commissioners  point  out  that  in  1903-4 
the  decrease  was  principally  on  account  of  spirits  for  methy- 
lation,  upon  which  only  the  differential  duty  of  5d.  per  proof 
gal.  is  charged,  whereas  in  1904-5  the  decrease  was  chiefly 
on  account  of  unenumerated  unsweetened  spirits,  which  are 
chargeable  with  the  full  duty,  and  thus  the  revenue  has  been 
|  more  seriously  affected,  as  has  already  been  shown.  Bum 
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and  brandy  are  by  far  the  largest  contributors  to  the  revenue 
from  foreign  spirits,  and  both  show  decreased  receipts. 
There  was  a  remarkable  falling-off  last  year  in  the  importa- 
tion of  German  plain  spirits,  the  output  of  which  was 
reduced  by  the  shortage  in  the  supply  of  potatoes  in 
Germany.  The  effect  of  this  was  to  raise  the  price  of 
German  spirit  to  such  a  level  as  enabled  the  manufacturers 
of  British  grain  spirit  to  command  the  home  market.  While, 
therefore,  the  Customs  revenue  has  suffered  heavily,  the 
revenue  on  home-made  spirit  has  correspondingly  gained. 
Foreign  spirit  for  methylating  has  also  been  largely  dis- 
placed by  British  molasses  spirit.  The  quantity  of  foreign 
spirits  retained  for  home  consumption  (excluding  spirits 
used  for  methylating)  was  only  816,723  proof  gals.,  yielding 
477,290/.  net  duty,  being  a  decrease  of  53.82  per  cent.  Of 
perfumed  spirits  the  quantity  retained  for  home  consump- 
tion was  38,163  liquid  gals.,  the  total  amount  of  duty  re- 
ceived being  34,707/. ;  this  compares  with  37,418  liquid  gals, 
and  duty  receipts  of  34,047/.  in  1903-4.  Sugar  receipts  show 
a  net  increase  of  380,474/.,  or  6.6  per  cent.  Included  in  this 
is  1,462/.  representing  the  increase  in  the  ■  receipts  from 
sugared  goods  and  saccharin.  The  quantity  of  saccharin 
and  saccharin  mixtures  charged  with  duty  for  home  con- 
sumption amounted  to  596,152  oz.,  and  at  Is.  7>d.  per  oz.  this 
yielded  the  Customs  37,259/.  It  is  interesting  to  observe 
that  the  quantity  of  saccharin  made  in  England  during  the 
same  period  was  170,778  oz.,  as  compared  with  14,496  oz.  in 
1903-4,  so  that  there  is  a  prospect  of  our  total  requirements 
in  saccharin  being  satisfied  by  the  home-made  article  ere 
long.  Glucose  shows  a  shrinkage  of  20,000/.  in  revenue,  and 
the  tea-duty  brought  in  8,271,866/.,  an  increase  of 
1,712,161/.,  or  26  per  cent.,  the  importations  cleared  for  con- 
sumption being  the  largest  yet  recorded.  These  figures  do 
not  represent  the  normal  revenue,  however,  the  increase 
being  due  to  the  additional  duty  of  2d.  per  lb.  imposed  on 
April  20,  1904,  and  paid  until  June  30.  Crops  . of  tea  were 
unprecedently  large  in  1904,  and  the  average  value  of  the 
imports  declined.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  re- 
exports of  tea  to  Germany  have  fallen  from  ten  million  lbs. 
in  1890  to  less  than  two  million  lbs.  in  1904.  Much  of  this 
tea  formerly  went  to  Russia,  but  that  country  is  now  im- 
porting large  quantities  not  only  direct  from  England,  but 
also  direct  from  India  and  Ceylon.  In  addition  to  tea,  the 
gross  quantity  of  tobacco  cleared  for  consumption  was  also 
the  largest  known,  and  in  regard  to  the  wine  and  spirit 
duties  the  period  is  described  as  a  lean  year.  The  quantity 
of  wine  retained  for  home  consumption  (11,912,900  gals.) 
was  the  smallest  recorded  for  about  forty  years,  and  the 
falling  off  in  the  demand  for  spirits  appears  to  have  exercised 
a  depressing  influence  in  smuggling  circles,  for  the  quantity 
of  foreign  spirits  seized  was  lower  than  has  been  known  for 
the  past  seven  years.  Chloral  hydrate  is  the  most  important 
fine  chemical  on  which  an  import-tax  is  imposed,  and  the 
Is,  4tZ.  per  lb.  duty  brought  in  1,215/.,  or  116/.  less  than  the 
preceding  period.  Chloroform  (3s.  7>d.  per  lb.)  yielded  39/., 
or  9/.  less,  and  the  receipts  from  collodion  (26.s.  3d.  per  gal.) 
were  a  mere  ten-pound  note.  Acetic  ether  (Is.  lid.  per  lb.) 
produced  250/.,  butyric  ether  (16.s.  5d.  per  gal.)  499/.,  and 
sulphuric  ether  (27s.  5d.  per  gal.)  186/.,  the  latter  amount 
being  47/.  more  than  in  1904.  The  amount  collected  on  ethyl 
chloride  (16s.  5d.  per  gal.)  was  561/.,  or  109/.  more;  ethyl 
bromide  (l.s.  Id.  per  lb.)  yielded  6/.,  and  ethyl  iodide 
{14s.  7>d.  per  gal.)  3/. ;  and  on  the  imports  of  transparent  soap 
in  the  manufacture  of  which  spirit  has  been  used  (3c/.  per  lb.) 
100/.  was  collected,  or  18/.  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Condensed  milk  yielded  almost  70,000/.  to  the  revenue, 
Nestle's  milk  food  76/.,  soy  1,281/.,  and  tamarinds  125/.  It 
would  have  been  interesting  to  have  had  further  information 


regarding  the  working  of  the  Merchandise-marks  Act.  1887. 
allusion  to  which  is  made  in  the  report.  Last  year  there 
were  1,774  detentions  (inclusive  of  Parcel  Post),  of  which 
691  were  delivered  as  imported,  734  delivered  on  removal  or 
qualification  of  marks,  176  returned  to  port  of  shipment,  and 
thirteen  seized.  These  figures  are  rather  lower  than  those  of 
1904,  but  much  greater  than  the  preceding  triennial  period. 


Sight-testing  Legislation. 

We  have  now  received  a  copy  of  the  Sight-Testing 
Opticians  Bill  which  is  being  promoted  by  the  General 
Board  of  Opticians.  The  Bill  is  similar  in  many  respects 
to  the  British  Optical  Association's  Bill,  except  that  the 
sight-testing  examination  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Com- 
pany is  the  only  examination  recognised.  Another 
difference  is  the  constitution  of  the  Central  Board. 
In  the  B.O.A.  Bill  sixteen  persons  form  the 
Council  of  Optical  Registration,  of  whom  four  may 
be  elected  by  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company.  In 
the  General  Board  of  Opticians  Bill  the  Central  Board  is 
to  consist  of  25  persons,  of  whom  "in  the  first  instance 
the  British  Optical  Association  shall  have  the  right  to 
nominate  four."  If  the  two  Bills  are  presented  to  Parlia- 
ment simultaneously  they  will  probably  be  referred  to  a 
committee,  and  the  constitution  of  the  Central  Board  may 
be  considerably  altered  before  the  Bill  becomes  law.  The 
promotion  of  separate  Bills  by  the  two  optical  examining 
bodies  is  an  expensive  process,  but  it  may  convince  Parlia- 
ment that  a  serious  demand  exists  for  regulating  the  prac- 
tice of  sight-testing.  Meanwhile  it  is  interesting  to  watch 
the  reception  the  B.O.A.  Bill  is  receiving  from  medical 
organs.    The  "British  Medical  Journal"  says; 

Such  a  legislative  project  as  this,  which  in  effect  proposes 
to  establish  another  privileged  corporation,  will  have  to 
justify  itself  by  showing  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that 
diplomates  of  the  British  Optical  Association  and  Spectacle- 
makers'  Company  possess  the  qualifications  they  claim  for 
eyesight-testing,  and  if  this  Bill  ever  gets  so  far  as  to  be 
referred  to  a  Parliamentary  Committee  there  will  be  no 
difficulty  in  proving  that  they  are  not  qualified,  and  that, 
so  far  from  giving  them  a  monopoly  of  the  right  to  sell 
spectacles,  it  would  be  better  to  prohibit  them  from  publicly 
announcing  their  ability  to  correct  all  errors  of  refraction, 
which,  as  we  have  repeatedly  pointed  out,  is  impossible 
without  the  use  of  mydriatic  drugs,  which  can  only  be  en- 
trusted with  safety  to  qualified  medical  practitioners.  As 
to  the  alleged  reason  to  be  found  in  the  draft  Medical  Act 
Amendment  Bill  promoted  by  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion we  are  somewhat  at  a  loss.  The  only  portion  of  that 
document  which  might  bear  the  meaning  discovered  by  the 
writer  of  the  memorandum  is  Section  XXXI.  (Definitions), 
which  says : 

In  this  Act  the  expression  "  medical  or  dental  treatment  "  in- 
cludes the  application  of  any  real  or  pretended  art,  science, 
method,  or  S3'stem  relating-  to  the  prevention,  cure,  or  alleviation 
of  any  disease  or  deject  (the  italics  are  ours)  of,  or  any  injury  to 
the  human  body,  and  the  performance  of  any  surgical  or  dental 
operation. 

This  passage  is  undoubtedly  somewhat  comprehensive, 
but  the  medical  profession  has  no  desire  to  interfere  with 
the  legitimate  business  of  opticians,  or  to  deprive  them  of 
their  prescriptive  right  to  sell  spectacles,  but  we  protest 
against  the  pretensions  so  constantly  made  by  a  certain 
section  of  the  trade  of  ability  to  deal  efficiently  with  all 
refractive  errors,  and  against  the  publication  of  announce- 
ments which  we  contend  are  grossly  misleading  to  the 
public. 

The  "Lancet"  is  more  philosophic,  but  none  the  less 
uncomplimentary.    It  says  : 

We  have  no  sympathy  with  either  proposal  because  the 
suggested  prohibition  could  not  possibly  be  carried  out  in 
practice.  The  spectacle-seller  would  deny  that  he  was 
"  testing  sight  "  and  would  hand  the  customer  any  common 
optometer  and  would  tell  him  "  to  test  "  himself.  We  have 
so  often  dealt  with  the  dangers  which  would  attend  upon 
giving  any  appearance  of  "  qualification "  to  spectacle- 
sellers  that  we  need  hardly  now  repeat  ourselves  upon  the 
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subject.    There  are  many  shoals  and  quicksands  in  Parlia- 
ment and  sufficient  unto  the  day  is  the  evil  thereof.    If  the 
crazy  schemo  appeared  at  any  time  to  be  in  danger  of 
realisation  wo  should,  of  course,  be  bound  to  show  cause 
against  it  and  to  ask  Parliament  seriously  to  consider  the 
consequences  likely  to  follow  from  the  course  proposed.  In 
the  meantime  nothing  can  be  better  for  the  promoters  than  a 
little  wholesome  neglect. 
The  "  Hospital,"  a  journal  devoted  to  hospital  administra- 
tion and  nursing,  objects  to  the  principle  on  which  the 
claims  to  registration  are  based,  but  goes  so  far  as  to 
recognise  that  there  are  such  persons  as  opticians,  and 

if  individual  members  of  the  public  are  satisfied  to  accept 
guidance  of  this  order,  that  is  a  matter  of  personal  choice 
with  which  we  have  no  concern.  But  to  propose  parlia- 
mentary sanction  for  tho  proceeding  is  entirely  another 
matter. 

It  seems  that  the  Legislature  can  require  the  registration  of 
medical  men,  chemists,  dentists,  veterinary  surgeons, 
money-lenders,  householders,  and  midwives,  but  as  to 
opticians  the  chorus  of  the  medical  journals  is  "Never." 
In  this  matter  our  contemporaries  are.  however,  not  repre- 
senting medical  practitioners,  who  as  a  body  recognise  the 
necessity  for  a  trading  class  of  qualified  men  to  supply  the 
public  with  spectacles.

The  Sale  of  Poisons. 

Before  giving  up  his  office  as  President  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Ireland,  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells  made  a  notable 
address  respecting  the  relations  between  the  public  authori- 
ties and  the  Society  in  the  administration  of  the  law  re- 
specting the  sale  of  poisons.  The  law  in  Ireland  differs  from 
that  of  Great  Britain,  in  so  far  as  the  Sale  of  Poisons  Act 
is  a  public  one,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  duty  is 


chiefly  to  supply  the  public  with  registered  vendors  of 
poisons.  This  it  does  through  the  various  examinations,  and 
Mr.  Wells  has  conclusively  proved  by  figures  which  have 
not  been  challenged  that  every  district  in  the  country  has  a 
registered  man.  The  moral  is  that  the  Castle  authorities 
and  other  Government  departments  should  do  all  in  their 
power  for  the  integrity  of  the  law  by  supporting  the 
Society  in  its  efforts  to  administer  it,  rather  than  flirt  with 
those  who  through  interested  motives  desire  to  get  behind 
the  law.  So  far  as  illegal  sales  of  poison  are  concerned  the 
Society  has  every  reason  for  complaint.  The  Sale  of 
Poisons  Act  existed  before  the  Society  did,  and  the  duty  of 
the  police  to  administer  it  was  created  by  Parliament.  Since 
the  law  required  retailers  to  be  qualified,  the  Society 
naturally  shares  in  the  administration,  but  this  does  not 
entitle  the  police  authorities  to  throw  off  their  share.  It  is  im- 
possible for  the  Society,  with  its  slight  monetary  resources, 
to  carry  out  the  work  of  inspection  without  police  aid.  Mr. 
Wells  has  therefore  given  a  forcible  exposition  of  the  whole 
case  which  should  be  considered  by  the  Castle  authorities. 
It  will  be  observed  that  Mr.  Wells  has  again  retired  from  the 
Presidency  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Dr.  Walsh  having 
been  appointed  to  succeed  him  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Wells  has 
done  excellent  service  for  the  Society,  and  as  he  is  a  man 
who  works  as  well  out  of  office  as  in  it  ,  this  is  not  an  instance 
where  Adieu  would  be  appropriate. 

Parliamentary  Representation. 

Mr.  Gadd's  scheme  for  getting  a  chemist  or  two  into 
Parliament  is  moving  along.  Having  passed  through  the 
refining  fires  of  Brighton  and  the  Federation,  it  reached 
Exeter  this  week,  again  reduced  to  the  harmless  form  of  a 
department  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  plug  a  young 
barrister  paid  by  the  Society  to  do  Parliamentary  hack- 
work. Mr.  Rowsell  upset  the  even  tenour  of  its  downward 
way  by  insisting  that  the  scheme  should  be  representative  of 
the  whole  trade.  And  it  was  made  so.  Of  course,  nothing 
has  happened  at  all ;  we  are  merely  dealing  with  an  abstract 
principle,  and  the  more  it  is  assailed  during  the  round  of  the 
Associations  the  more  likely  are  we  to  get  at  the  real  thing 
that  should  be  done. 

"  Elementary  "  Etymology. 

At  University  College,  London,  on  October  3,  Sir  William 
Ramsay  stated,  in  the  course  of  an  address  opening  the 
session  of  the  Chemical  School,  that  the  word  "element" 
owes  its  origin  to  a  combination  of  the  letters  L,  M,  X.  As 
a  word,  he  said,  is  made  up  of  letters,  so  is  a  chemical  com- 
pound made  up  of  elements.  That  is,  a  word  is  made  up  of 
parts,  and,  according  to  the  learned  professor,  each  of  the 
analogous  parts  of  a  chemical  compound  is  designated  by  a 
compound  of  etymological  parts,  which  is  hardly  logical. 
Moreover,  Sir  Wrilliam  did  not  explain  why  these  particular 
letters  should  have  been  chosen.  On  this  point  we  may 
quote  the  destructive  criticism  of  "  Xrayser  "  : 

One  would  like  to  ask  why  the  Roman  wag  who  invented 
the  word  in  this  fashion  went  to  the  middle  of  the  alphabet 
for  his  materials.  "  Abectum "  would  have  been  a  more- 
natural  formation.  But  is  there  any  real  historical  basis 
for  this  fantastic  etymology ':  Neither  Murray,  nor  Skeat, 
nor  Wedgwood,  nor  Littre,  nor  Grimm  countenances  it  by 
even  alluding  to  it.  The  Century  Dictionary  mentions  it  as 
a  guess,  but  does  not  endorse  it.  Skeat  suggests  that 
elementum  may  have  been  a  variant  of  alimcntum,  but 
Whitney  thinks  that  most  improbable.  The  word  has  not 
been  traced  further  back  than  to  the  Latin.  The  Greek 
equivalent  was  Stoichcion.  The  L  M  N  theory,  I  fancy, 
is  parallel  with  the  old  etymology  of  "  news,"  that  it  was 
derived  from  the  initials  of  north,  east,  west,  and  south, 
which  nobodv  now  accepts  [C.  <fc  D.,  Februarv  11,  1905, 
p.  237). 

The  same  statement  occurs  in  Ramsay's  "Modern  Che- 
mistry," Part  I. 
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Aconitine. 

Aconite  Dr.  Heinrich  Schulze  contributes  to  the  "  Apo- 
theker  Zeitung  "  a  further  instalment  of  results  bearing  on 
the  chemistry  of  aconitine.  The  present  paper  deals  princi- 
pally with  aconine,  and  while  it  affords  few  new  data  it 
does  much  towards  clearing  up  the  aconitine  muddle.  Like 
previous  workers,  Schulze  has  not  obtained  aconine  crystal- 
line, though  he  prepared  the  crystalline  hydrobromide  as 
Dunstan  and  Passmore  did  before  him,  but,  unlike  these 
authors,  he  was  unable  to  obtain  the  sulphate  or  nitrate 
crystalline.  He  also  made  a  crystalline  tetracetylaconine, 
which  melts  at  230°  to  231°  C,  and  has  not  been  obtained  by 
any  previous  worker.  Schulze  confirms  the  existence  of  the 
triacetylaconitine  described  by  Dunstan  and  Carr.  Aconine 
is  shown  to  contain  four  methoxyl  groups  and  a  methyl 
group  linked  to  the  nitrogen  atom.  It  yields  no  derivatives 
with  hydroxylamine,  phenylhydrazine  or  nitrosyl  chloride, 
but  furnishes  an  amorphous  compound  with  phenyliso- 
cyanate.  Further,  it  does  not  appear  to  contain  ethylenic 
linkages  since  it  does  not  give  Willstatter's  permanganate 
test.  Dunstan  and  Jowett's  observations  on  the  saturated 
character  of  the  N  atom  of  the  alkaloid  are  confirmed.  It 
is  impossible  as  yet  to  decide  between  Freund's  formula, 
Cj.jH^jNO,;,  and  the  slightly  modified  one,  C34H45N011, 
proposed  by  the  author  for  aconitine  (see  C.  <£■  D.,  1904, 
65,  652),  and  in  the  present  paper  the  two  alternative 
formulae  are  given  for  each  substance  described.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  the  author's  results  enable  fairly 
definite  conclusions  to  be  drawn  with  regard  to  the  states  of 
all  the  oxygen  atoms  in  aconine  and  that  there  now  remains 
only  the  nuclear  structure  to  unravel.

The  Business  Done. 

The  associations  aro  rapidly  mustering,  and  the  nature  of 
the  winter's  work  is  foreshadowed.  At  Bath  Mr.  II.  Wippell 
Gadd,  the  originator  of  the  scheme  to  have  direct  represen- 
tation of  chemists  in  Parliament,  discussed  the  scheme  in 
detail,  recommending  that  it  should  bo  entrusted  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  that  chemists'  associations 
should  subscribe  10/.  yearly,  the  idea  being  to  get  a  young 
barrister  to  do  the  Parliamentary  hack-work.  Exeter,  while 
approving  generally,  suggests  that  the  Federation,  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association,  and  the  Drug  Club  should  be 
associated  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Brighton  has 
re-elected  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  F.C.S.,  as  president  of  the 
local  association  for  the  fourteenth  time.  A  satisfactory 
report  of  Conference  matters  was  submitted.  Mr.  Clement 
Fielding  spoke  at  Dowsbury  on  "  Pharmaceutical  Ameliora- 
tion," suggesting  that  chemists  in  the  employment  of  com- 
panies should  bo  ostracised,  and  that  chemists  should  go  in 
for  high-class  dispensing.  Dewsbury  considered  him  Utopian 
on  the  latter  point,  at  least.  Grimsby  and  other  associa- 
tions are  to  discuss  the  Poisons  Schedule,  with  our  recent 
articles  as  a  basis.  Halifax  has  decided  to  start  a  scheme  of 
pushing  popular  specialities  designed  by  its  own  members, 
the  profits  to  be  devoted  to  advertising  the  articles.  Malt 
and  oil  is  the  first  one  selected. 


Exeter  Association  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  David  Reid, 
14  Blackhall  Eoad,  on  Monday,  October  3,  Mr.  F.  Vinden 
presiding.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  P.  F.  Rowsell, 
W.  Aplin,  E.  Lemmon,  T.  C.  Milton,  H.  Wippell  Gadd, 
J.  Harris,  F.  Sloman,  J.  Hinton  Lake,  and  D.  Reid. 

"  Bournemouth  Formulary." — The  meeting  discussed 
this  matter,  but  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is 
inadvisable  to  take  any  steps  in  regard  to  it  at  present, 
and  the  Chairman  suggested  that  the  doctors  should  be 
the  body  to  submit  a  formulary  to  chemists. 

Cheltenham  Water. — Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  (Hon. 
Sec.)  said  he  had  received  a  communicatioin  from  the 
Cheltenham  and  District  Chemists'  Association  in  respect 
to  the  proposed  syndicate  of  chemists  for  trading  in  Chel- 
tenham water.  The  meeting  resolved  that,  whilst  they  are 
unable  to  take  up  shares,  they  would  be  willing  to  further 
the  interests  of  the  syndicate  by  promoting  the  sale  of  the 
water. 

Local  Secretary. — It  was  unanimously  resolved  to 
recommend  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  re-appoint  Mr. 
David  Reid  as  the  local  Secretary  of  the  Society. 

B.P.C. — Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  gave  a  resume  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at  Brighton, 
and  said  it  was  one  of  the  best  meetings  held  for  several 
years.  Mr.  J.  Hinton  Lake  interested  the  meeting  with  a 
description  of  the  visit  to  Paris. 

Federation. — The  Hon.  Sec.  further  reported  on  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Federation  of  Local  Associations  at 
Brighton  The  item  on  the  agenda  which  excited  the  most 
general  interest  was  the  Exeter  resolution  on  the  subject  of 

Parliamentary  Representation. 
The  meeting  on  the  whole  viewed  the  subject  with 
favour,  but  some  gentlemen  did  not  hesitate  to  say  they 
were  totally  opposed  to  the  scheme.  The  general 
feeling  was  that  it  was  not  possible  for  them  to 
pass  the  resolution  which  the  Exeter  Association  put 
down  on  the  agenda,  and  the  question  was  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  Federation  is  now  issuing  a 
circular  containing  the  following  motions  for  discussion 
at  the  earliest  possible  date  : 

(1)  That  this  Association  is  in  favour  of  the  representa- 
tion of  pharmacy  in  Parliament. 

(2)  That  in  order  to  ensure  this,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  should  be  asked  to  institute  a  special  purposes  fund. 

(3)  That  this  Association  will  support  such  a  fund  to  the 
utmost  of  its  power,  and  urges  all  pharmacists  to  spare  no 
efforts  to  ensure  its  success. 

Where  possible,  members  of  the  Federation  Committee 
will  arrange  to  attend  meetings  at  which  this  question 
is  down  for  discussion. 


Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  said  whilst  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  meeting  with  more  favour  than  it  used  to  do, 
they  must  not  forget  that  to  make  any  scheme  thoroughly 
successful  they  should  interest,  as  far  as  possible,  all  sec- 
tions of  the  trade.  Should  the  fund  be  vested,  as  sug- 
gested, in  the  hands  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  only,  it  might  be  that  some  aspect  of  legislation 
might  be  taken  by  the  Society  which  did  not  appeal  to  the 
trade  as  a  whole.  Therefore  they  should  seek  as  wide  a 
basis  as  possible  for  the  administration  of  the  fund.  He 
moved  the  first  motion.  Mr.  Lemmons  seconded,  Mr. 
Milton  supported,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  agreed 
to. 

Mr.  Rowell,  after  discussion,  moved  the  following  : 

That  this  Association  suggests,  in  order  to  secure  the  fore- 
going, that  a  fund  be  established,  and  that  the  management 
of  the  same  be  vested  in  a  committee  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives chosen  by  each  of  the  following  bodies — namely, 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  the  Federation 
of  Local  Associations,  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association, 
and  the  Wholesale  Drug  Club. 

Mr.  J.  Hinton  Lake  seconded  the  resolution,  but  said1 
he  thought  that  any  attempt  made  to  establish  a  Parlia- 
mentary fund  would  not  meet  with  the  success  desired 
unless  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  took  a  leading  part  in 
its  establishment  and  management. 

The  meeting  expressed  its  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Rowsell 
for  his  excellent  suggestions,  and  the  resolution  was 
carried  unanimously. 

It  was  further  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Rowsell, 
seconded  by  Mr.  J.  Hinton  Lake  : 

That  this  Association  will  support  such  a  fund  to  the 

utmost  of  its  power,  and  urges  all  pharmacists  to  spare  no 

efforts  to  ensure  its  success. 

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reid 
for  their  hospitality. 


Bath  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  the  Board-room 
of  the  Technical  Schools  on  Thursday,  September  28. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  chair  was  taken  by 
Mr.  E.  Whiston,  Vice-President.  Letters  of  apology  were 
read  from  the  Mayor  (Mr.  B.  John),  who  had  been  unex- 
pectedly called  away,  and  from  other  members. 

Miscellaneous  Subjects. 
Mr.  Olds  read  a  letter  which  he  had  received  from  Mr.  God- 
frey Day,  Director  of  Studies  under  the  City  Educational 
Authority,  calling  attention  to  the  provision  made  for  the 
teaching  of  the  sciences  relating  to  pharmacy  at  the  Techni- 
cal Schools,  and  offering,  if  there  should  be  a  demand  for 
such,  to  arrange  for  a  course  of  lectures  on  materia  medica.  It 
was  resolved  to  bring  these  classes  under  the  notice  of  the 
assistants  and  apprentices  in  the  city,  and  to  strongly  urge 
their  attendance  at  the  same. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  a  meeting  of  the  Association  on  the 
first  Thursday  of  every  month. 

The  questions  of  early  closing  and  co-operative  buying 
were  mentioned,  but  discussion  on  the  same  was  postponed 
until  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  then  gave  an  address  on  the 

Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  congratulated  the  Bath  chemists  on 
having  formed  an  Association,  and  assured  them  that  they 
would  find,  even  if  they  were  not  able  to  accomplish  much, 
that  the  mere  fact  of  meeting  together  for  social  intercourse 
would  prove  decidedly  advantageous  to  all  concerned.  He 
described  the  Federation  as  a  bond  of  union  between  scat- 
tered societies,  a  means  of  communication  by  which  they  aro 
changed  from  isolated  items  and  atoms  into  links  in  a 
complete  chain.  The  Federation  by  its  rules  cannot,  and  by 
its  action  does  not,  supplant,  but  supports  the  work  of  th& 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  All  statutory  bodies  are.  he  said, 
limited  in  their  action  by  their  charters,  and  the  Federation 
is  able  to  undertake  work  which  the  Society  cannot  touch. 
Moreover,  statutory  bodies,  in  common  with  the  concert  of 
Europe  and  steam-rollers,  move  slowly,  if  effectually,  and 
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the  Federation  is  useful  in  applying  a  stimulant  and  initiat- 
ing work  which  the  Society  might  be  able  to  carry  out.  In 
the  same  way  as  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
supplements  the-  work  of  the  Society  on  the  scientific  side,  so 
the  Federation  supplements  it  on  the  commercial  side.  The 
Federation  had  in  the  past  done  useful  service,  particularly 
in  connection  with  the  proposed  introduction  of  the  cash-on- 
delivery  system  and  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  At  the  present 
moment  the  principal  subject  engaging  the  attention  of  the 
Executive  Committee  is 

THE  DIRECT  REPRESENTATION  OF  PHARMACY  IN  PARLIAMENT. 

,  The  need  of  such  representation  is  obvious.  Nearly 
every  other  calling  is  represented  more  or  less  directly. 
Pharmacy  cannot,  of  course,  have  direct  representation  in 
the  sense  that  labour  has.  Pharmacists  do  not  seek  to 
exercise  direct  intimidation,  as  has  been  done  by  some 
classes,  who  make  their  trade  their  politics.  But  the  direct 
representation  which  pharmacy  needed  is  the  obtaining  seats 
for  pharmacists  in  Parliament.  .  Only  men  who  have  been 
through  the  mill  know  the  machinery,  and  it  is  essential  that 
the  makers  of  pharmaceutical  laws  should  have  the  advan- 
tage of  the  assistance  of  experts  who  have  knowledge  of 
pharmaceutical  practice.  This,  he  said,  is  not  merely  a 
selfish  suggestion,  but  is  essential  for  the  public  weal.  He 
mentioned  in  illustration 

THE  QUESTION  OF  STANDARDS  FOR  MEDICINES, 

which  is  still  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition.  The  Board  of 
Agriculture  has  power  to  make  standards  for  milk,  cream, 
butter,  and  cheese,  but  for  drugs  there  are  no  statutory 
standards.  The  Irish  Local  Government  Board  has  fixed 
standards  to  which  their  contractors  must'  comply.  But  no 
man  cares  for  the  English  sick  poor.    Again,  with  regard  to 

THE  SALE  OF  POISONS, 

the  recent  action  of  the  Privy  Council  in  rejecting  the 
recommendations  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  made  at  the 
instigation  of  the  Privy  Council  itself,  to  include  acetanilide 
and  sulphonal  in  the  Poisons  Schedule,  was  undoubtedly  due 
to  imperfect  informaticn.  It  is  idle  to  talk  bombastically  of 
not  taking  such  rejections  lying  down.  Whether  adminis- 
tered in  a  recumbent  posture  or  otherwise,  they  have  to  be 
taken.  Without  a  direct  representative  in  Parliament 
pharmacy  is  dumb ;  with  a  direct  representative  she  would 
at  least  be  articulate.  The  House  of  Commons,  although  a 
somewhat  discredited  assembly,  has  the  saving  virtue  of  a 
readiness  to  listen  to  men  who  have  special  knowledge  of  the 
subjects  concerning  which  they  speak. 

If  direct  representation  of  pharmacy  be  desirable,  how 
could  it  be  secured  ?  In  reply  to  this,  Mr.  Gadd  said  the 
executive  of  the  Federation  has  given  most  careful  con- 
sideration to  the  matter,  and  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
it  can  only  be  done  through  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  Society,  if  it  has  a  Parliamentary  Fund  at  its  disposal, 
might  administer  it  in  two  ways  : 

1.  By  subsidising  political  pharmacists  who  have  ability, 
ambition,  and  influence,  but  who  share  to  some  extent  the  not 
uncommon  lot  of  their  class,  the  lack  of  the  means  necessary  to 
secure  election  to,  and  maintain  the  position  of,  a  member  of 
the  Legislature. 

2.  By  obtaining  the  services  of  a  legal  adviser,  preferably  a 
young  barrister,  who  might  receive  a  salary  and  be  assisted  to 
obtain  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Commons.  Such  a  man  would 
collect,  collate,  and  administer  a  stream  of  facts  as  occasion 
arises  to  members  of  Parliament,  whether  directly  or  in- 
directly connected  with  pharmacy.  By  such  means  a  com- 
pact party  might  bo  formed,  which  would  influence  questions 
of  public  health  in  general  and  pharmaceutical  legislation  in 
particular. 

It  remained  to  be  seen,  continued  Mr.  Gadd,  how  such 
a  fund  can  be  raised  and  supported.  There  are  probably 
various  sources  from  which  help  can  be  obtained,  but  it  is 
essential  that  the  lead  should  be  given  by  the  local  Associa- 
tions throughout  the  country,  and  it  is  perhaps  not  too  much 
to  ask  that  eac  h  Association  should  contribute  not  less  than 
101.  per  annum.  The  time  is  ripe  for  action,  and  "  if  it  were 
done,  when  'tis  done,  then 't  were  well  it  were  done  quickly." 

A  good  discussion  followed.  Mr.  Loveless  asked  if  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  could  legally  make  a  grant  to  such  a 
fund.  Mr.  Gadd  replied  that  he  was  informed  that  by  the 
terms  of  its  charter  it  could  do  so. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Hallett  strongly  supported  the  work  of  the 
Federation,  and  trusted  the  Executive  Committee  would 


give  a  political  lead  to  the  local  Associations  as  occasion 
might  arise,  and  felt  sure  that  in  any  scheme  that  was  put 
forward  Bath  would  not  be  behind  with  the  necessary 
support. 

The  Chairman  said  that  the  only  chance  of  success  for 
chemists  in  the  future  is  in  unity.  He  was  pleased  to  hear 
that  the  Federation  supports  and  assists  the  work  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  thought  that  now  chemists  are 
willing  to  forego  the  widows'  clause  they  have  a  strong 
logical  case. 

It  was  ultimately  decided,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Pyrke. 
that  the  following  resolutions  be  put  down  for  discussion  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Association  : 

1.  That  this  Association  decide  to  join  the  Federation  of 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations. 

2.  That  this  Association  is  in  favour  of  the  representation 
of  pharmacy  in  Parliament. 

3.  That  in  order  to  insure  this  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
be  asked  to  institute  a  special  purposes  fund. 

4.  That  this  Association  will  support  such  a  fund  to  the 
utmost  of  its  power,  and  urges  all  pharmacists  to  spare  no 
efforts  to  insure  its  success. 


Grimsby  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Oberon 
Hotel,  Grimsby,  on  Monday,.  October  2,  Mr.  C.  Willson, 
vice-president,  in  the  chair. 

Meetings. — It  was  resolved  to  hold  meetings  on  the 
first  Monday  in  each  month  during  the  winter.. 

New  Members.— Mr.  J.  E.  Whitaker  and  Mr.  F.  W. 
Heely  were  elected  members. 

Metric  Chart. — The  Secretary  exhibited  the  new 
metric  chart  issued  by  the  Decimal  Association. 

Local  Secretaries. — A  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  inviting  the  Association  to  indicate  the  names  of 
gentlemen  suitable  as  Divisional  Secretaries  for  the  Parlia- 
mentary constituencies  within  the  district  was  read  and 
discussed.

Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Association,  held  on  Monday  even- 
ing, October  2,  Mr.  J.  Rhodes  presiding,  a  paper  on 

"  Pharmaceutical  Amelioration" 
was  read  by  Mr.  Clement  Fielding,  President  of  the 
Halifax  Association.  Chemists,  he  said,  are  proud  of 
their  title,  and  he  suggested  that  they  should  ostracise 
those  of  their  number  who  sell  their  services  to  a  company. 
One  means  of  improving  the  calling  would  be  to  go  in  for 
higher-class  dispensing.  In  nearly  every  chemist's  shop 
there  is  room  for  a  laboratory,  by  the  aid  of  which  they 
could  test  their  drugs.  They  should  not  allow  people  to 
make  cheap-jacks  of  them.  He  also  suggested  the  sale  of 
toilet  preparations  as  a  profitable  field,  was  strongly  op- 
posed to  companies  being  allowed  to  use  the  titles,  and 
spoke  in  favoar  of  the  abolition  of  the  widows  clause. 

A  long  discussion  followed,  which  was  taken  part  in  by 
Messrs.  A.  Taylor,  A.  B.  Barker,  G.  N.  Gutteridge,  R. 
Broadhead,  R.  Gledhill,  and  the  President.  Most  of  the 
speakers  approved  of  many  of  Mr.  Fielding's  suggestions, 
though  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  ideal  which  he  had  held 
out  is  almost  impossible  of  accomplishment. 

New  Members. — Messrs.  A.  Taylor  and  Sheard  (Morley) 
were  admitted  members.

Divisional  Secretaries. — It  was  agreed,  on  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  President,  that  the  secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  be  informed  that  in  their  district  they  had 
Messrs.  W.  R.  Black,  G.  B.  Wright,  and  W.  E.  Sm'ithers 
as  divisional  secretaries,  and  that  the  duties  are  efficiently 
covered. 

Cheltenham  Waters. — A  letter  from  the  Cheltenham 
Association  about  these  was  allowed  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Association  Lines. 
The  Secretary  read  a  written  statement  which  he  had 
prepared  in  regard  to  the  chemist's  profits  in  future.  It 
consisted  of  a  scheme  for  pushing  the  sale  of  chemists'  own 
proprietary  articles.  Dealing  with  his  own  Association, 
he  proposed — 

That  a  proprietary  section  in  charge  of  a  committee  be 
formed.  This  committee  to  decide  to  put  a  certain  number 
of  goods  on  its  list  and  make  the  goods  marketable.  For 
example,  in  the  case  of  a  cough  remedy,  the  committee 
would  ask  every  member  to  send  in  a  formula  and  a  name 
for  a  cough  mixture.  From  theso  a  formula  and  name- 
would  be  selected.  The  name  and  design  of  package  would 
be  registered,  the  cost  of  the  formula  would  be  reckoned, 
and,  if  practicable,  the  manufacture  placed  with  one  of  the 
members.  If  the  cost  of  production  wore  5s.  bd.,  lis.  6d., 
and  20s.  per  dozen,  according  to  size,  these  prices  would  be 
paid  by  the  trade  section,  and  the  section  would  add  2s.  per 
dozen  to  the  cost  of  each  size,  making  the  wholesale  prices 
7s.  bd.,  13s.  bd.,  and  22s.  per  dozen,  and  the  retail  Is.  l£d., 
2s.  9d.,  and  4s.  bd.  each.  Every  chemist  would  make  a 
display  in  his  window  of  the  cough-cure,  and  push  it  person- 
ally. The  committee,  would  apply  the  profits  to  advertising 
the  speciality.  The  list  of  articles  dealt  in  might  consist  of 
an  emulsion,  malt  extract  and  its  preparations,  hair  tonics, 
toilet  preparations,  a  food  for  infants,  a  pill  to  cure  every- 
thing, etc. 

The  President  remarked  that  the  scheme  seemed  work- 
able, and  he  would  be  inclined  to  support  it.  Mr.  Dixon 
said  it  might  involve  one  drawback — namely,  a  tendency  to 
destroy  one's  individuality.  Mr.  J.  Swire  said  it  need  not 
interfere  in  any  way  with  the  sales  of  one's  own  special 
lines.  Mr.  Tiffany  suggested  that  they  should  run  one 
line  as  a  trial,  and  the  President  suggested  malt  and  oil. 
Mr.  W.  R.  Fielding  thought  the  project  might  prove  more 
complicated  than  at  first  sight  appeared.  Mr.  Woodward 
favoured  the  scheme,  and  Mr.  Cobb  almost  did  the  same, 
so  ultimately  it  was  decided  to  give  the  affair  a  trial,  starting 
with  malt  and  oil. 


Bankruptcies. 

A  Quarter's  Failures.  -During  the  quarter  which  ended 
on  September  30  there  were  2,221  commercial  failures,  or  69 
less  than  in  the  same  quarter  last  year.  Among  chemists 
and  druggists  26  failed,  compared  with  34  in  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  1904  and  37  in  1903.  Grocers  and  stationers  and 
printers  are  the  only  tradesmen  who  have  failed  more 
numerously  this  year.

High  Court  Cases. 

Apollinaris  Water. 
In  the  Vacation  Court  on  Wednesday,  October  4,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Bray,  counsel  mentioned  the  case  of  the 
Apollinaris  Co.,  Ltd.  v.  Medico,  Ltd.,  trading  as  James 
Law  &  Co.  This  was  an  action  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  passing  off  of  the  defendants'  goods  as  and  for  those  of 
the  plaintiffs.  It  was  now  stated  that  the  defendants  had 
agreed  to  treat  the  motion  as  the  trial  of  the  action,  to 
submit  to  a  perpetual  injunction  in  the  terms  of  the  notice 
of  motion,  and  to  pay  the  costs. 

The  "  Brownie  "  Film. 
In  the  Vacation  Court  on  Wednesday,  October  4,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Bray,  Mr.  Kerly  moved  in  the  case  of  Kodak,  Ltd. 
v.  A.  K.  Bees,  trading  as  the  Rees  Drug  Stores,  98  Bow 
Boad,  E.,  for  an  interim  injunction  to  restrain  the  defendant 
from  selling  as  "Brownie"  films  any  films  not  manufac- 
tured by  the  Kodak  Co.  Mr.  Kerly  said  the  plaintiffs  are 
the  owners  of  trade-marks  of  which  the  word  "Brownie" 
is  one.  He  recalled  the  Kodak  Co. 's  action  with  regard  to 
that  word,  as  a  result  of  which  Mr.  Justice  Day  decided  in 
their  favour.  ,  Since  then,  until  quite  recently  there  had  not 
been  any  infringement  of  the  trade-mark.  Now,  however, 
it  had  been  ascertained  that  the  mark  had  again  been  in- 
fringed by  a  number  of  small  photographic  dealers.  On 
July  3  last  defendant  sold  to  a  man  named  John  Ragan,  who 
had  asked  for  a  Kodak  "Brownie"  film,  a  film  not  of  the 
plaintiffs'  manufacture. 

His  Lordship  asked  Mr.  Galbraith,  who  appeared  for  the 
defendant,  whether  his  client  was  willing  to  give  an  under- 
taking. 

Mr.  Galbraith  said  he  should  submit  that  in  the  par- 
ticular circumstances  of  this  case  no  sufficient  case  had  been 
made  out  to  justify  an  undertaking. 

Mr.  Kerly  said  Ragan's  case  was  not  the  only  instance. 
It  would  appear  on  the  affidavits  that  on  September  2  a 
Mr.  Boxall  was  instructed  to  go  to  the  defendants'  stores 
with  a  written  order  in  these  terms,  "Kindly  give  bearer 
one  '  Brownie '  spool."  He  was  supplied  with  a  film  not  of 
the  plaintiffs'  manufacture,  and  defendant  was  then  in- 
formed that  plaintiffs  had  received  a  complaint  from  Mr. 
Ragan. 

His  Lordship  :  It  seems  to  me  there  is  a  prima  facie  case. 
There  are  two  instances. 

Mr.  Galbraith  said  it  was  a  primd-facic  case  of  fraud  or 
nothing.  In  both  instances  there  was  nothing  on  the  film 
spools  which  could  in  any  way  refer  to  the  plaintiffs,  and  it 
was  not  possible  for  anyone  to  believe  that  the  goods  actually 
supplied  came  from  the  plaintiffs  or  were  manufactured  by 
them.  In  Ragan's  case  the  defendant  thought  he  was 
serving  a  customer  who  had  been  in  the  habit  of  asking  for 
an  "  Ensign  "  film.  No  harm  would  be  done  to  the  plaintiffs 
by  leaving  matters  as  they  were. 

His  Lordship  thought  they  were  entitled  to  be  protected 
against  possible  harm. 

Mr.  Galbraith  :  What  damage  can  the  plaintiffs  suffer  ? 

His  Lordship  :  None,  if  you  don't  do  it  again,  but  suppos- 
ing for  one  moment  that  you  are  a  fraudulent  person,  you 
may  go  on  doing  it. 

Mr.  Galbraith  :  I  have  sold  two  articles  at  Id.  each  ;  surely 
that  cannot  result  in  any  great  damage. 

His  Lordship  :  I  think  you  ought  to  give  an  undertaking. 
I  do  not  fancy  for  one  moment  that  the  Judge  who  ultimately 
tries  the  action  will  be  in  any  way  influenced  by  such  an 
undertaking. 

Mr.  Galbraith  :  If  your  Lordship  takes  that  view,  my 
client,  who  is  a  poor  man,  is  not  prepared  to  take  it  any 
further. He  will  consent  to  treat  this  motion  as  the  trial  of 
the  action  and  submit  to  a  perpetual  injunction. 

Mr.  Kerly  :  There  have  been  a  number  of  these  cases,  and 
my  clients  will  not  settle  them  without  taking  some  small 
sum  as  damages. 

His  Lordship  :  You  must  make  your  own  terms.  On  an 
undertaking  of  the  defendant  there  will  be  no  order  on  the 
motion  except  that  costs  be  costs  in  the  action.  There  was 
a  similar  motion  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  against  Arthur 
William  Hall,  chemist  and  druggist,  507  Fulham  Road  "and 
Farlow  Terrace,  Lower  Richmond  Road.    The  defendant, 


who  appeared  in  person,  consented  to  treat  the  motion  as  the 
trial  of  the  action  and  to  submit  to  a  perpetual  injunction, 
paying  an  agreed  sum  of  40s.  as  damages  and  costs 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
The  Steeton  Co-operative  Society,  Limited,  were  fined 
27s.  and  costs  at  Keighley,  on  September  29,  for  selling 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  contained  only  one-third  of 
the  minimum  amount  of  nitrous  ether  which  is  required  by 
the  British  Fharmacopceia. 

Glycerin. 

Harry  Marsden,  grocer,  of  Heckmondwike,  was  sum- 
moned at  Dewsbury,  on  September  29,  on  a  charge  of 
having  sold  glycerin  containing  a  quarter  of  a  grain  of 
arsenic  per  lb.,  the  solicitor  prosecuting  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  urging  that  the  Royal  Commission  had  re- 
commended that  it  should  be  an  offence  for  any  person  to 
sell  glycerin  that  contained  more  than  100th  part  of  a  grain 
of  arsenic  per  lb.  The  case  was  adjourned  in  order  that  de- 
fendant might  get  legal  advice. 

Magnesia. 

At  Wokingham,  on  September  26,  John  Chalker,  grocer, 
of  Hurst,  was  summoned  for  selling  magnesia  which  the 
analyst  certified  to  be  carbonate  of  magnesia  containing 
42.7  per  cent,  of  magnesia  and  57.3  per  cent,  of  water  and 
carbonic  acid. 

For  the  defence  it  was  urged  that  as  the  purchaser  only 
asked  for  magnesia  he  was  not  prejudiced.  The  purchaser 
got  value  for  his  money,  and  there  was  nothing  in  the 
article,  sold,  from  a  medicinal  point  of  view,  which  was 
prejudicial. 

Mr.  Frank  Tunbridge,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Reading, 
said  that  if  anyone  asked  for  magnesia  it  was  the  custom 
to  ask  them  whether  they  wanted  carbonate  of  magnesia 
or  calcined  magnesia,  Witness's  firm  made  up  the  packets 
supplied  by  Mr.  Chalker,  and  they  contained  carbonate  of 
magnesia. 

The  Bench  dismissed  the  case,  and  the  Chairman  said 
it  would  be  well  if  in  future  a  special  name  was  given  to 
the  article,  so  that  the  purchaser  could  understand  what 
he  was  buying. 

Milk  of  Sulphur. 
At  Loughborough  Petty  Sessions  on  October  3,  Richard 
Parsons,  Shepshed,  was  summoned  for  selling  milk  of  sul- 
phur which  according  to  the  analyst's  report  contained  not 
more  than  50  per  cent,  of  sulphur,  and  at  best  50  per  cent,  of 
hydrated  sulphate  of  lime.  For  the  defence  it  was  ex- 
plained that  by  the  old  process  of  manufacture  at  least 
50  per  cent,  of  lime  was  left  with  the  sulphur,  while  the 
present  form,  which  should  be  pure  sulphur,  was  very 
difficult  to  obtain.  Defendant  sent  an  order  to  his  whole- 
sale agents  for  milk  of  sulphur,  and,  without  his  knowledge, 
the  old  form  was  supplied.  He  believed  he  had  received 
the  up-to-date  substance,  and  sold  it  as  such.  Fined  30s., 
including  costs,  and  10s.  6d.,  the  analyst's  fee. 

At  the  same  Court  George  Arthur  Skelton,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Sileby,  was  summoned  for  a  similar  offence,  in 
this  instance  the  analyst's  report  stating  that  it  contained 
arsenic  to  the  extent  of  one-tenth  of  a  grain  per  ounce.  Mr. 
Rowlatt,  for  the  prosecution,  said  these  were  the  first  cases 
of  milk  of  sulphur  taken  in  the  country,  and  if  defendant 
had  complied  with  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  given  notice 
that  he  bought  the  article  with  a  warranty,  he  might  have 
urged  that  in  extenuation.  He  did  not  suggest  that 
defendant  was  anything  but  innocent,  and  the  sole  object  of 
the  authorities  in  bringing  the  case  was  to  intimate  to  the 
public,  and  particularly  to  the  wholesale  agents,  that  no 
arsenic  could  be  permitted  in  milk  of  sulphur.  Under  these 
circumstances  Mr.  Rowlatt  added  that  he  did  not  ask  for  a 
conviction,  but  would  be  satisfied  with  defendant  paying  the 
costs.  Mr.  W.  Simpson  (Leicester),  who  appeared  for 
defendant,  said  it  was  not  a  question  of  adding  arsenic  to  the 
sulphur,  seeing  that  arsenic  was  a  constituent  element  in 
sulphur  in  the  first  instance.  In  this  instance  the  wholesale 
agents,  on  receiving  the  article  from  the  manufacturers, 
tested  it  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  it  complied  with 
the  tests.    They  therefore  assumed  that  it  was  as  free  from 
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arsenic  as  it  could  be.  But  since  then  a  better  testing 
method  had  been  known,  and  the  article  did  not  fulfil  that 
test.  Defendant  purchased  it  as  milk  of  sulphur  "B.P." 
^British  Pharmacopoeia),  and  scld  it  as  received.  Mr. 
Rowlatt  remarked  that  milk  of  sulphur  could,  and  ought  to 
be,  prepared  without  any  trace  of  arsenic,  and  in  about 
twenty  samples  taken  in  the  county  in  the  last  month  no 
arsenic  was  found.  The  case  was  allowed  to  be  withdrawn 
on  payment  of  costs,  and  the  chairman  remarked  that  it 
would  be  a  good  thing  if  chemists  were  to  know  cf  this  new 
method  of  testing. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Claims  for  Drugs  Supplied. 

In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court,  on  Thursday.  Septem- 
ber 29,  before  Judge  Smyly,  K.C.,  Messrs.  C.  J.  Hewlett  & 
Son,  wholesale  druggists,  Charlotte  Street,  E.C.,  were 
plaintiffs  in  a  judgment  summons  against  Dr.  Moran,  Kil- 
burn,  N.W.  His  Honour  :  I  see  there  have  been  previous 
summonses.  Plaintiffs'  representative:  Oh,  yes. — This,  I 
take  it,  is  for  drugs  supplied  ?  Yes. — Have  the  previous 
orders  against  him  been  met  ?  Yes,  but  he  has  not  paid  any- 
thing since  February. — Well,  you  seem  to  have  waited  a  long 
time  before  you  took  action.  We  had  difficulty  in  serving 
him. — Difficulty  in  serving  a  doctor?  Then  I  should  not 
think  he  could  be  doing  very  well.  He  was  always  out  when 
we  called  to  serve  him. — Then  it  would  not  look  as  though 
he  is  doing  any  too  prosperously.  A  doctor  who  is  doing 
well  and  has  a  good  practice  has  to  be  at  home,  and  anyway 
there  would  not  be  any  difficulty  in  finding  him  or  seeing 
him.  We  have  always  found  a  good  deal  of  difficulty. — 
His  Honour  made  a  new  order  of  10-s.  a  month. 

Messrs.  Hewlett  also  sued  Dr.  C.  M.  Fox,  Peckham.  He 
appeared,  and  said  that  he  had  been  out  of  practice  for  the 
last  twelve  months  owing  to  an  accident,  and  therefore  was 
not  in  a  position  to  pay  anything.  His  Honour  said  he 
would  not  make  an  order. 

A  Consultant's  Fee. 

In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  Thursday,  October  5, 
before  Judge  Smyly,  K.C.,  Messrs.  Hclbrook  Bros.,  Darnley 
Road.  South  Hackney,  sued  Dr.  Dvorkovitch,  45  St.  Mary 
Axe,  E.C.,  for  21.  lbs.,  the  value  of  an  apparatus  supplied 
for  making  experiments.  Mr.  Robinson  appeared  on  behalf 
of  the  plaintiffs  and  Mr.  Norden  for  the  defendant.  In 
opening  the  case  for  the  plaintiffs,  Mr.  Robinson  said  that 
the  defendant  was  desirous  of  having  some  apparatus  for 
making  experiments  and  ordered  the  plaintiffs  to  make  it, 
which  he  did,  but  when  he  put  in  a  claim  for  the  money  he 
was  met  with  a  bill  for  professional  fees  in  connection  with 
an  invention  which  was  the  plaintiffs'.  He  had  a  gas-burner 
and  said  that  he  was  hampered  for  want  of  cash  and  asked 
the  defendant  if  he  knew  anyone  who  could  finance  him  and 
was  taken  to  a  firm  of  solicitors  in  connection  with  the 
matter.  Plaintiffs  had  no  idea  that  he  was  going  to  be 
charged  5?.  5$.  for  these  services.  Dr.  Paul  Dvorkovitch 
gave  evidence  on  his  own  behalf.  He  said  he  got  big  fees 
at  all  times  for  consultations,  and  never  imagined  when  he 
was  consulted  by  the  plaintiff  that  he  would  have  to  do  it 
free  of  charge.  When  he  saw  the  gas-burner  he  told  him 
where  it  was  wrong,  and  although  he  had  the  highest  opinion 
of  the  plaintiff  as  a  workman,  he  did  not  consider  him  theo- 
retical. Mr.  Robinson  :  I  should  like  to  ask  you  why  you 
demonstrated  this  burner  to  the  solicitors  if  you  knew  that  it 
was  practically  useless.  Defendant  :  Because  I  wras  asked 
to.  Mr.  Robinson  :  But  you  knew  it  would  be  no  good  when 
you  did  so.  Defendant  :  My  desire  was  to  demonstrate  where 
it  could  be  made  a  practicable  article.  His  Honour  :  Did  you 
ever  make  a  report  to  the  plaintiff  upon  this  article?  De- 
fendant :  No  ;  I  was  never  asked  to.  His  Honour  :  But  how 
can  you  make  out  that  you  did  your  part  of  the  work  if  you 
did  not  supply  a  report  upon  what  you  had  been  consulted 
about,  even  supposing  you  had  been  consulted.  Defendant : 
If  I  had  made  a  report  I  should  have  made  a  charge  of 
twenty-five  guineas.  His  Honour  :  I  do  not  see  any  evidence 
that  you  were  consulted  in  this  matter,  and  there  will  be 
judgment  for  the  plaintiff  on  the  claim  and  counterclaim. 
Judgment  accordingly.

Cochin  nux  vomica, 
too,  is  very  scarce  in  first-hands.  Senega  is  quiet,  and  is 
now  fairly  plentiful ;  balsam  copaiba  remains  cheap,  and 
cod-liver  oil  is  quiet.  Chamomiles  are  very  firm.  Menthol 
has  had  a  set-back,  but  has  almost  recovered  the  decline. 
H.G.H.  Peppermint  oil  is  3c/.  firmer,  but  bulk  oil  is  slow 
of  sale.  Caraway  oil  is  distinctly  higher,  and  English 
lavender  from  the  growers  is  cheaper.  Among  fine  drugs 
and  chemicals  the  chief  alteration  is  a  further  advance  in 
German  refined  camphor,  but  English  and  Japanese  have 
not  moved ;  prices  of  American  strychnine  have  now  been 
brought  into  line  with  those  of  the  English  makers.  Qui- 
nine remains  in  the  same  dull  condition.  Opium  is  steadier.

On  the  one  hand,  the  principal  importers  of  bark  from  Java 
are  holding  for  a  minimum  of  6  cents,  and  will  probably  do  so 
until  December  31,  when  the  combination  comes  to  an  end, 
unless  it  is  renewed  for  a  further  period,  which  appears  doubt- 
ful. But  the  result  has  been  that  at  late  sales  at  Amsterdam 
about  half  the  quantity  offered  has  been  withdrawn,  and  the 
stocks  of  bark  in  Holland  in  first-hands  are  rapidly  increas- 
ing— during  August  alone  the  increase  amounted  to  about 
7,000  packages  (estimated  to  contain  1,000,000  oz.  quinine). 
What  they  will  be  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  impossible  to 
forecast.  It  seems  obvious  that  if  the  combination  such  as  at 
present  exists  is  to  be  a  success  it  must  be  accompanied  by 
some  reduction  in  the  supplies  of  bark.  But,  instead  of  any 
falling-off  in  shipments  from  Java,  there  has  been  an  increase 
this  year.  To  onlookers  the  Java  planters,  etc.,  appear  to 
have  begun  at  the  wrong  end.  They  have  already  shown  they 
are  able  to  combine  for  their  common  good ;  but  if,  instead  of 
fixing  a  limit  for  the  sale  of  their  bark,  they  were  to  form  a 
Trust  to  reduce  shipments  from  Java,  from  whence  about  ninc- 
tenths  of  the  world's  supply  is  derived,  they  could  get  any 
price  they  liked  for  their  bark,  which  would  depend  almost 
automatically  on  the  extent  of  the  reduction."  [To  the  above 
we  may  add  that  the  three  principal  Continental  manufac- 
turers of  quinine  have  bought  comparatively  little  bark  at  the 
eight  auctions  held  at  Amsterdam  this  year,  so  that  their 
stocks  must  now  be  at  a  low  point.  They  will,  in  all  prob- 
ability, maintain  th's  attitude  to  the  end  of  the  year,  await- 
ing further  developments. — Ed.]

— An  advice  from  the  Continent  states 
that  the  article  is  very  quiet,  and  that  the  new  crop  has 
been  large.  It  is  therefore  probable  that  the  large  stocks  in 
Europe  will  be  increased  considerably,  and  that  prices  will 
be  further  reduced. 

Wax,  Japan. — Small  sales  have  been  made  at  58s.  spot. 
Zinc  Oxide. — A  German  advice  reports  that  the  crude 
material  has  for  some  time  been  in  a  very  firm  position,  and 
in  consequence  of  a  fresh  increase  in  price  the  current 
quotations  are  already  6m.  per  100  kilos,  higher  than  they 
were  in  August.  This  higher  value  of  the  raw  material  has 
caused  the  works  to  make  another  increase  in  the  price  of 
oxide  by  2m.  per  100  kilos.  The  current  price  of  "green 
seal"  is  59m.,  and  of  "red  seal"  54m.  per  100  kilos.  In 
London  the  prices  are  25s.  6c/.  and  22s.  per  cwt.  respectively. 

Coffee-burning  Pastilles  are  the  latest  thing  for  dispelling 
the  unpleasant  odour  of  tobacco  clinging  to  rooms. 

A  Factory  for  the  production  of  yellow  prussiate  of  potash 
was  established  at  Barcelona  in  1904. 
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Tunis  Sfonces. — M.  Froudo,  Consular  Agent  for  Belgium 
.at  Gabes,  in  Tunis,  states  that  sponge-fishing  has  almost 
ceased  there.  The  inhabitants  are  instead  devoting  atten- 
tion to  the  cultivation  of  olives,  and  during  the  last  few  years 
■very  successful  olive-harvests  have  been  secured. 

Mangrove-extract. — Quito  a  largo  industry  has  sprung  up 
tin  recent  yoars  in  the  export  of  mangrove-barks  from  tropical 
•countries  such  as  German  East  Africa,  Ceylon,  North  Queens- 
land, Borneo,  and  elsewhere.  Although  certain  of  these 
tmangrove-barks  are  very  rich  in  tannin,  containing  from 
45  to  50  per  cent,  of  this  constituent,  and  are  therefore  of 
groat  value  in  the  tanning-industry,  they  almost  invariably 
contain  a  quantity  of  a  red  colouring-matter,  which  is  ab- 
sorbed by  the  hide  in  the  tanning-process,  producing  a  red- 
tinted  leather.  Such  leather  always  brings  from  Id.  to  2d. 
por  lb.  loss  than  that  possessing  the  light-buff  colour  charac- 
teristic of  oak  tanned  leather.  For  this  reason  mangrove- 
Cbark  has  never  become  popular  with  tanners  in  England  and 
the  principal  markets  for  it  have  been  Hamburg  and  Antwerp. 
IRecently,  however,  the  Germans  have  discovered  a  new 
•tanning-material  in  "  mallet-bark,"  derived  from  Eucalyptus 
nccidentalis,  which  is  widely  distributed  in  New  South  Wales, 
Victoria,  and  Natal.  The  demand  for  this  bark,  which  pro- 
duces a  light-brown  slightly  harsh  leather,  has  grown  very 
rapidly;  thus  in  1904  about  4,000  tons  were  exported  from 
Australia,  and  it  is  expected  that  50,000  tons  will  bo  exported 
during  the  present  year.  This  competition  appears  to  have 
seriously  affected  the  trade  in  mangrove-bark  ;  and  as  this  is 
of  great  importance  to  some  German  Colonies,  the  German 
Colonial  Society,  which  is  presided  over  by  John  Albert, 
Duke  of  Mecklenburg,  has  offered  a  prize  of  500^.  for  the  dis- 
covery of  a  process  by  which  a  mangrove-bark  extract  can  be 
prepared  which  will  be  free  from  the  red  colouring-matter  or 
sn  which  the  dye  will  be  rendered  incapable  of  absorption  by 
the  hide.  The  conditions  under  which  the  prize  may  be  com- 
peted for  are  set  out  in  the  current  number  of  "  Der  Tropen- 
pflunzer"  and  in  recent  issues  of  the  "  Kolonial  Zeitung." 

Liquorice  and  Galls  in  Asia  Minor.— The  recently  issued 
report  of  M.  Duckerts,  Belgian  Consul-General  at  Smyrna, 
states  that  the  liquorice-root  industry  in  his  district  has  bene- 
fited by  the  purchases  of  the  Anglo-American  Syndicate, 
which  has  sub-let  vast  tracts  in  Mesopotamia  for  the  cultiva- 
tion and  extraction  of  the  root.  This,  according  to  the  Consul- 
General,  is  exported  principally  via  Bassorah  in  British 
vessels,  which  are  under  contract  not  to  accept  consignments 
from  rival  producers.  The  syndicate  has  recently  sent  out 
an  expert  to  improve  the  methods  of  cultivating  liquorice 
■now  in  vogue  in  Asia  Minor.  At  present  the  root  is  allowed 
to  spread  anyhow,  and  is  merely  dug  out  in  the  spring  and 
dried  in  the  sun.  The  production  of  gall-nuts  in  Mesopo- 
tamia was  only  4,000  sacks,  as  against  6,000  to  8.000  in  normal 
years  and  10.000  in  particularly  good  years.  The  output  of 
opium  in  Anatolia  in  1904  was  50  per  cent,  more  than  in  1903. 

Preparation  of  Opium  in  Persia.— M.  L.  de  Villegars  de 
Saint  Pierre,  who  is  attached  to  the  Belgian  Legation  at 
Teheran,  has  recently  supplied  to  the  Foreign  Office  at 
Brussels  some  notes  on  the  production  of  opium  in  Persia. 
The  manufacture  of  opium  from  the  poppy  was  introduced 
into  Persia  by  the  Arabs,  who  overran  the  country  in  the 
eighth  century,  and  who  had  themselves  acquired  a  know- 
ledge of  the  drug  from  Greece.  The  export  of  opium  from 
Ormuz  and  other  Persian  Gulf  ports  is  recorded  as  early  as 
the  fifteenth  century.  The  seed  is  sown  in  October  or  No- 
vember, after  the  land  has  been  worked  and  irrigated. 
Selections  of  the  best  plants  are  made  when  they  are  5  cms. 
"high  and  again  -when  they  are  18  and  32  cms.  high  respec- 
tively. The  principal  enemies  of  the  plant  are  the  locusts 
and  an  insect  locally  known  as  "sen";  both  of  these  pests 
•eat  the  young  shoots,  and  so  prevent  the  formation  of  flowers. 
The  collection  of  the  opium  begins  about  April,  and  is  car- 
ried out  on  much  the  same  plan  as  in  Asia  Minor.  Each 
capsule  yields  from  2.3  to  4.6  grams  of  liquid,  and  the  yield 
of  opium  per  hectare  is  about  18  to  24  kilograms.  The  opium 
is  bought  from  the  farmers  for  cash  by  brokers,  who  sell  it 
•wholesale  to  merchants,  usually  at  from  two  to  three  months' 
•credit.  For  the  European  market  the  opium  is  graded  to 
contain  from  10  to  11  per  cent,  of  morphine  by  mixing  in 
appropriate  proportions  the  richer  opiums  produced  in 
Ispahan  and  Abadeh  with  the  poorer  qualities  obtained  in 
Bouroujird.  Opium  for  the  Hong-Kong  market  is  mixed 
with  the  bitter  yellow  "  sarcocolla  "  gum  produced  in  North 
Persia.  Opium  is  used  in  various  forms  in  Persia ;  it  is  taken 
•in  pills  or  smoked  by  the  well-to-do,  whilst  the  poor  smoke  it 
mixed  with  dates,  sugar,  etc.  At  Meshed  the  "  dottles  "  from 
the  opium-smokers'  pipes  are  saved,  extracted  with  water, 
and  the  extract  worked  up  with  fresh  opium.    This  mixture 


is  known  as  "  chiro,"  and  is  sold  at  a  low  price.  The  drug 
is  also  the  basis  of  a  number  of  pastes  and  dainties  of  various 
kinds,  in  which  its  bitterness  is  obscured  by  nutmeg,  carda- 
mom, or  cinnamon  flavouring.  Exact  statistics  of  the  produc- 
tion of  opium  in  Persia  are  not  obtainable,  but  it  is  generally 
believed  that  the  cultivation  of  the  poppy  has  extended 
greatly  in  recent  years,  and  has  to  some  extent  replaced 
wheat.  The  export  in  1903  amounted  to  364.496  kilos.,  which 
went  principally  to  China,  Turkey,  and  the  United  Kingdom. 


IDanUla. 

By  F.  E.  Ellis,  F.C.S. 


WHILE  on  a  visit  to  Mauritius  I  took  the  oppor- 
tunity of  making  a  few  inquiries  in  regard  to  the 
vanilla-industry,  which  I  learned  is  not  in  a  flourishing 
condition.  At  the  present  time  severe  competition  with 
the  Seychelles  and  Bourbon  descriptions  keeps  the  cultiva- 
tion in  the  Mauritius  at  a  very  low  point.  Last  year,  for 
instance,  only  about  two  thousand  kilos,  of  vanilla  was 
exported — an  unimportant  amount  as  compared  with  the 
Seychelles  export.  Another  reason  for  the  decrease  in 
production  is  the  destruction  of  many  plants  by  disease  and 
an  insect-pest.  I  therefore  turned  my  attention  to  Bourbon, 
which  produces  an  excellent  quality  of  vanilla,  the  exports 
amounting  to  about  thirty  tons  yearly.*  Practically 
all  exports  are  shipped  direct  to  Bordeaux,  whence  they 
are  distributed  to  London,  Paris,  New  York,  etc.  The  best 
pods  average  about  22  centimetres  in  length,  and  ordinary 
about  16  centimetres ;  but  for  all  practical  purposes  short 
lengths  are  equally  as  good  as  the  longer.  In  the  Seychelles 
vanilla-growers  have  suffered  for  several  years  from  over- 
production, which  in  turn  has  brought  about  a  collapse 
in  prices. 

A  few  particulars  of  vanilla-cultivation  in  the  Seychelles 
as  I  saw  it  may  be  interesting.  To  propagate  the  plant,  a 
slip  or  cutting  is  obtained  from  a  mother  vine,  and  planted 
aslant  in  the  soil  at  a  depth  of  four  inches.  This  is  now  pro- 
tected from  the  sun  with  dry  grass.  When  the  shoots  begin 
to  appear,  three  sticks  (about  six  feet  in  height)  are  placed 
in  camp-fashion  over  them,  around  which  they  are  twined. 
The  flower  appears  during  the  second  or  third  season,  and 
the  curing  takes  place  in  June,  July,  and  August.  The 
work  of  fertilisation  or  pollination  of  the  flowers  is  all  done 
by  hand  on  the  day  they  open.  It  is  mostly  done  by  women 
and  children,  and  is  a  simple  operation,  the  tongue  of  the 
plant  being  lifted  up  with  a  slip  of  wood  and  the  anthers 
and  stigma  squeezed  together  between  the  forefinger  and 
thumb.  Early  morning  is  the  best  time  for  fertilisation,  and 
an  ordinary  hand  will  do  a  hundred  or  so  per  hour.  Only  a 
small  percentage  of  flowers  fail  to  fecundate,  and  in  this 
case  they  drop  off  in  three  days  or  less ;  but  otherwise  they 
remain  attached  to  the  stalk  and  slowly  wither.  The  pods 
grow  to  their  full  size  in  five  or  six  weeks,  but  take  some 
eight  months,  more  or  less,  before  they  ripen.  The  indica- 
tion of  ripening  is  a  slight  yellowing  of  the  whole  pod. 
Great  care  is  used  in  removing  the  pod  from  the  flower- 
stalks,  the  pods  being  grasped  one  by  one  near  their  attached 
ends,  very  slightly  twisted,  and  at  the  same  time  pressed 
aside  with  the  thumb.  They  are  gathered  into  baskets  and 
sorted.  There  are  many  different  methods  of  curing  the 
pods  for  the  market.  Briefly,  the  baskets,  containing 
perhaps  4C0  pods,  are  dipped  into  a  cauldron  of  hot  wTater — 
from  170°  F.  to  190°  F. — for  ten  seconds  (the  temperature 
of  the  water  has  much  to  do  with  the  successful  curing  cf 
the  vanilla).  The  dips  are  repeated  twice,  and  after  the 
third  dip.  when  most  of  the  water  has  drained  off,  the  pods 
are  placed  in  a  wooden  box  or  barrel  lined  with  blankets. 
By  the  following  day  they  have  turned  to  a  light  brown 
chocolate  colour,  and  are  then  ready  to  spread  on  the  drying- 
shelves  in  the  open,  during  which  time  they  become  browner 
and  browner.  The  drying  is  also  continued  in  the  curing- 
house,  which  is  kept  at  a  certain  temperature,  and  the  slower 
the  process  the  more  uniform  and  better  is  the  result.  When 
finished,  the  peds  are  well  wiped  with  soft  flannel,  tied  up 
in  bundles  of  various  sizes,  and  placed  in  tin  boxes  holding 
about  twelve  pounds.

The  Session  Opened  with  an  Address  by  Sir  Boverton  Redwood. 


THE  opening  of  the  sixty-fourth  session  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  took  place  in  the  lecture-theatre  of  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  W.C.,  on  October  2.  At  three  o'clock, 
when  the  President  (Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson)  came  in, 
the  theatre  was  comfortably  filled.  Sir  Thomas  Hanbury 
sat  on  the  left  of  the  President,  Sir  Boverton  Redwood 
and  Mr.  J.  R.  Young  (Vice-President)  being  on  the 
right.  The  Councillors  present  were  Messrs.  M.  Carteighe, 
A.  Cooper,  W.  G.  Cross,  A.  Hagon,  Walter  Hills, 
A.  E.  Hobbs,  C.  J.  Park,  D.  Storrar,  and  A.  C. 
Wootton.  Prince  von  Stolberg-Wernigerode,  from  the 
German  Embassy,  occupied  a  front  seat.  We  noticed  also 
Sir  George  Watt,  Mr.  Corne- 
lius Hanbury,  Mr.  J.  C. 
Umney,  Mr.  W.  Warren,  Mr. 
I.  Bourdas,  Mr.  J.  W. 
Bowen,  Dr.  Attfield,  Mr. 
F.  A.  Rogers,  Mr.  Joseph 
Ince,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  H. 
Naylor  (President  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference). The  October  ex- 
aminations being  on,  members 
of  the  London  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers were  present  in  force. 

The  President  opened  the 
proceedings  with  a  few  words 
of  welcome  to  the  students 
and  visitors,  and  intimated 
that  he  had  received  letters 
of  apology  for  absence  from 
Mr.  Cornwall  (Chairman  of 
the  London  County  Council), 
Sir  Wm.  Ramsay,  Sir  Diete- 
rich  Brandis,  Professor  Cash, 
Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme, 
Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins,  Mr.  W.  L. 
Currie,  and  Mr.  John  Harri- 
son. 

Dr.  A.  W.  Crossley,  the 
Dean  of  the  School,  was  then 
asked  to  read  his  report  on 
the  School.  It  was  the  first 
occasion  he  had  done  so  as 
Dean,  and  he  said  he  had 
nothing  but  good  to  report. 
The  session  had  been  a  very 
satisfactory  one,  the  number 
of  students  having  been 
seventy-two,  against  sixty- 
two  in  the  previous  session ; 
whilst  the  work  done  had 
reached  the  high-water  mark. 
The  examination-results  were 
very  striking,  as,  out  of 
twenty-one  students  present- 
ing themselves  for  the  Major, 
nineteen    had    passed,  this 

being  a  record  in  numbers  and  percentages.  The  Society, 
he  added,  could  desire  no  better  proof  that  its  efforts  for 
education  are  appreciated  by  students.  The  Dean  then  gave 
a  resumi  of  the  successes  gained  by  past  students,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  School 
staff,  the  position  of  Demonstrator  in  Chemistry  being  now 
filled  by  Mr.  E.  T.  Jones,  B.Sc.  The  future  prosperity  of 
the  School  the  Dean  regards  as  satisfactory. 

The  Pereira  Medal. 

Mr.  Prosper  H.  Marsden  then  read  the  report  of  the 
examiners  on  the  Council  prizes  competition,  for  which  eight 
candidates  were  examined.  The  Pereira  medal  was  awarded 
to  Mr.  A.  E.  Young,  and  the  silver  medal  to  Mr.  J.  M. 
Treneer.  It  was  noted  that  another  member  of  Mr.  Young's 
family  obtained  the  Pereira  medal  in  1900,  whilst  another 
brother  won  the  Council  silver  medal  in  1902. 

Mr.  Young  was  then  introduced  to  the  President  by  Pro- 


fessor H.  G.  Greenish,  the  origin  of  the  Pereira  medal  being 
told  at  some  length  by  Professor  Greenish. 

The  President  handed  the  medal  and  certificates  to  Mr. 
Young.    Mr.  Treneer  was  not  there  to  receive  his  medal. 

The  Bell  Scholarship. 
Mr.  F.  U.  Stamp  next  read  the  report  of  the  examiners 
for  the  Jacob  Bell  and  Manchester  scholarships.  For  the 
Jacob  Bell  scholarships  there  were  fourteen  candidates,  Mr. 
M.  W.  Bell  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Hampshire  being  the  successful 
students.  The  examiners  regretted  that  so  few  students 
entered  for  the  examination,  and  referred  to  the  alterations 
that  will  probably  be  recommended  by  the  Education  Com- 
mittee, who  are  considering 
the  question  of  raising  the 
standard  of  the  examination. 
For  the  Manchester  scholar- 
ship there  were  two  candi- 
dates, the  successful  one 
being  Mr.  A.  Knowles,  who 
has  elected  to  take  his  course 
of  study  at  Owens  College, 
Manchester. 

Mr.  Bell  and  Mr.  Hamp- 
shire then  came  forward,  and 
were  congratulated  on  their 
success.  The  gift  of  books 
was  also  made,  in  accordance 
with  the  Thomas  Hyde  Hills 
bequest. 

Miss  Nora  Renouf,  who 
has  been  awarded  the  Salter 
scholarship,  also  came  for- 
ward, and  shook  hands  with 
the  President.  She  was  in- 
troduced by  Dr.  Crossley,  the 
Dean. 

The  Hanbury  Gold  Medal. 

The  President  then  briefly 
outlined  the  origin  of  the 
Hanbury  gold  medal,  which 
is  awarded  biennially  for  ex- 
cellence in  original  research 
into  the  chemistry  or  natural 
history  of  drugs.  The  medal 
this  year  for  the  first  time 
carries  with  it  the  sum  of  50Z. . 
from  the  recent  additional 
endowment  of  Sir  Thomas 
Hanbury.  The  medal  this 
year  was  awarded  by  the 
Committee  of  Selection  to 
Dr.  Ernst  Schmidt,  Director 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Insti- 
tute, Marburg.  University. 
Dr.  Schmidt  was  not  present, 
but  the  medal  was  handed  to 
Prince  von  Stolberg-Werni- 
gerode, of  the  German  Embassy,  who  expressed  his  gratitude 
on  behalf  of  Dr.  Schmidt.  The  award  is,  he  said,  another 
proof  that  science  is  international,  and  that  the  rivalry  of 
science  is  a  friendly  one.  (Applause.) 

Specialism  in  Science. 

Sir  Boverton  Redwood  was  next  called  upon  to  deliver 
the  inaugural  address  to  the  students,  and  began  by  saying 
that  he  recognised  the  invitation  to  deliver  the  address  as  a. 
graceful  and  touching  tribute  to  the  memory  of  his  father, 
who  was  formerly  a  professor  in  the  Society's  School.  Sir 
Boverton  was  in  his  early  days  lecture  assistant  to  his 
father,  and  referred  to  the  days  passed  within  the  walls  of 
that  institution  as  the  most  fruitful  and  happy  in  his  life. 
He  had  his  anxieties ;  he  remembered  there  was  a  furnace 
in  the  laboratory  which  was  a  source  of  much  tribulation. 
His  father  was  a  man  who  could  more  easily  pardon-  an 
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error  in  a  chemical  equation  than  the  overheating  of  the 
zinc  which  was  to  be  granulated  in  sight  of  the  students. 
»Sir  Boverton  then  referred  to  some  remarks  by  Mr.  Car- 
teighe  that  his  father  was  a  physicist  rather  than  a  chemist, 
and  admitted  that  it  was  in  the  application  of  physics  to 
pharmacy  that  his  father  excelled.  The  manual  dexterity 
which  his  father  was  noted  for  was  due  to  his  training  as  an 
apothecary,  and  it  was  this  that  fitted  him  for  the  task  of 
designing  Bell's  laboratory  in  Oxford  Street.  It  was  in  the 
laboratory  on  the  top  floor  that  he  (Sir  Boverton)  received 
the  communication  that  led  to  him  devoting  himself  to  the 
subject  of  petroleum,  for  which  task  his  early  training  was 
very  valuable.  Chemical  technology  was  not  his  own 
choosing  as  a  life  occupation,  for  from  the  inscription  in  a 
copy  of  "Griffin's  Chemical  Technology"  which  he  had  he 
found  it  was  given  to  him  by  his  father  on  the  day  of  his 
birth.  (Laughter.)  Thus  he  had  been  devoted  to  chemistry 
from  the  earliest  stage  of  his  existence.  Proceeding  to  com- 
pare the  facilities  now  afforded  to  the  student  of  pharmacy 
with  those  which  existed  at  the  time  to  which  he  had  re- 
ferred, he  dwelt  upon  the  personal  responsibilities  of  the 
student,  who  must  carefully  guard  against  imagining  that 
his  path  has  been  made  so  much  smoother  than  that  of  his 
predecessors  that  less  exertion  is  needed  on  his  part  to 
acquire  the  knowledge  at  which  he  is  aiming.  On  the  con- 
trary, if  success  is  to  be  achieved,  it  must  be  recognised  that 
far  more  is  expected  of  the  student  than  formerly  sufficed, 
and  it  is  only  by  earnest,  whole-hearted,  unremitting  appli- 
cation that  *the  aspirant  to  honourable  independence  can 
hope  to  attain  to  an  enviable  position.  It  is  also  to  be 
hoped  that  every  student  will  avoid  such  limitations  of 
work  as  are  implied  in  seeking  simply  to  acquire  the  know- 
ledge needed  for  the  passing  of  a  specified  examination. 
Equally  important  is  it  to  realise  that,  however  high  the 
qualifications  of  the  teacher,  it  is  impossible  for  the  student 
to  become  really  educated  without  hard,  patient,  and  inde- 
pendent thinking  and  work;  for,  as  a  great  writer  had  said, 
every  man  has  two  educations — that  which  is  given  to  him, 
and  that  which  he  gives  himself,  the  latter  being  by  far  the 
more  valuable.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  education 
should  be  progressive  throughout  life,  but  it  is  not  equally 
well  recognised  that  even  examinations  have  their  equiva- 
lent in  the  frequently  recurring  opportunities  which  our 
fellow-men  are  afforded  of  forming  a  judgment  of  our  be- 
haviour in  circumstances  of  difficulty.  It  has"  been  said  by 
the  author  of  a  previous  address  that  there  are  but  three 
classes  of  men — the  retrograde,  the  stationary,  and  the  pro- 
gressive. But  he  thought  that  the  man  who  is  stationary 
is  in  imminent  danger  of  retrogression,  and  he  urged  every- 
one to  strive  to  acquire  each  day  a  little,  if  only  a  very  little, 
more  wisdom,  quoting  Sydney  Smith's  remark  that  it  is  no 
more  possible  for  an  idle  man  to  keep  together  a  certain 
stock  of  knowledge  than  it  is  possible  to  keep  together  a 
stock  of  ice  exposed  to  the  meridian  sun.  Insisting  upon 
the  true  nobility  of  all  conscientious  work,  however  lowly 
the  position  of  the  worker,  he  dealt  with  the  conditions  of 
general  study,  and  devoted  the  remainder  of  his  address  to 
the  subject  of  specialism,  the  dominant  note  of  advanced 
knowledge  in  these  days.  He  confidently  asserted  that  the 
two  dangers  to  be  guarded  against  are  the  premature  com- 
mencement of  specialising  and  superficiality  in  acquiring 
special  knowledge.  Most  of  us  need  to  specialise  rigidly  if 
■we  would  apply  to  ourselves  the  maxim  of  knowing  some- 
thing of  everything  and  everything  of  something;  but  there 
is  a  risk  that  the  prevailing  craze  for  specialism  may  lead 
us  to  begin  specialising  too  soon,  and  tempt  us  to  be 
satisfied  with  a  veneer  which  would  not  stand  the  test  of 
hard  wear,  however  well  it  may  look  at  first  sight.  A  man 
making  his  living  by  the  exercise  of  a  special  calling,  such 
as  that  of  a  pharmacist,  is  the  better  qualified  for  his  avoca- 
tion in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  his  general  knowledge, 
and  he  shared  the  view  which  had  been  expressed  in  that 
lecture-theatre  by  a  distinguished  professor,  that  the  pre- 
vailing tendency  of  our  schools  and  universities  is  far  too 
much  in  the  direction  of  specialisation.  At  the  same  time, 
he  thought  that  if  students  are  to  keep  before  them,  as  he 
hoped  all  students  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  ever 
would,  the  laudable  aim  not  merely  of  earning  their  daily 
bread  and  being  useful  members  of  the  community,  but  also 
of  adding  something  to  the  sum  of  human  knowledge,  it  is 
needful  for  them  to  specialise,  and  to  specialise  not  only  in 


the  sense  in  which  the  pharmaceutical  chemist  fits  himself 
for  his  calling,  but  subsequently  to  select  some  particular 
subject  of  study,  with  a  view  to  learning  something  more 
about  it  than  other  people  knew.  It  is,  however,  impossible 
to  specialise  advantageously  until  one  has  first  of  all  laid  a 
sufficiently  substantial  foundation  of  wide  general  know- 
ledge, and  it  is.  no  doubt,  increasingly  difficult  to  resist  the 
temptation  to  abbreviate  the  preparatory  course  of  training 
and  study.  On  the  one  hand,  a  sufficiency  of  general  know- 
ledge means  more  and  more  every  year,  and,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  greater  earnestness  with  which  the  battle  of  life 
is  daily  being  fought  strongly  appeals  to  one  to  break  away 
from  the  ranks  and  attempt  more  daring  feats.  Nothing 
but  a  firm  resolve  to  lead  the  strenuous  life,  of  which  Pre- 
sident Roosevelt  affords  so  conspicuous  an  example,  will 
enable  students  to  carry  out  this  programme,  but  such  a 
life  will  assuredly  bring  a  more  or  less  rich  reward  to  all 
who  lead  it.  No  student  should  be  discouraged  by  the 
thought  that  he  has  few  opportunities  for  doing  anything 
more  than  his  daily  duties.  Let  him  remember  the  career 
of  Scheele,  the  illustrious  Swedish  chemist,  who  spent  a 
laborious  life  in  working  up  an  ultimately  prosperous  busi- 
ness as  a  pharmacist,  but  who,  nevertheless,  found  time  to 
prosecute  researches  resulting  in  discoveries  which  still  rank 
amongst  the  most  important  that  chemists  have  made ;  and 
it  should  further  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  research  work 
was  not  carried  out  in  a  well-equipped  laboratory,  such  as 
students  have  at  their  disposal,  but  was  conducted  in  a 
back  shop  during  such  hours  as  could  be  spared  from  an 
exacting  business.  After  some  further  remarks  on  the  risk 
of  premature  specialism  and  the  choice  of  a  subject  for 
special  study,  the  speaker  strongly  insisted  on  the  absolute 
necessity  for  thoroughness  in  specialism,  pointing  out  that 
there  are  times  when  even  the  conscientious  student  needs 
strength  of  will  to  resist  the  temptation  to  "scamp"  his 
work.  It  is  even  more  necessary  for  the  specialist  vigi- 
lantly to  guard  against  superficiality,  for,  as  soon  as  a  man 
rises  above  the  average  level  in  respect  of  knowledge  of  a 
particular  subject,  he  becomes  to  a  considerable  extent  re- 
moved from  the  healthy  atmosphere  of  argumentative  and 
corrective  criticism,  and  it  is  then  that  his  inherent  qualities 
are  put  to  the  test.  There  will  be  times  when  a  student  will 
think  he  has  pursued  his  subject  far  enough,  but  at  such 
times  he  should  search  his  conscience,  and  remember  that  he 
cannot  long  sail  under  false  colours.  In  after-years, 
whether  he  has  real  or  fictitious  knowledge  will  soon  be 
shown.  . 

The  address  occupied  about  forty  minutes  in  delivery, 
and  when  it  was  finished, 

Sir  Thomas  Hanbury  moved  a  vote  of  thanks,  and  hoped 
the  students  would  take  to  heart  the  numerous  quotations  it 
contained,  at  which  there  was  a  suspicion  of  a  smile. 

Mr.  Carteighe,  seconding  the  vote  of  thanks,  said  Sir 
Boverton  Redwood  was  out  of  condition  through  the  press 
of  his  numerous  duties  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  He  had 
detected  some  feverish  symptoms  about  his  manner  of  deli- 
very, and  thought  it  verv  plucky  for  the  lecturer  to  have 
gone  through  with  his  address.  Mr.  Carteighe  also  referred 
to  Sir  Boverton  Redwood  as  the  most  perfect  specimen  of 
specialising. 

The  President,  in  putting  the  motion  to  the  meeting, 
said  he  had  come  in  contact  with  Sir  Bo-verton  Redwood  in 
connection  with  duties  on  the  Committee  of  the  London 
County  Council  that  is  dealing  with  traffic  in  the  Port  of 
London.    Petroleum  is  one  of  the  chief  imports.  _ 

The  motion  was  carried  with  applause,  and,  in  acknow- 
ledging it, 

Sir  Boverton  Redwood  said  he  counted  it  a  privilege  to 
stand  in  the  place  where  his  father  so  often  stood  in  the  last 
century.  It  was  not  without  a  note  of  sadness  and  regret 
that  he  recalled  the  manner  of  delivery  of  his  father  and 
Professor  Bentley.  He  remembered  the  proceedings  at  the 
evening  meetings  of  the  Society,  when  the  father  of  the 
present  talented  Secretary  was  present,  and  the  late  Mr. 
T.  X.  R.  Morson.  his  (the  speaker's)  mother's  father.  "  If,' 
he  concluded,  "  it  be  given  to  the  spirit  of  my  father  to 
know  what  is  passing  on  this  sphere,  I  am  sure  he  shares  my 
gratitude  for  what  has  been  said." 

Tea  was  partaken  of  in  the  examination-hall  by  those  who 
staved,  whilst  others  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
to  inspect  the  departments  of  the  school.

The  Messina  Certificate. 

Sir, — Referring  to  the  letter  by  Dr.  Berte  in  your  issue  of 
September  30,  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  what  he  finds 
as  the  percentage  of  aldehydes  in  lemon  oil  other  than  citral. 
Is  one  to  understand  that  the  figure  found  by  Sadtler —  viz., 
5.26  per  cent. — is  incorrect,  inasmuch  that  citral  alone  was 
determined,  and  if  the  reagent  had  been  capable  of  deter- 
mining the  other  aldehydes  present,  the  figures  would  have 
been  found  nearer  7.5  per  cent.,  or,  in  other  words,  that  the 
oil  contained  2.2  per  cent,  aldehydes  other  than  citral  ?  If 
that  is  Dr.  Berte's  argument  he  must  be  unaware  of  the  fact 
that  normal  sodium  sulphite  does  combine  with  octylic, 
nonylic,  and  citronellal  aldehydes,  as  we  have  repeatedly 
shown  in  our  various  publications.  Citronellal,  by  the  way, 
we  have  not  found  in  a  genuine  oil,  and  very  much  doubt  if  it 
is  present  even  in  the  smallest  quantity,  and  we  believe  the 
octylic  and  nonylic  aldehydes  which  we  discovered  were 
originally  confounded  with  citronellal.  But  what  is  more 
to  the  point,  can  Dr.  Berte  obtain  with  a  bisulphite  com- 
pound 65  per  cent,  of  total  aldehydes  in  a  normal  terpeneless 
oil,  and,  if  so,  can  he  explain  why  the  prices  charged  for 
these  terpeneless  oils  as  manufactured  in  Messina  are  totally 
out  of  proportion  to  the  theoretical  yield  they  should  give  as 
based  on  the  certificate  of  Messina  analysts  ?

those  rates.  Messrs.  B.  W.  &  Co.  surely  neither  desire, 
nor  should  they  allow,  so  unsatisfactory  a  state  of  things  to 
continue,  which  they  can  quickly  alter  if  they  care  to  do  so.

Dublin  R3tail  Tradsrs'  Grievance. 
Sir, — Kindly  permit  mo  to  draw  the  attention  of  retail 
drug  traders  in  Dublin  to  a  matter  of  exceedingly  great 
importance  to  them.  There  are  several  reputable  whole- 
sale drug  houses  in  Dublin  that  receive  very  considerable 
support  from  the  retail  houses  in  the  same  city.  Some  of 
these  wholesale  houses  have  retail  counters,  and  I  regret  to 
say  that  they  invariably  adopt  in  connection  with  their 
retail  departments  the  trade-murdering  system  of  price 
cutting,  and  to  such  an  extent,  too,  as  to  make  it  impossible 
for  the  ordinary  retailer  to  compete  with  them.  It  is  a 
fact  within  my  personal  knowledge  that  goods  have  been 
supplied  to  retail  customers  by  these  houses  at  a  lower 
figure  than  that  at  which  wholesale  customers  are  supplied. 
I  am  sure  any  fair-minded  trader  will  at  ence  see  and 
admit  that  such  trading  is  unfair,  and  mcst  unworthy  of 
firms  whose  long  standing  and  respectability  entitle  them 
to  claim  precedence,  especially  having  regard  to  the  fact 
that  they  receive  very  loyal  support  from  Dublin  retail 
traders,  and  that  they  are  to  a  very  considerable  extent 
dependent  upon  that  support.  I  cannot  but  imagine  that 
if  the  attention  of  the  management  of  these  wholesale  firms 


were  drawn  to  the  seriousness  of  their  action  in  adopting  the 
price-cutting  system  at  their  retail  counters,  they  would 
readily  have  matters  set  right.  Dublin  retail  traders  as  a. 
body  ought  to  see  to  this  matter  at  once,  and  consider  care- 
fully and  promptly  whether  they  shall  continue  to  extend 
their  support  to  these  firms,  if  matters  are  allowed  to< 
continue  as  they  are.  If  any  appreciable  movement  is  put 
on  foot,  or  united  action  taken  by  my  fellow-retailers,  I 
shall  be  most  happy  to  subscribe  one  guinea  towards  ex- 
penses, if  necessary,  and  I  trust  that  some  abler  pen  than 
mine  will  take  the  matter  up  now,  and  not  allow  it  to  drop 
until  we  as  retailers  obtain  our  rights.

Society  of  Pharmaceutical  Analysts. 

Sir, — Some  few  months  ago  an  attempt  was  made  to  form 
an  "Institute  of  Clinical  Analysts,"  the  object  of  which 
was  to  recruit  a  new  society  from  the  ranks  of  those  chemists 
and  druggists  whose  training  has  not  been  such  as  would 
enable  them  to  enter  the  Institute  of  Chemistry,  but  who 
are  perfectly  competent  to  undertake  clinical  analysis — 
many  of  them,  indeed,  much  more  competent  for  such  work 
than  the  average  F.I.C.  I  am  one  of  those  who  think  there 
may  be  danger  in  the  multiplication  of  "Institutes,"  but 
there  might  have  been  room  for  this  new  body  had  those 
who  wished  to  found  it  taken  courage  and  boldly  pro- 
claimed their  intentions.  They  were  so  modest  that  every- 
thing about  the  proposal  was  shrouded  in  portentous 
secrecy.  One  condition  stipulated  by  the  organisers  of  the 
new  Institute  was  that  membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  should  be  a  sine  qua  non  to  ad- 
mission, the  Fellows  of  the  Institute  of  Clinical  Analysts- 
becoming  in  this  way  the  crime  de  la  crenie  of  pharmacy. 

Unfortunately,  the  little  venture  has  not  come  off,  and  the 
idea  has  been  abandoned  ;  but  it  is  now  proposed,  "  owing  to- 
inefficient  support,"  to  promote  a  "  Society  of  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Analysts."  Apparently  there  is  no  intention  to  confine 
the  new  Society  to  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  every 
chemist  and  druggist  who  has  ever  tested  a  sample  of  urine 
for  albumen  or  sugar  will  consider  that  he  is  entitled  to 
become  a  member  provided  he  is  also  an  M.P.S.  I,  as  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  strongly  object  to  anything  else 
than  the  highest  legal  qualification  in  pharmacy  being  made 
the  first  condition  of  membership,  irrespective  of  connection 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  No  Minor  man  should  b^ 
admitted  who  has  not  shown  evidence  by  work  published 
since  his  qualification  that  he  has  analytical  capabilities- 
apart  from  those  shown  at  his  examination.

Before  submitting  queries  in  this  department,  subscribers  are  ad- 
vised to  consult  the  "  C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1905,  on  General  and 
Trade  laws,  p.  287 ;  Pharmacy  and  Poison  laws,  p.  299,  and 
Medicine-stamp  Acts,  p.  279.  In  respect  to  the  last  we  can 
mark  labels  "Liable"  or  "Not  liable"  if  they  are  sent  in 
duplicate,  and  with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for 
return  of  the  marked  ones. 

Full  particulars  in  regard  to  trade-mark  registration  will  be  found 
in  the  "  Diary,"  p.  240. 


Corporation  (81/70). — The  best  procedure  when  claiming  for 
disturbance  in  respect  to  a  lease  acquired  for  local  improve- 
ments is,  first,  to  prepare  a  statement  showing  what  the  profits 
of  the  business  have  been  during  a  period  equal  at  least  to  that 
which  the  lease  has  still  to  run.  The  statement  of  the  returns 
and  so  on  will  probably  show  an  increasing  business,  and  the 
expenditure  in  promoting  it  may  not  yet  be  exhausted.  When 
you  have  all  the  figures  before  you,  and  are  able  to  support 
them  with  contemporary  books,  you  had  better  submit  all  the 
facts  to  an  accountant  with  a  view  to  your  figures  being 
certified.  Keep  the  fact  in  mind  that  you  may  be  called  upon 
for  public  examination,  so  that  there  must  be  nothing  incon- 
sistent between  what  you  say  and  your  statements  to  the 
Income-tax  Commissioners;  in  short,  you  should  be  guided  by 
a  solicitor. 

Subscriber  (82/68).—"  Prevents  decay  "  and  "  prepared  only 
by  "  may  be  used  in  regard  to  a  tooth-powder  or  other  denti- 
frice, as  they  are  not  "  medicines." 

A.  W.  P.  (83/15). — The  proposed  label  for  your  head  and 
nerve  powder  contains  no  dutiable  description  ;  nor  will  the 
powders  be  made  liable  to  duty  by  putting  them  up  in  boxes  of 
any  number. 

Alpha  (82/26).— (1)  Should  an  ointment  of  yellow  oxide  of 
mercury — very  dilute — suitable  for  an  eye-ointment,  be 
labelled  "  Poison  "    if  sold  in  Id.  boxes  or  tins?  [No.] 

(2)  Would  a  similar  ointment  made  with  the  red  oxide  of 
mercury  be  subject  to  Part  2  of  the  Poisons  Schedule '?  [Yes.] 

(3)  Such  cocoa  as  that  which  you  describe  is  sold,  and  is  not 
regarded  as  an  infringement  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts.  The  same  remark  applies  to  your  query  about  mustard 
deprived  of  part  of  its  oil.  In  both  cases  the  purchaser  is  not 
prejudiced. 


t'crrum.  (79/22). —  (1)  Recommendatory  Showcards  for 
known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies  are  quite  in  order, 
so  long  as  the  compositions  of  the  preparations  are  disclosed 
on  the  labels,  as  is  the  case  in  the  examples  which  you  submit 
to  us.  (2)  Heroin  is  not  a  scheduled  poison,  because  it  is  not 
officially  considered  to  be  a  preparation  of  morphine,  nor  is 
it  a  vegetable  alkaloid.

Tyro  (156/8).— Developing  Roll-films.— The  developer 
should  be  either  pyro  or  ortol.  The  ordinary  formula  is  used, 
and  when  finished  the  product  is  diluted  with  an  equal  part  of 
water.  There  is  considerable  choice  of  devoloping-macnines 
for  roll-films,  the  "Economic"  and  the  "Ensign"  being  in- 
expensive varieties.  These  arc  figured  in  Houghton's  price- 
list. 

G.  C.  (71/31).— (1)  Bleaching  Ivory.— The  ivory  index  of  an 
old  barometer,  which  has  become  discoloured  by  age,  can  be 
partly  restored  by  keeping  it  immersed  in  warm  hydrogen 
peroxide  for  a  few  days.  (2)  We  do  not  remember  the  inquiry 
for  a  process  of  duplicating  typewriting.  We  use  the  neostyle 
method. 

A.  B.  (65/14).— Preservative  for  Non-alcoholic  Unfer- 
mented  YV1NES. — The  recommendation  of  the  Departmental 
Committee  which  inquired  into  the  use  of  preservatives  in  food 
was  that  the  quantity  of  salicylic  acid  in  a  beverage  should 
not  exceed  1  grain  per  pint.  If  the  wines  arc  Pasteurised 
before  bottling,  they  will  keep  perfectly  until  uncorked,  and 
the  small  quantity  of  salicylic  acid  ensures  them  keeping  a 
reasonable  time  after  opening. 

Ximrod  (56/9).— Red-cloth  Reviver.— Alizarine-red  gives 
to  cloth  a  fine  scarlet  colour  when  an  aluminium  mordant  is 
used.  Try  mordanting  the  cloth  with  a  10-per-cent.  solution 
of  aluminium  tartrate  before  applying  the  solution  of  aliz- 
arine-rcd.  This  should  fix  the  dye  so  that  it  is  not  washed  oft 
by  the  rain.

Loto  (26/9)  writes  to  us  in  regard  to  his  Metcl-Quinol  De- 
veloper. He  has  made  a  developer  from  the  following  for- 
mula for  some  time  :

but  recently  after  standing  an  hour  the  quinol  and  metol  are 
thrown  out  of  solution.  We  have  had  several  complaints 
lately  about  this  developer,  and  in  one  case  traced  the  trouble 
to  the  use  of  hard  water  in  place  of  distilled  water.  As 
"  Loto  "  has  used  distilled  water,  we  are  inclined  to  attribute 
the  difficulty  to  a  variation  in  the  composition  of  the  metol. 

Amicus  (65/55)  sends  a  sample  of  a  substance  that  was  found 
floating  on  the  surface  of  a  pool,  and  as  three  cows  had  died 
after  drinking  at  the  same  pond  it  was  thought  the  powder 
may  have  had  something  to  do  with  it.  We  are  not  able  to 
settle  the  point  which  "  Amicus  "  raises,  as  our  examination  of- 
the  powder  yields  only  negative  results.  The  powder  is  fun- 
goid in  character,  but  we  know  of  no  British  fungus  suffi- 
ciently deadly  to  kill  cows  that  ingest  a  small  quantity. 

J.  A.  (29,  95).— Packing  fob  Safes.— A  mixture  of  kiesel- 
guhr  1  and  ammonia-alum  4  is  used  for  this  purpose.  As  alums 
contain  much  water  of  crystallisation,  this  is  driven  off  as 
steam  when  the  alum  is  heated,  as  also  ammonia,  the  result 
of  the  heat  being  that  a  residue  of  alumina  is  left.  Hence 
when  a  safe  packed  with  ammonia-alum  is  exposed  to  fire,  the 
heat  which  reaches  the  packing  is  consumed  in  converting 
solid  water  and  solid  ammonia  into  vapours.  Moreover,  both 
vapours  possess  certain  powers  of  extinguishing  flame.  An 
aperture  must  be  left  in  the  outer  casing  of  the  safe  to  permit 
the  vapours  to  escape. 

A.  G.  (37/90). — Faded  Dagterrotype. — The  apparent  fad- 
ing is  due  to  tarnishing  of  the  silver  surface,  and  the  best  way 
to  remove  it  is  to  treat  carefully  with  a  solution  of  potassium 
cyanide  10  grains  in  1  oz.  of  distilled  water,  then  drying. 
The  plate  has  to  be  resealed  afterwards,  Canada  balsam 
furnishing  the  best  lure.

The  Appointment  of  Mr.  A.  J.  J.  B.  Simons,  B.A.,  of 
the  Government  Analytical  Laboratory,  Graham's  Town, 
to  be  an  analyst  under  the  Act  of  1890,  has  been  approved 
by  the  Governor. 

Plague. — The  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
shows  that  the  Colony  is  at  length  free  from  plague. 
There  are  no  cases  under  treatment  at  the  plague  hospitals, 
either  at  Port  Elizabeth  or  East  London. 

New  Chemists. — On  the  recommendation  of  the  Colonial 
Pharmacy  Board,  the  following  have  been  authorised  to 
practise  as  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  Colony  : — Samuel 
Boyd,  chemist  and  druggist,  formerly  of  Annan,  Scotland, 
and  James  Anderson  Williamson,  chemist  and  druggist, 
formerly  of  Elgin,  Scotland. 

Municipal  Honours. — Pharmacy  has  been  fairly  well 
represented  by  the  results  of  the  Municipal  Elections  held 
in  Cape  Town  last  month. 
Mr.  James  Jones,  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Cape  Colony,  has  been 
returned  as  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  while  Mr. 
F.  Smith,  son-in-law  of  Mr. 
J.  A.  Mathew  (Heynes, 
Mathew  &  Co.),  has  been 
returned  at  the  head  of  the  poll. 
Dr.  Forsyth,  a  local  medical 
practitioner,  has  also  been 
elected.  It  is  the  intention 
of  the  members  of  the  Cape 
Society  to  present  a  congratu- 
latory address  to  Mr.  Jones, 
who  is  the  proprietor  of 
"  Rheumaticuro,"  a  well- 
known  speciality. 

British  Association  at  Mafeking. — Our  correspondent 
in  Mafeking,  writing  on  September  9,  says  : 

About  thirty  members  of  the  Association  arrived  here  on 
Tuesday  evening  (September  5),  having  travelled  by  rail 
from  Johannesburg  to  Klerksdorp,  and  thence  by  carts, 
waggonette,  and  motor-car  to  Mafeking.  On  Wednesday 
morning  they  were  received  at  the  Town  Hall  by  the  Mayor 
and  Reception  Committee.  After  a  formal  welcome  by  the 
Mayor  and  inspecting  a  collection  of  siege  and  native  curios, 
skins,  horns,  &c,  which  had  been  arranged  in  the  supper- 
room,  they  took  their  places  in  vehicles  provided,  and,  with 
one  of  the  local  committee  in  charge  of  each  conveyance, 
were  driven  through  the  large  native  (Barolong)  staadt  and 
pretty  nearly  all  round  the  defences  of  the  town,  the  various 
points  of  interest  being  pointed  out  by  the  guides.  In  the 
afternoon  everyone  did  as  he  pleased.  For  my  own  part, 
I  took  my  two  companions  of  the  morning  (Professor  M.  C. 
Potter  and  Mr.  Barnard)  to  the  Railway  Camp,  where  some 
experimental  work  in  tree-growing  and  cotton-raising  is 
being  done  by  Mr.  Heyer,  of  the  Cape  Forestry  Depart- 
ment ;  then  to  the  Bechuanaland  Protectorate  Police  Camp, 
to  the  fort  which  Eloff  first  captured  and  then  surrendered 
to  his  captives  on  May  12,  1900.  A  stroll  to  the  staadt, 
where  Professor  Potter  added  to  his  collection  several  dif- 
ferent specimens,  chiefly  mimosas  and  acacias,  filled  up  the 
time  until  the  dinner-hour.  A  conversazione  in  the  Town 
Hall  was  fairly  well  attended  in  the  evening,  and  between 
the  musical  items  an  interesting  address  was  given  by 
Mr.  G.  Fletcher,  F.G.S.,  Dublin,  on  "Agricultural  Co- 
operation." On  Thursday,  whilst  the  zoologists  were  taking 
measurements  of  natives  of  the  Barolong  staadt  and  of  a 
small  colony  of  Vaalpens,  or  bushmen,  the  majority  had  a 
little  outing  to  the  Wondergat,  a  curious,  very  deep,  small 
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lake,  surrounded  by  almost  perpendicular  walls  of  rock, 
about  sixteen  miles  from  Mafeking.  Part  of  the  road  is 
so  bad,  even  in  this  country  of  rough  roads,  that  those  who 
visited  it  will  long  remember  the  Wondergat  by  reason  of 
the  jolting  they  got.  Another  forty  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation arrived  during  the  afternoon,  having  driven  in 
coaches  across  country  from  Pretoria.  In  the  evening  the 
Town  Hall  was  well  rilled  to  hear  a  lecture  by  Mr.  A.  D. 
Hall,  M.A.,  of  Rothamsted,  Herts,  on  "The  Fertility  of 
the  Soil  and  its  Origin."  Mr.  Ba'ley,  one  of  the  Land 
Commissioners  for  Ireland,  gave  a  short  address  on  "  Land 
Settlement  and  Agricultural  Co-operation,"  taking  the  par- 
ticulars mainly  from  Ireland.  Sir  Benjamin  Baker,  in 
replying  to  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer  and  the  Asso- 
ciation, made  it  clear  that  a  practised  eye  had  been  spying 
out  the  land  for  possibilities  in  the  direction  of  irrigation, 
and  said  that  though  there  is  no  place  for  any  one  great 
work  like  the  Assouan  dam,  there  are  very  many  parts  in 
South  Africa  where  small  dams  and  irrigation-works,  carried 
out  cautiously  and  with  due  regard  to  proper  conditions, 
may  prove  very  remunerative  undertakings.  After  this  the 
farewells  began,  and  our  visitors  departed  to  their  hotels 
to  pack  up,  in  readiness  to  join  one  of  the  four  special  trains 
conveying  the  rest  of  the  members  of  the  British  Associa- 
t:on  to  the  Victoria  Falls.  The  first  train  arrived  here 
about  midnight,  and  the  last  left  at  4  a.m.  Professor  Potter, 
having  to  return  for  the  October  examinations  at  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  was  unable  to  visit  the  Falls,  and  left  for 
Capetown  by  Wednesday  night's  train.  I  may  mention 
that  Professors  Harvey  Gibson  and  Reynolds  Green  were 
a'so  amongst  the  vrsitors.  It  is  not  often  that  one  sees  three 
pharmaceutical  botany  examiners  together. 

Natal. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Todd  has  been  admitted  to  practise  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist  in  the  colony  of  Natal. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Miller,  formerly  of  Edinburgh  and  Cape 
Town,  has  been  admitted  to  practise  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist  in  the  Colony. 

A  Long-standing  Dispute. — In  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Natal  recently,  before  the  Chief  Justice  (Sir  Henry  Ball), 
Mr.  Justice  Beaumont,  and  Mr.  Justice  Broome,  in  the 
case  of  the  American  Medicine  Co.  v.  H.  J.  Brereton, 
chemist,  Durban,  an  application  by  defendant  to  compel 
plaintiffs  to  file  security  was  refused  by  their  lordships,  on 
the  ground  that  the  application  was  too  late.  This  action 
is  the  outcome  of  a  long-standing  dispute,  and  the  result 
of  the  case,  which  comes  on  for  hearing  at  an  early  date, 
will  be  awaited  with  interest. 

Methylated-spirit  Permits. — At  Durban  on  Septem- 
ber 11,  a  case  was  before  the  Magistrate  in  which  it  tran- 
spired that  methylated-spirit  drinking  is  on  the  increase 
among  the  natives,  permits  being  forged  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  the  spirit.  The  Magistrate  impressed  on  the  natives 
in  court  that  he  meant  to  suppress  it,  and  accordingly  he 
sentenced  an  umfaan  to  three  months  in  gaol,  and  then  to 
be  apprenticed  for  two  years.  An  older  native,  against 
whom  were  previous  convictions,  was  fined  501.,  or  six 
months'  imprisonment ;  and  two  natives  convicted  of  supply- 
ing the  spirit  were  fined  101.  each,  or  three  months. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

The  British  Association  members  have  come  and  gone. 
They  enjoyed  their  stay  in  Bloemfontein.  Cameras  were 
very  much  in  evidence,  and  one  policeman  on  duty  in  front 
of  Government  Buildings  seemed  to  be  a  very  favourite 
subject  of  attack ;  he  declared  he  was  snapped  about  a 
hundred  times  during  the  Saturday  morning. 

Consumptives  not  Wanted. — Dr.  Tomory,  medical 
officer  of  health  for  Bloemfontein,  in  his  annual  report  for 
1904,  states  :  During  the  first  six  months  of  the  year  there 
were  more  deaths  from  consumption  than  from  enteric 
fever.  The  cases  were  nearly  all  imported,  and  Dr. 
Tomory  asks  that  colonists  should  be  warned  that  tuber- 
culosis is  communicable,  and  he  particularly  calls  attention 
to  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  cases  of  consumption 
arrived  at  Bloemfontein  from  England  in  the  last  stages 
of  the  disease,  and  "  merely  to  die."  Writing  in  reference 
to  this  our  correspondent  in  the  town  says  : 

The  question  of  "  dumping  down  "  tuberculous  patients 
in  th:s  Colony,  and  more  especially  in  Bloemfontein,  is 
becoming  a  serious  matter,  and  too  much  publicity  cannot 
be  given  to  the  fact  that  it  is  no  use  tuberculous  people 
coming  out  here  with  the  idea  that  they  will  be  able  to  find 
light  employment  which  will  enable  them  to  live  and  be 
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cured.  Bloomfontein,  like  every  other  South  African  town, 
is  suffering  very  much  from  trade  depression,  and  every- 
where retrenchment  is  the  order  of  the  day  and  staffs  are 
being  reduced.  Consequently,  it  is  a  case  of  the  weakest 
going  to  the  wall.  It  is  no  use  tuberculous  patients 
coming  here  unless  their  friends  can  guarantee  them  a 
monthly  remittance  of  at  least  10/. ,  but  the  idea  that  they 
can  come  and  find  light  employment  sufficient  to  keep  them 
is  entirely  erroneous. 

Transvaal. 

A  Small-pox  Outbreak  in  Johannesburg  is  getting  rather 
big.  Up  to  September  8  there  had  been  154  cases,  and 
there  were  on  that  date  under  treatment  84  whites,  7 
Indians,  and  15  natives. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Lester,  son  of  Mr.  T.  R.  Lester,  M.P.S.I., 
Cork,  was  one  of  the  committee  who  organised  an  excel- 
lent matinee  performance  at  the  Empire  Theatre.  Johannes- 
burg, on  Saturday,  September  2.  It  was  on  behalf  of  St. 
Mary's  Orphanage. 

Importation  of  Opium. — In  the  Legislative  Council  of 
September  6  Sir  George  Farrer  moved  the  adjournment  of 
the  sitting  in  order  to  call  attention  to  the  importation  ot 
opium.  Permission  having  been  given,  he  stated  that 
general  merchants,  as  well  as  chemists,  are  importing  the 
drug.  One  firm  imported  1^  ton  in  August,  and  sold 
366  lbs.  in  one  day  to  one  customer.  A  second  imported 
many  cwt.  per  month ;  a  third  consigned  four  cases  to  a 
railway  station,  and  a  fourth  imported  4  cwt.  per  month. 
Opium  is  sold  in  the  Colony  at  25.?.  per  lb.,  against  9.?.  in 
England.  Sir  George  urged  the  Government  to  prosecute 
these  sellers,  as  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance 
places  the  sale  of  this  poison  in  the  hands  of  qualified 
chemists.  The  Attorney-General,  in  the  course  of  his 
reply,  said  great  difficulties  surround  the  subject,  but  the 
Government  propose  to  place  the  illicit  sale  of  opium  to 
Chinese  on  the  same  footing  as  the  illicit  sale  of  liquor  to 
natives,  and  this  statement  satisfied  Sir  George  Farrer. 

New  Pharmacy  Ordinance. — A  deputation  of  medical 
men  and  chemists  [the  President  of  the  Medical  Council 
and  Dr.  Veale,  the  President  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  (Mr. 
Dinwoodie)  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Jones]  had  an  interview  at 
Pretoria  on  September  6  with  the  Attorney-General  and  un- 
official members  of  the  Legislative  Council  in  regard  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Amending  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Ordin- 
ance. The  object  of  the  deputation  was  to  protest  against 
Clause  7,  and  while  the  chemists  were  inclined  to  concede 
something  in  reference  to  the  sale  of  Dutch  medicines  and 
poisons  by  storekeepers  in  the  country  districts,  the  medical 
members  of  the  deputation  were  not  so  complaisant.  The 
deputation  were  informed  by  the  Attorney-General  that 
the  proper  way  out  of  the  present  difficulty  is  to  adopt 
the  Cape  Colony  provisions  in  the  Transvaal.  It  is,  there- 
fore, expected  that  the  Ordinance  will  pass  without  material 
alteration.  Further,  that  the  interests  of  chemists  will  be 
safeguarded  when  the  new  provision  comes  into  effect,  as 
the  Pharmacy  Board  will  in  all  probability  assist  in  drawing 
up  the  regulations  which  will  guide  magistrates  in  granting 
licences  to  storekeepers.  In  this  connection  the  "  Trans- 
vaal Leader  "  says  : — 

The  sale  of  patent  medicines  is  not  to  be  wholly  con- 
demned. All  patent  medicines  are  not  bad,  and  many  of 
them  serve  a  very  useful  purpose  in  emergency.  As  a  matter 
of  convenience,  we  consider  that  this  old-established  custom 
should  be  retained  in  the  Colony,  not  because  it  is  old,  but 
on  account  of  its  expediency.  We  are  in  perfect  accord  with 
correspondents  who  think  that  the  law  regulating  the  sale 
•of  poisons  should  provide,  as  far  as  possible,  for  the  restric- 
tion of  these  sales  to  qualified  chemists  and  dispensers.  Let 
these  have  the  exclusive  right  in  areas  where  customers 
enjoy  every  facility  for  purchasing  what  they  need.  To 
withdraw  the  privilege,  however,  from  general  dealers  in 
remote  places  might  bear  seriously  upon  the  work  of  the 
agriculturist  and  stock  farmer.  The  position  is  clear.  There 
is  not  the  slightest  intention  of  infringing  upon  the 
privileges  of  chemists.  In  the  common  interests  of  the 
public  it  is  highly  desirable  that  responsible  and  qualified 
men  should  have  the  handling  of  preparations  containing 
poison.  .  .  .  It  may  be  hoped  that  ihe  tendency  manifested 
by  the  chemists  to  concede  a  point  in  favour  of  the  up- 
country  storekeepers  and  farmers  will  prevail.  The  ques- 
tion is  one  which  calls  for  reasonableness  and  involves  no 
sacrifice  of  principle,  and  if  approached  in  this  spirit  should 
be  amicably  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  all. 
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Russian  Chemical  Dividends. — The  net  profit  of  the 
Russian  Pharmaceutical  Trading  Co.  for  the  year  1904-5 
was  211,215  roubles,  against  172,977  roubles  for  the  pre- 
ceding year.  After  many  deductions  there  remain  110,000 
roubles  to  make  a  11  per  cent,  dividend  on  the  original 
capital  of  1,000.000  roubles,  compared  with  10  per  cent,  last 
year.  The  profit  of  the  Joint  Stock  Chemical  Factory  of 
Tchenstochoff  for  the  third  year's  working,  1904-5,  was 
30.368  roubles ;  15,000  roubles  will  be  divided  amongst  the 
shareholders,  being  5  per  cent,  on  the  original  capital  of 
300.000  roubles. 

Milan  Exhibition. — The  British  Government  has 
granted  10,000?.  towards  the  International  Exhibition  at 
Milan  in  1906,  and  Mr.  Arthur  Serena  has  been  appointed 
British  Commissioner.  The  British  Chamber  of  Commerce- 
for  Italy,  with  headquarters  at  Genoa,  are  assisting  Mr. 
Serena  in  endeavouring  to  secure  the  exhibits  of  repre- 
sentative British  firms.  The  sections  are  classified  under- 
various  headings,  such  as  "  Carriage  by  Land,"  "  Carriage- 
by  water,"  "  Ports  and  Arsenals,"  "  Sanitation,"  "  Metro- 
logy," etc.,  and  it  is  specially  to  be  noted  that  the  opening 
for  British  industries  in  the  Italian  market  will  be  best  found' 
in  goods  of  the  highest  quality  and  machinery  of  the  latest 
type. 

A  Strange  Situation  is  developing  out  of  the  St.  Peters- 
burg pharmacists'  strike.  A  meeting  was  called  to  con- 
sider a  proposition  that  the  dispute  with  the  masters 
should  be  submitted  to  arbitration,  but  the  assistants 
decided  that  they  wanted  no  intervention.  At  this  deci- 
sion the  Governor  of  the  city  is  much  incensed,  and  has 
let  it  be  known  that  the  assistants  can  have  none  of  his 
sympathy.  A  number  of  employers  have  acceded  to  the 
men's  terms  and  have  recommenced  business.  The  strike 
is  likely  to  drag  on,  for  the  men  have  promises  not  only 
from  their  comrades  in  the  provinces,  but  also  from  the 
League  of  Leagues.  The  "  Novosti "  learns  that  many 
Hebrew  pharmacists'  apprentices  who  are  unemployed 
through  the  strike  have  received  orders  to  leave  St. 
Petersburg. 

Pharmacy  Concessions  in  Germany. — At  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  Qualified  Chemists'  Assis- 
tants, held  at  Nuremburg  last  month,  the  question  of 
pharmacy  concessions  was  discussed.  It  was  the  general 
opinion  that  no  progress  can  be  made  in  the  matter  unless 
the  various  States  of  the  Empire  undertake  the  financial 
responsibilities,  which  are  great,  and  none  of  them  are 
disposed  to  do  that.  Still,  the  Association  resolved  to  ask 
the  States  to  appoint  a  Commission  to  draw  up  a  plan  of 
reform,  and  suggested  that,  meanwhile,  the  number  of 
personal  concessions  should  be  increased  on  certain  con- 
ditions. The  admission  of  women  as  apothekers  was  also 
discussed,  and  the  Association  came  to  a  similar  conclu- 
sion to  that  of  the  Apotheker  Verein — viz.,  that  the  pre- 
liminary qualification  should  not  be  lowered  for  women. 

New  Montserrat  Import  and  Export  Tariff.— A  new 
import  and  export  tariff  came  into  operation  on  June  30, 
1905,  by  which  new  and  for  the  most  part  increased  duties 
on  various  articles  imported  into  the  presidency  of  Mont- 
serrat have  been  imposed.  The  following  are  of  interest 
to  the  drug  and  chemical  trades  :  aerated  and  mineral 
waters,  9d.  per  doz.  pints  and  2s.  Zd.  per  doz.  quarts ; 
arrowroot  and  similar  starches,  3s.  l^d.  per  100  lbs. ;  opium, 
bhang,  or  ganja,  15s.  per  lb. ;  condensed  milk.  Is.  8d.  per 
100  lbs.  ;  castor,  cod-liver,  and  olive  oils,  Is.  6c?.  per  gal.  ; 
perfumery  and  perfumed  spirits,  hair  oils,  pomades,  pow- 
ders, toilet  or  fancy  soaps,  and  similar  toilet  preparations, 
50  per  cent,  ad  val. ;  soap,  other  than  fancy  or  toilet,  frf.' 
per  lb.  Chemicals  for  agricultural  purposes  are  free.  The 
new  export  tariff  includes  the  following  :  Bay  leaves  1*. 
per  100  lbs.  ;  cocoa  and  coffee,  2s.  Id.  per  100  lbs. ;  bay  oil, 
2s.  per  gal.  ;  other  essential  or  expressed  oils.  Is.  6d.  per 
gal. ;  concentrated  lime-juice,  8s.  Ad.  per  100  gals ;  raw 
lime-juice,  10&?.  per  100  gals. ;  molasses,  2s.  Id.  per  100 
gals.  ;  papaine.  6d.  per  lb.  ;  arrowroot,  Is.  0J,6?.  per  100  lbs.  ; 
and  tamarinds,  2d.  per  barrel.

Angostura  Bitters. — A  question  which  has  in  one  form 
or  another  been  before  the  American  Courts  for  many  years 
has  recently  been  decided  by  a  Judge  of  the  United  States 
District  Court  in  New  York.  He  declared  that  the  title  of 
"Angostura  Bitters"  cannot  be  monopolised  as  a  trade- 
mark by  the  original  makers  of  this  product,  and  that  the 
name  is  so  common  a  one  that  it  must  be  held  as  public  pro- 
perty. Infringement  can  only  be  claimed  when  the  package 
of  a  competing  product  is  so  like  the  original  that  the  public 
is  deceived. 

The  Attorney-General  of  the  State  of  Ohio  has  de- 
cided that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  the  right  to  annul 
the  pharmaceutical  licence  of  any  druggist  convicted  in 
court  of  the  illegal  sale  of  cocaine,  morphine,  or  any  other 
narcotic.  Some  anti-narcotic  laws  in  America  specifically 
empower  the  Boards  of  Pharmacy  with  this  authority,  and 
in  the  absence  of  such  a  law  in  Ohio  the  Attorney-General 
holds  that  the  Board  has  the  power  under  the  general  pro- 
vision that  it  may  "revoke  a  certificate  of  any  person 
guilty  of  felony  or  gross  immorality." 

Alcoholic  Patent  Medicines. — The  United  States  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  has  just  given  a  ruling  which 
is  likely  to  create  a  sensation.  It  refers  to  the  large  number 
of  American  patent  medicines  which  contain  alcohol  or 
whisky  in  such  appreciable  quantities  that  they  are  used  by 
certain  classes  in  the  community  as  beverages,  and  are  sold 
very  largely  in  prohibition  States  and  towns.  The  Com- 
missioner has  ruled  that  hereafter  the  manufacturers  of 
these  products  must  take  out  a  liquor-producer's  licence, 
and  that  the  retailers  of  such  proprietaries  must  also  pay 
the  usual  internal  revenue  tax  as  liquor-dealers.  What  par- 
ticular articles  are  involved  has  not  yet  been  stated. 

The  "American  Druggists'  Syndicate"  has  recently 
'been  organised  by  an  energetic  individual  in  New  York 
City.  He  hopes  to  have  the  corporation  capitalised  at 
$200,000,  composed  of  1,000  retail  druggists,  and  used  for 
the  manufacture,  advertisement,  and  sale  of  a  line  of  pro- 
prietary specialities  to  be  sold  over  the  druggist's  counter. 
This  is  an  analogous  scheme  to  that  of  the  United  Drug  Co., 
which  manufactures  a  line  of  remedies  known  as  "  Rexall  " 
products,  but  which  confines  its  operations  to  one  accredited 
stockholder  and  agent  in  each  large  city.  The  new  concern 
expects  to  be  more  democratic  in  purpose,  and  reach  nearly 
every  pharmacist. 

The  U.S. P.  and  New  Prescriptions. — Some  very  in- 
teresting correspondence  has  recently  been  published  with 
Professor  J.  P.  Remington  in  reference  to  the  new  Pharma- 
copoeia. Professor  Remington,  who  was  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Revision,  expresses  the  opinion  that  any 
prescription  written  before  the  new  book  went  into  effect 
on  September  1,  and  repeated  after  that  date,  should  be 
filled  with  the  products  of  the  previous  Pharmacopoeia.  As 
to  new  prescriptions,  the  druggist  must  use  his  judgment. 
It  will  naturally  take  physicians  some  time  to  become  fami- 
liar with  the  many  and  oftentimes  radical  changes  made  in 
the  strength  of  preparations,  and. he  advises  that  druggists 
in  doubtful  cases  should  call  up  the  physician  on  the  'phone, 
and  find  out  what  particular  preparation  is  intended. 

A  Belated  Notice. — As  long  ago  as  May  3,  1904,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopceial  Con- 
vention passed  the  following  motion  : 

Resolved,  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  proofs 
furnished  to  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  of  the 
Committee  of  Revision  are  of  the  nature  of  confidential 
documents,  and  cannot  honourably  bo  used  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  comments  or  other  publications  dependent  upon  the 
existence  of  the_  U.S.  Pharmacopoeia  until  said  Pharmaco- 
poeia has  been  issued,  and  that  such  comments  or  publica- 
tions shall  not  be  offered  for  sale  until  the  U.S.  Pharma- 
copoeia shall  have  gone  into  effect. 
Tt  is  not  without  significance  that  the  Board  has  recently 
asked  the  American  pharmaceutical  journals  to  give  this 
motion  publicity  at  this  late  day  (see  C.  <L-  D.,  September  30, 
p.  545).    Our  correspondent,  in  endeavouring  to  elucidate 
the  mystery,  asks  if  someone  has  been  using  the  proofs  of 
the  U.S. P.  in  the  surreptitious  revision  of  a  private  book. 


Gbc  Convention. 


11  HE  seventh  annual  Convention  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Retail  Druggists  (the  American  congener  of 
the  P.A.T.A.)  was  held  at  Boston,  on  September  18  to  22.  It 
is  said  to  have. been  the  largest  gathering  of  pharmacists  on 
record,  over  1,000  being  in  attendance  during  the  sessions. 
Delegates  were  present  from  thirty-three  States  and  terri- 
tories in  the  Union,  and  enthusiastic  meetings  were  held. 
The  Convention  was  officially  welcomed  to  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  by  State  Auditor  H.  E.  Turner,  and  to  the 
city  of  Boston  by  the  Mayor,  Mr.  Daniel  J.  Whelton. 
Cordial  greetings  were  presented  on  behalf  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  the  National  Wholesale 
Druggists'  Association. 

The  Business  Proceedings. 
Mr.  T.  Voegeli,  of  Minneapolis,  presided  over  the 
sessions,  and  in  his  presidential  address  he  dealt  with  the 
success  that  had  attended  the  adoption  of  the  serial-number- 
ing plan.  He  urged  that  a  serial-number  direct-contract 
plan  for  all  patent  and  proprietary  goods  should  be  the 
slogan  of  the  Association,  and  that  no  diminution  of  efforts 
should  be  permitted  until  that  object  is  attained.  With 
regard  to  the  buying-club  question,  he  said  the  Executive 
Committee  favoured  the  recognition  of  only  such  clubs  as 
had  given  satisfactory  evidence  that  their  business  was 
being  conducted  on  the  identical  lines  on  which  jobbing 
houses  were  usually  conducted.  Referring  to  the  increased 
revenue  and  also  to  the  increased  expenditure,  he  said  that 
eliminating  the  donations  that  had  heretofore  played  such 
an  important  part  in  the  income  of  the  Association,  the 
organisation  was  liable  to  encounter  a  disagreeable  shortage 
unless  there  was  a  very  large  increase  in  the  membership 
and  a  decrease  in  the  collecting  dues.  The  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  presented  by  Mr.  Simon  N.  Jones, 
dealt  in  detail  with  the  doings  of  the  Association  during  the 
past  year.  Among  other  things,  it  stated  that  sales  of 
pharmaceuticals  by  manufacturers  to  physicians  direct  is 
unequivocally  condemned.  Except  in  rare  instances  such 
sales  are  regarded  as  acts  of  hostility  to  the  retail  trade. 
The  relations  between  the  Association  and  individual  pro- 
prietors grow  more  cordial  every  year.  The  report  of  the 
Secretary,  Mr.  Thomas  V.  Wooten,  stated  that  during  the 
past  year  four  local  Associations  had  resigned  and  216  had 
been  added.  One  State  Association  dropped  out  and  seven 
were  added.  There  has  been  a  gain  in  total  membership  of 
20§  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  the  gain  of  5|  per  cent,  in 
the  preceding  year. 

The  Resolutions  Adopted 
were  in  favour  of  a  direct-contract  serial-numbering  plan 
and  against  the  sale  of  pharmaceuticals  by  manufacturers 
direct  to  doctors.  Counter-prescribing  by  druggists  was 
emphatically  condemned,  as  well  as  dispensing  by  physi- 
cians. The  work  of  weeding  out  from  pharmacy  all  secret, 
fraudulent,  and  "fake"  medicines,  inaugurated  by  the 
Council  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy  of  the  American  Medical 
Association,  was  commended,  it  being  agreed  that  a  Council 
of  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry  be  created  by  the  N.A.R.D.  to 
co-operate  with  the  American  Medical  Association.  The 
Executive  Committee  was  authorised  to  create  and  main- 
tain a  "Committee  of  Medical  Detail"  to  provide  and  to 
distribute  literature  pertaining  to  United  States  Pharma- 
copoeia and  to  National  Formulary  preparations  by  means 
of  a  corps  of  detail  men  to  be  employed  for  that  purpose. 
These  men  will  personally  interview  the  medical  profession, 
with  a  view  to  keeping  doctors  "in  the  path  of  ethical 
pharmacy  by  direct  solicitation."  The  passage  of  the  Food 
and  Drug  Bill  is  to  be  aided.  This  aims  at  limiting  the  defini- 
tion of  a  drug  to  the  medicines  contained  in  the  U.S. P.  and 
the  N.F.  respectively,  and  according  to  the  standards  of 
purity  fixed  by  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia.  The 
Association  expressed  itself  as  opposed  to  the  entire  removal 
of  the  tax  on  alcohol — a  tax  of  70c.  on  the  proof  gallon  was 
approved.  The  imposition  of  a  stamp-tax  on  proprietary 
medicines  is  strenuously  objected  to.  cn  the  ground  that  it 
would  be  unjust  to  many  retail  druggists  who  put  up  pro- 
prietaries in  a  small  way.  The  National  Association  of 
Boards  of  Pharmacy  is  to  be  asked  to  bring  about  greater 
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uniformity  in  the  issuing  of  registration  certificates  through- 
out the  country,  and  the  passage  of  an  anti-narcotic  law  in 
the  various  States  was  advocated.  A  resolution  was  also 
adopted  condemning  the  practice  of  some  proprietary-medi- 
cine manufacturers  in  giving  away  free  packages  of  their 
remedies,  relying  on  druggists  to  distribute  them,  unless  the 
manufacturer  allows  the  druggist  full  retail  price  for  dis- 
tributing such  remedies. 

Election'  of  Officers. 
The  Association  was  invited  to  hold  its  next  annual  meet- 
ing at  Indianapolis.  The  following  officers  were  elected 
for  the  ensuing  year  :  President,  Mr.  M.  T.  Breslin  (Loui- 
siana) ;  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.  Charles  H.  Avery  (Illinois), 
William  Ridgeway  (New  Jersey),  and  S.  C.  Davis  (Ten- 
nessee) ;  Secretary,  Mr.  Thomas  V.  Wooten  (Illinois); 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Charles  F.  Mann  (Michigan)  ;  Executive 
Committee,  Messrs.  Simon  N.  Jones,  Thomas  Voegeli,  J.  A. 
Lockie,  W.  D.  Wheeler,  L.  C.  Hopp.  and  Thomas  H. 
Potts.  The  social  features  of  the  meetings  included  car- 
rides,  whist-parties,  sightseeing,  theatre-parties,  smokers, 
and  a  steamboat-excursion.

Straits  Surgeons. — Twenty-two  names  are  already  on 
the  roll  of  the  new  Straits  Medical  School  at  Singapore. 
Students  who  qualify  from  that  school  are  to  have  the 
standing  of  honorary  assistant-surgeons. 

For  the  Hungry. — The  Indian  agents  for  Mellin's  Food 
have  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  of  Madras 
thirty  cases  of  Mellin's  food,  each  containing  three  dozen 
large  bottles  of  food,  for  the  use  of  the  children  and  sick 
in  the  famine  camps  now  being  provided  by  Government. 

New  Appointments. — Dr.  D.  K.  McDowell  has  been 
appointed  Inspector-General  of  Hospitals  in  the  Federated 
Malay  States.—  Mr.  S.  A.  McClintock,  M.B.,  C.B.  (Edin.), 
formerly  of  Londonderry,  to  be  house  surgeon  at  the  Singa- 
pore General  Hospital.

The  teeth  are  first  treated  generally,  then  chapters  arc 
given  on  the  first  and  second  dentitions,  followed  by  abnor- 
malities and  irregularities  of  the  teeth,  dental  caries,  tooth- 
ache, tartar,  and  its  consequences,  injuries,  preparation  (if 
the  mouth  for  artificial  teeth,  extraction,  etc.    The  book  is 
instructive,  is  well  illustrated,  and  although  the  author  docs 
not  say  it  is  for  chemists,  had  he  written  it  for  those  of  them 
who  are  called  upon  by  the  public  to  assist  in  dental 
matters,  he  could  not  have  taken  them  on  safer  grounds.    J  t 
does  not  tell  all  that  can  be  done  in  dentistry,  but  it  gives 
sound  information,  especially  on  the  anatomical  side  of  tho 
subject,  and  about  instruments  and  their  uses. 

Elementary  Microscopy.  By  F.  Shillington  Scales,  F.R.M.S. 

Crown  8vo.    Pp.  xii.  +  180.    London,  1905  :  Baillierc, 

Tindall  &  Cox.  3.?.  net. 
Writing  in  the  belief  that  those  who  desire  to  become 
microscopists  want  to  know  all  about  the  instrument  whicj- 
can  carry  them  into  regions  of  knowledge  that  reveal  to  then- 
more  than  anything  else  the  marvels  of  creation,  Mr.  Shilling 
ton  Scales  devotes  two-thirds  of  his  book  to  descriptions  or 
the  microscope  and  its  accessories ;  the  optical  principles  of 
the  microscope  are  then  treated,  also  how  to  manipulate  it, 
and  how  to  mount  specimens.  As  the  microscope  has  long 
since  ceased  to  be  a  toy  for  examining  a  list  of  things  more  or 
less  interesting,  and  has  become  an  indispensable  aid  in  tho 
study  of  natural  science,  this  method  of  dealing  with  the 
subject  is,  we  feel  convinced,  sound  ;  but  woe  to  the  student 
whose  purse  is  neither  deep  nor  heavy,  for  Mr.  Shillington 
Scales  tells  of  accessories  that  in  many  cases  make  for 
discontent.  The  appendix  contains  a  good  bibliography,  and 
formulas  which  are  optical. 

.4  Systematic  Course  of  Practical  Organic  Chemistry.  By 
Lionel  G.  Radcliffe  and  Frank  S.  Sinnatt.  85  in.  x 
5j  in.  Pp.  xii+264.  London  :  Longmans,  Green  &  Co. 
4s.  6d. 

Organic  Chemistry  has  always  been  more  or  less  a  pro- 
found difficulty  to  students  of  pharmacy  and  chemistry,  in  a . 
measure  because  it  has  not  been  studied  practically  in  the 
manner  that  inorganic  chemistry  has  been.  The  preparation 
of  a  few  isolated  compounds,  such  as  ether  and  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre,  or  the  testing  for  alkaloids,  do  not  teach  much  about 
general  principles,  and  such  things  are  what  students  have 
been  accustomed  to  do.  During  recent  years  a  distinct  ad- 
vance has  been  made,  and  it  is  exemplified  in  the  book  before 
us.  It  is  designed  to  make  students  thoroughly  familiar  with: 
the  properties  of  the  different  series  of  organic  bodies  from 
the  simplest  to  the  most  complex,  their  production  being 
practically  illustrated,  and  their  properties  determined  by 
chemical  and  physical  tests.  There  are  added  for  advanced 
students  exercises  in  ultimate  analysis  with  alkaloids  and 
other  more  critical  studies.  Although  the  book  is  intended 
for  work  under  a  teacher,  there  is  no  reason  why  pharma- 
ceutical students  should  not  work  with  it  at  home.  They 
will  get  valuable  instruction  from  it.

II. 

IN  a  quarter  of  a  century's  experience  the  present  writer  has 
seen  a  good  many  more  advertising  failures  traceable  to 
errors  or  defects  in  organisation  and  selection  of  advertis- 
ing media  than  to  what  advertisers  technically  denominate 
"copy."  To  say  this  is  not  to  imply  that  the  writing  of 
advertisements  is  an  easy  matter ;  but  it  seems  to  be  a  fact 
that  even  advertisements  which  fall  a  long  way  short  of  per- 
fection can  be  made  to  "pay"  when  properly  placed;  but 
that  excellence  in  "  copy  "  cannot  save  from  failure  even 
the  most  excellent  advertisement  when  the  latter  is  not 
properly  presented  to  the  public.  And,  of  course,  this  is 
just  what  would  be  expected  by  any  fairly  prescient  ob- 
server. No  matter  how  good  and  attractive  an  advertise- 
ment may  be,  it  cannot  be  expected  to  "pull"  if  it  is  not 
adequately  brought  to  the  public  notice. 

The  failure  of  one's  newspaper  advertising  may  be  due 
(apart  from  the  possibility  that  we  aie  advertising  some- 
thing which  the  public  doesn't  want) — 

(a)  To  the  copy  being  inappropriately  written. 
(6)  To  the  advertisement  not  being  suitably  "  set  up  "  by 
the  printer. 

(c)  To  the  advertisement  being  inserted  in  the  wrong 
newspaper. 

(d)  To  the  advertisement  being  unfavourably  placed  in 
the  newspaper. 

Taking  these  causes  in  order  it  may  be  summarily  re- 
marked in  regard  to  (a)  that  where  the  "copy"  is  wrong 
the  most  frequent  causes  of  failure  are  :  (i)  Too  many 
words ;  (ii)  ineffective  writing  (especially  lack  of  skill  in 
knowing  what  to  emphasise  and  how  to  emphasise  it)  ;  (iii) 
the  advertisement  may  have  grown  "stale"  from  too  fre- 
quent repetition.  In  regard  to  (6)  the  most  frequent  faults 
committed  by  newspaper-printers  and  tolerated  by  small 
advertisers  are  (i)  confusion  of  the  advertisement  by  too 
many  different  sorts  of  lettering  ;  (ii)  the  attempt  to  display 
in  large  letters  too  great  a  portion  of  the  announcement 
(thus  neglecting  to  give  contrast)  ;  (iii)  lack  of  skill  in  using 
white  space  as  a  set-off  to  the  text  of  the  advertisement. 

The  defects  classed  under  (a)  and  (o)  have  been  so  fully 
discussed,  and  the  various  methods  of  remedying  them 
so  exhaustively  illustrated  in  past  issues  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  that  it  would  be  improper  to  develop  them 
afresh  on  this  occasion.  The  defect  (c) — namely,  the  choice 
of  a  wrong  newspaper  to  advertise  in — is  a  difficult  matter 
in  many  instances  to  rectify,  because  the  advertiser's  choice 
is  very  often  the  same  kind  of  choice  proverbially  associated 
with  that  classic  individual,  Mr.  Hobson.  In  other  words, 
he  must  use  his  local  newspaper  or  none  at  all,  and  the 
local  paper  may  be  good,  bad,  or  indifferent  as  a  medium. 
It  may  as  well  be  first  said  here — though  it  is  hardly  neces- 
sary to  be  said  at  all,  since  a  man  always  knows  which  is 
the  local  paper  which  has  the  best  circulation — that  to 
select  from  two  newspapers  published  in  a  town  the  one 
which  will  insert  advertisements  cheaper  than  the  other  is 
\a  fallacious  manner  of  going  to  work.  The  best  paper 
naturally  commands  the  best  prices  for  its  space.  The  only 
other  remark  to  be  made  is  that  the  class  of  persons  ad- 
dressed by  two  newspapers  may  differ ;  and  an  advertise- 
ment in  a  newspaper  having  only  a  small  circulation  among 
the  best  buying  class  of  the  public  is  apt  to  be  more  effective 
in  producing  results  than  an  advertisement  in  a  paper  circu- 
lating in  a  less  prosperous  class,  even  though  its  circulation 
be  greater.  But,  at  the  same  time,  large  circulations  are 
nearly  always  good  to  advertise  in,  provided  the  advertiser 
takes  care  to  advertise  the  right  thing  and  to  advertise  that 
right  thing  in  the  right  way.  Where  there  are  two  news- 
papers in  a  town,  one  circulating  among  the  richer  inhabit- 
ants, and  the  other  chiefly  taken  by  the  working-class,  it  will 
generally  be  found  advisable  to  use  entirely  different 
"copy"  for  the  two  papers,  and  neglect  of  this  precaution 
may  easily  lead  to  failure. 

Position  is  regarded  by  large  universal  advertisers  as  a 
matter  of  great  moment  :  consequently  the  cause  of  possible 
unsuccess  tabulated  under  (d)  must  not  be  lost  sight  of. 
An  announcement  which  is  buried  among  a  mass  of  other 
advertisements,  or  printed  on  a  page  where  there  is  no 


reading  matter  to  detain  the  attention  of  the  public,  may  be 
accepted  by  the  newspaper-proprietor  at  a  cheaper  rate  than 
one  which  is  to  be  more  favourably  placed.  But  it  does 
not  follow  that  there  is  a  real  economy  to  the  advertiser  and, 
generally  speaking,  it  is  worth  while  to  pay  a  higher  rate 
and  be  placed  "  next  matter  "  and  (if  possible)  at  the  top  of 
a  column. 

When  one's  existing  advertisements  have  been  scrutinised 
with  a  mind  to  all  these  points,  and  when  any  defects 
which  have  been  discovered  have  been  made  good,  there  is 
still  a  chance  that  improvements  can  be  devised.  Some 
sort  of  systematic  connection  between  a  constantly-changing 
announcement  in  the  local  papers  and  the  outward  aspect  of 
the  advertiser's  business  establishment  was  long  ago  sug- 
gested in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  by  the  present  writer 
as  a  means  of  reinforcing  the  effectiveness  of  newspaper 
advertising.  The  simultaneous  appearance  of  an  advertise- 
ment entirely  devoted,  say,  to  sponges  or  to  sheep-dips, 
and  of  a  window  carefully  and  effectively  filled  with  these 
articles,  will  not  sell  only  sponges  and  sheep-dips,  but  it 
will  also  bring  trade  of  all  sorts,  because  the  public  will  be 
attracted.  Sometimes  it  is  very  good  advertising  to  offer 
something  for  nothing — and  there  are  generally  samples  of 
some  sort  which  can  be  obtained  from  manufacturers  for 
this  purpose.  Naturally  some  sort  of  printed  matter  should 
be  concocted  to  be  given  away  with  these  samples  and  call 
attention  to  one's  own  business,  making  the  distribution  an 
advertisement  in  itself.  But  in  any  event,  experience  shows 
that  a  considerable  number  of  people  will  not  come  for  a  free 
gift  of  any  sort  without,  in  a  satisfactory  proportion  of 
cases,  taking  the  opportunity  to  purchase  something  which 
they  would  otherwise  have  dispensed  with  or  acquired 
elsewhere. 

Of  course,  a  man's  methods  must  be  adapted  to  his  trade. 
It  would  not  attract  a  very  useful  crowd,  say  to  Messrs. 
Savory  &  Moore's  establishment  in  fashionable  Bond  Street, 
if  these  pharmaceutical  celebrities  can  be  imagined  as  offer- 
ing a  dose  of  antibilious  pills  to  anyone  who  asked,  or  a 
corn  plaster.  No  doubt  a  good  many  eleemosynary  pills  and 
plasters  would  be  disposed  of,  but  the  applicants  would  not 
be  of  the  sort  that  go  to  Bond  Street  for  its  drugs.  Similarly, 
there  are  some  window  devices  which  would  not  be  suitable 
to  all  establishments.  But  there  is  one  general  remark  which 
must  first  be  made  in  regard  to  distributing  something  for 
nothing  as  a  means  of  attracting  new  trade.  If  we  do  this 
at  all,  it  is  much  better  to  do  it  liberally.  Give  everyone  a 
sample,  or  whatever  it  is ;  don't  say  that  every  purchaser  on 
a  given  day  will  get  the  gift.  In  the  long  run  the  greater 
attraction  of  something  absolutely  gratis  will  have  the  better 
effect ;  it  will  bring  in  more  new  people.  And  a  trader  who 
doesn't  know  how  to  make  the  best  of  a  visit  from  a  new 
customer  ought  to  choose  some  other  walk  of  like  to  walk 
in.  It  is  not  to  be  understood  by  this  that  I  would  have 
every  applicant  for  the  free  gift,  which  the  dear  public  is  so 
fond  of,  pestered  to  buy  something  or  made  uncomfortable  by 
feeling  that  he  has  come  into  a  man's  shop  without  parting 
with  anything.  On  the  contrary,  the  effect  must  be  got  by 
what  the  newcomer  sees  in  the  place,  and  the  agreeable  effect 
produced  upon  him  by  the  proprietor  and  his  assistants. 

Sometimes  it  pays  very  well  to  show  people  something, 
and  advertise  that  you  will  show  it  them  for  nothing, 
instead  of  offering  to  give  them  a  present.  Some  chemists 
keep  a  weighing  chair,  and  deliver  a  ticket  of  weight  for  a 
penny.  It  is  a  question  whether  those  pennies  wouldn't  be 
better  sacrificed,  and  the  loss  charged  to  advertising 
account,  all  the  year  round.  But  in  any  event,  the  offer  to 
weigh  anyone  for  nothing  next  market  day  would  bring  in 
plenty  of  callers ;  and  in  some  localities  it  might  pay  very 
well  to  clear  the  window  and  place  the  machine  in  it,  so  that 
the  free-weighing  process  might  be  observed,  and  create  a 
topic  of  conversation  which  would  advertise  the  enterpris- 
ing proprietor.  Anything,  however  simple,  conducted  coram 
-populo,  will  always  draw  a  crowd  and  create  talk.  In  the 
right  sort  of  neighbourhood  this  pays.  Even  the  apprentice 
massing,  rolling,  and  finishing  pills  in  the  window,  with  a 
large  card  to  the  effect  that  he  was  preparing  the  proprie- 
tor's Well-known  Liver  Livening  Laxative  Pills,  would  in 
many  places  be  a  capital  advertisement.  Where  a  photo- 
graphic business  is  done,  an  assistant  in  a  shady  part  of  the 
window  toning,  fixing,  and  glazing  a  batch  of  silver-prints 
would  generally  draw  a  crowd  extending  half  across  the  road.

THE  promoters  of  the  Chemists'  Exhibition  have  this  week 
made  a  fresh  diversion  by  appealing  to  the  medical  pro- 
fession to  visit  the  Horticultural  Hall  in  Vincent  Square, 
Westminster,  where  fifty-five  firms  connected  with  pharmacy 
and  its  allied  branches  of  business  displayed  a  variety  of 
medicines,  surgical  instruments,  and  dietetic  products  for 
the  use  of  the  sick.  It  was  a  decidedly  attractive  show, 
the  magnificent  hall  being  an  excellent  setting  for  the  ex- 
hibits, and  the  location,  on  the  whole,  suitable  for  medical 
men  and  nurses.  In  view  of  the  special  object  of  the  Exhibi- 
tion—viz., to  let  doctors  know  what  the  exhibitors  have  to 
sell— it  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  do  other  than  indicate  the 
nature  of  the  exhibits,  which  we  do  briefly. 

Armour  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  showed  a  full  line  of  their  better- 
known  digestive  products,  suprarenalin  preparations,  and 
glandular  extracts.  .  .  . 

Anglo-American  Pharmaceutical  Co.  are  exhibiting 
"  Colchi-sal,"  "  Betul-ol,"  "  Kugloids,"  Huxley  s  prepara- 
tions (the  syrup  of  glycero-phosphates  is  the  chief),  and  a 
new  menthol  and  wintergreen  cream.  .*  .

Hot- 
water  bags  and  ice-bags  were  likewise  on  view,  with  Zotal 
and  its  compounds,  and  a  selection  of  standardised  liquid 
extracts,  etc.,  and  surgical  dressings,  instruments,  and  appli- 
ances. . 

Cadbury  Brothers,  Ltd.,  from  a  pretty  little  alcove  gave 
away  samples  of  Cadbury's  cocoa  and  their  excellent  milk- 
chocolates.  ,11  -\ 

Callard  &  Co.  showed  their  starchless  foods  and  sugarless 
marmalade,  jam,  fruits,  jujubes,  jellies,  and  beverages. 

Thomas  Christy  &  Co.  had  a  comprehensive  and  interesting 
display  of  their  proprietaries.  One  of  the  most  recent  is 
alphogen  [(C00H.CHaCHsC0)20J,  the  new  non-toxic  anti- 
septic, of  which  great  things  are  expected.  It  is  put  up  m 
i-oz.,  £-oz.,  and  1-oz.  sizes,  the  price  being  23s.  per  oz. 
Schieffelin's  pills  and  granules  (for  which  Messrs.  Christy  are 
now  the  agents)  had  a  good  show.  Kharu  fruit  is  an  aperient 
laxative  confection,  tempting  enough  for  the  most  fastidious 
patient;  and  "Arabella  Water"  is  said  to  be  going  strong. 
The  "Tee  See"  vaginal  syringe  has  a  vulcanite  nozzle  with 
perforated  edges,  that  make  a  fine  outward  spray.  Glyco- 
thymoline  was  also  pushed  well,  a  presentation  bottle  having 
been  got  up  for  the  occasion. 

Clay,  Paget  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  a  milk-exhibit,  which  included 
"modified,"  "sugar-free,"  and  "homogenised"  milks. 
Paget' s  germ-free  feeding-bottle  received  medical  commenda- 
.tion. 

Arthur  H.  Cox  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  increased  the  attractiveness  of 
their  exhibit  by  the  addition  of  a  new  pill-picture.  The 
trade-mark  of  the  firm  was  arranged  in  van-coloured  pills  in 
a  framed  enclosure.  Pills  of  all  colours  were  displayed  in 
vases,  and  colour  harmonies  were  produced  that  one  could 
scarcely  think  possible  with  a  humble  pill.  One  series  with 
aluminium  coating  specially  attracted  us.

Besides  the  usual  medicinal 
tablets  (sugar,  chocolate,  or  pearl  coated),  there  were  tablet- 
triturates  and  tablets  for  making  antiseptic  solutions. 

Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.  made  rather  a  speciality  of  their 
absolute  ethyl  chloride  in  a  glass  cylinder,  with  an  improved 
nozzle.  Other  novelties  at  this  stand  were  aurol  suppositories 
of  different  combinations  (lead  acetate,  opium-extract,  etc.), 
flexible  ophthalmic  capsules  (put  up  in  boxes  of  six  and 
twelve),  compound  iodide  tablets  (very  stable),  and  "  Den- 
Coll,"  a  well-got-up  antiseptic  mouth-wash. 

Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster  made  a  strong  feature  of  Leci- 
thin-Fairchild  (C.uH»oNPOs)  in  solution,  but  the  pepsin  pre- 
parations, for  which  the  firm  have  a  high  reputation,  were  by 
no  means  forgotten.  Zyminc  and  the  "  Pcpule "  products 
also  had  place. 

Ingram  &  Royle,  Ltd..  had  all  the  natural  mineral  waters 
with  which  their  name  is  associated  in  a  neat  corner  stall.

Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Itd.,  exhibited  "  Cyllin  " 
and  its  many  compounds. 

Knoll  &  Co.  had  a  stand  devoted  U.  a  variety  of  their  fine 
chemicals,  "  Styptol  "  (cotarnine  phthai^te),  a  uterine  haemo- 
static, being  principally  in  evidence,  butthere  was  a  full  line 
of  their  products,  and  a  new  oxygen-badh  producer,  which 
has  been  devised  by  Dr.  Weiss.  This  inparts  to  a  bath  a 
stream  of  oxygen  as  refreshing  and  curative  as  the  carbonic- 
acid  gas  in  the  Schott  treatment. 

William  Martindale. — Next  to  Maw's,  a  beautiful  whito 
and  gold  stand,  quite  new,  harbours  the  multifarious  Martin- 
dale  specialities.  The  stall  was  designed  and  executed 
throughout  by  the  employes  of  the  firm.  The  artistic  choco- 
late and  electric-green  showcards  pendant  here  and  them 
among  the  goods  were  painted  by  Mr.  W.  R  Robb,  the 
Martindale  artist.  In  addition  to  the  artistic  attractions,  the 
presence  of  about  500?.  worth  of  radium  acts  as  a  magnet  to 
the  contemplation  of  more  solid  and  slightly  less  expensive 
luxuries,  such  as  hypodermic  sterules,  collapsubes,  bacterio- 
logical test-cases,  sterilised  dressings,  stomach-contents  out- 
fit, and  the  ever-increasing  list  of  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions which  Dr.  Harrison  Martindale  is  putting  on  the 
market.  "  Lichenoids  "  are  pastilles  containing  the  active  in- 
gredients of  Cetraria  islandica,  and  "  Lysof olia  "  is  a  new 
ointment-base. 

S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons. — A  massive  and  dignified  stall  near 
the  main  entrance  was  the  object  of  much  medical  interest. 
There  Maw's  surgical  instruments  were  displayed,  and  the 
doctors  walk  round  and  round  and  across  the  stall  and  finger 
artery-forceps  and  eye-cases,  and  adenoid  curettes,  nasal 
punches,  antrum  perforators  and  broaches,  laryngeal  probes, 
and  so  forth,  arguing  with  one  another  the  while  as  to  whethes 
Falla's,  Horsley's,  or  Lockwood's  brain-instruments  are  the 
best.  The  exhibit  by  Messrs.  Maw  is  an  imposing  and  repre- 
sentative one. 

Lamont,  Corliss  &  Co.  kept  "Hydrozone"  and  "  Glyco- 
zone "  well  to  the  front;  Mennen's  toilet-powder,  the 
Marvel  Whirling  Spray,  and  Javol  hair-tonic  were  also  io 
evidence. 

F.  Newbery  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  gave  a  good  show  to  Win.  R. 
Warner  &  Co.'s  specialities.  The  latest  include  Merck's 
formin  compounds  (urinary,  hepatic,  and  intestinal  anti- 
septics), pil.  arthi-osia,  and  various  elixirs.  The  framed 
diploma  of  the  Warner  award  at  the  Louisiana  Purchase 
Exposition  was  a  central  feature  of  the  exhibit. 

Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  exhibit  was  strong  in  adrenalin  and 
anti-diphtheric  serums,  and  in  a  miniature  lecture-room  Mr. 
Thomas  Maben  exhibited  and  described  lantern  views  de- 
picting the  preparation  of  serums,  vaccines,  and  the  physio- 
logical testing  of  drugs. 

Roborat  Co.  showed  the  wheat  albumen  named  "  Roborat," 
by  itself  and  in  combination  with  iron,  the  latter  containing 
lecithin  and  0.4  per  cent,  of  iron  in  organic  combination. 

Frank  A.  Rogers,  as  a  recognised  auro-nasal-laryngo- 
cological  instrument  inventor,  exhibited  a  variety  of  sprays. 
_  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  showed  sanitary  speciali- 
ties,   antiseptic   chemicals   in    small   vases,    and  surgical 
dressings. 

Weston  &  Westall,  Ltd.,  explained  the  properties  of 
"  Droitwich  Brine  Crystals  "  to  the  medical  visitors. 

G.  H.  Zeal  showed  clinical  thermometers,  his  aseptic  easy 
setting  and  the  remarkable  "  Repello  "  creating  especial  in- 
terest. 

These  notes  are  merely  intended  to  show  generally  the 
nature  of  the  goods  which  these  exhibitors  desired  to  bring 
under  the  notice  of  medical  visitors.

— Under  this  heading  a  West 
African  contemporary,  "  Liberia  and  West  Africa,"  published 
at  Mourovia,  calls  attention  to  the  "  dangers  and  evils  of 
patent  medicines,"  and  gives,  in  a  long  list,  the  "percent- 
ages of  alcohol  in  the  patent  medicines  now  on  the  market,'' 
by  the  use  of  which  "  thousands  of  people  take  their  first 
steps  to  drunkenness  and  wretched  lives."  "  The  extent  to 
which  patent  medicines  are  used  in  Liberia  is  alarming," 
proceeds  our  contemporary,  "  and  from  personal  observations 
we  feel  that  great  damage  to  life  and  health  is  being  done 
thereby.  The  foregoing  figures,  which  are  collected  with  the 
greatest  care,  ought  to  be  seriously  considered  and  something 
done  to  check  the  evil,  all  the  more  hurtful  because  apparently 
harmless."

At  Galen  Place. 

On  entering  the  examination-hall  after  waiting  about  five 
minutes,  1  was  instructed  to  go  to  dispensing  in  the  big  room, 
where,  after  waiting  a  few  minutes,  the  examiner  handed  me 
a  paper  with  the  five  following  things  to  dispense  :

Everything  went  right.  As  regards  the  pills,  I  wanted  to 
wreigh  the  equivalent  of  pil.  phosphori,  B. P.,  for  ^  grain  of 
phosphorus,  but  was  told  I  should  have  to  make  my  own 
mass.  As  I  had  not  too  much  time  I  weighed  1  grain  phos- 
phorus and  dissolved  in  carbon  bisulphide,  and  took  half  of 
that.    I  just  finished  in  time. 

In  the  afternoon  I  had  the  following  paper : 

Examine  the  substance  D,  state  what  you  consider  it  to  be, 
and  report  upon  its  purity. 
This  was  a  metallic  powder  consisting  of  aluminium  metal, 
with  iron  as  an  impurity  ;  no  acidulous  radicle  was  present. 
This  was  very  easy  to  detect,  as  when  testing  for  ammonia 
with  sodium  hydroxide,  hydrogen  was  evolved,  which  in- 
dicated two  possible  metals — viz.,  Zn  or  Al. 
For  volumetric  I  had  the  following : 

With  the  pure  crystallised  oxalic  acid  provided  determine 
the  strength  of  given  solution  of  NaOH. 
The  result  of  the  two  titrations  came  to : 

1st.       5.97  gram  NaOH  in  1,C00  c.c. 
'2nd.  6.01 
2)11-98 

Average   5.99      ,,         ,,  c.c. 

I  was  left  to  myself  the  whole  afternoon,  and  on  the  whole 
day"s  work  had  a  very  fair  time. 

A  week  later  I  was  called  up  for  the  second  day's  examina- 
tion. My  first  subject  was  materia  medica.  Here  the 
examiner  showed  mo  most  of  the  leaves,  asking  their  names. 
He  next  showed  me  some  mustard-seeds,  which  at  first  I  told 
him  were  colchicum,  but  recognised  to  be  mustard  when 
allowed  to  taste.  He  next  asked  me  how  I  would  obtain  a 
maximum  yield  of  volatile  oil  of  mustard.  Which  is  the 
glucoside  and  which  the  ferment  that  produces  the  oil  ?  He 
next  showed  some  savin,  and  wanted  to  know  its  chief  con- 
stituent, and  how  obtained.  I  told  him  volatile  oil  by  the 
process  of  steam-distillation,  which  I  had  to  explajn.  Then 
came  questions  about  the  constituents  of  bearberry-leavcs,  why 
Barosma  Bctulina  is  official,  and,  lastly,  a  specimen  of  true 
pareira,  which  I  recognised  by  the  crenate  margin,  the  waxy 
cut,  its  weight,  and  black  colour  of  the  exterior. 

My  next  subject  was  pharmacy.  I  first  had  dec.  aloes  co. 
to  smell  and  say  what  is  in  it,  and  how  manufactured.  Then 
aqua  laurocerasi  to  smell  and  explain  the  process  of  manu- 
facture— why  the  leaves  are  crushed.  What  is  in  black 
draught  ?  I  explained  that  there  might  be  a  precipitate 
of  MgC03,  caused  by  the  interaction  of  the  sal  volatile 
and  mag.  sulph.  [Too  little  formed  for  precipitation.— Ed.] 
What  precautions  should  be  taken  in  selling  white  precipi- 
tate ?    Strengths  of  tr.  opii.  pulv.  Doveri,  and  others. 

My  next  subject  was  prescription-reading.  I  had  two  pre- 
scriptions to  put  into  Latin,  and  the  following  calculation  : 
"Prepare  Sviij.  of  2-per-cent.  solution  formaldehyde.  The 
solution  of  formaldehyde  is  40-per-cent."  I  then  had  some 
prescriptions  to  read  in  English,  and  was  asked  the  dose  of 
tr.  chlorof.  co.  I  thought  the  examiner  referred  to  tr.  chlorof. 
et  morphinse,  but  found  he  referred  to  tr.  chlorof.  co..  B.P.  '85. 
Next  some  doses  such  as  zinci  ox.,  turpentine,  etc..  and 
so  I  passed  on  to  my  next  subject — chemistry.  Here  I  was 
•fairly  in  my  clement.  To  begin  with.  I  had  the  oxides  of  lead 
and  preparation  of  each.  Action  of  HC1  on  Pb02.   I  explained 


that  it  is  a  peroxide  and  yielded  CI.  Asked  for  exceptions, 
gave  BaU3  and  NaaOa.  How  prepare  CI ''.  Cave  YVeldon's 
method,  and  Mond  s  dissociation  of  gaseous  Nil. CI.  Next 
preparation  of  bromine  and  explanation  of  apparatus  used; 
preparation  of  hyctnodie  and  hydrobromic  acids.  Is  hydriodio 
acid  an  oxidising  or  reducing  agent  ?  How  prepare  fluorine  ''. 
Explain  apparatus.  Preparation  of  hydrofluoric  acid:  why 
is  a  lead  vessel  used  in  making  it '!  After  a  few  mo.ro  ques- 
tions the  examiner  started  on  organic  chemistry,  asking  me 
the  preparation  and  formulae  of  ethylene  and  ether;  the  tem- 
peratures at  which  they  are  distilled  ;  whether  ethylene  is 
saturated  or  not,  and  what  compounds  it  forms.  Next  a  ques- 
tion on  acetamide,  and  thence  on  to  benzene,  acetanilide, 
phenol,  salicylic  acid,  benzoic  acid,  and  other  benzene  deriva- 
tives. 

On  finishing  chemistry  I  went  to  my  last  subject — botany. 
I  had  a  section  of  a  leaf,  petiole,  and  lamina  to  recognise, 
and  referred  incidentally  to  intercellular  spaces.  I  was  taken 
on  carbon  assimilation,  respiration,  and  transpiration,  to 
which  I  had  given  special  attention.  1  next  had  to  describe 
the  structure  of  a  root-hair,  and,  further,  how  the  sap  passes 
into  the  xylem  vessels,  up  the  stem,  and  out  to  the  leaves.  I 
next  had  a  log  of  wood  to  look  at,  in  which  I  had  to  point 
out  spring  and  autumn  wood,  and  also  the  medullary  rays 
in  a  tangential  section.  Another  log  which  I  had  to  describe 
was  a  monocotyledon.  In  morphology  I  had  a  composite  to 
recognise  and  a  rhizome  with  leaf-scars  plainly  showing.  Thia 
finished  my  examination,  and  I  was  next  called  and  con- 
gratulated by  the  Chairman,  who  asked  if  I  was  going  in  for 
the  Major,  to  which  I  replied  in  the  affirmative,  and  left  the 
hall  heaving  a  sigh  of  relief. 


CLUB  DINNERS. 

The  Pharmacy  Club  dinner  at  the  Cafe  Royal  on  Monday 
evening  was  exceptionally  bril'iant,  the  attendance  being 
good  and  the  entertainment  much  more  sparkling  than  usual, 
while  the  guests  of  the  Club  were  more  than  usually  dis- 
tinguished. The  President  was  supported  by  Prince  von 
Stolberg-Wernigerode,  of  the  German  Embassy,  Sir  Bovcrton 
Redwood,  and  Mr.  Cornwall,  Chairman  of  the  London 
County  Council.  The  Prince,  in  replying  to  the  toast  of  his 
health,  referred  to  the  growth  of  German  industries,  and  the 
influence  that  the  Empire's  system  of  technical  education  had 
had  upon  this.  When  it  came  to  Sir  Bovcrton  Redwood's 
turn  to  speak  he,  in  quite  a  diplomatic  manner,  pointed  to 
the  position  which  this  country  maintains  in  the  industries  of 
the  world,  and  instanced  the  exhibits  in  the  British  section 
of  the  St.  Louis  Exhibition  as  evidence  of  what  is  done  by 
British  manufacturers.  There  was  no  evidence  at  St.  Louis 
that  the  United  Kingdom  is  not  progressive  in  technical 
education  and  industries.  Mr.  Jones.  B.Sc,  a  new  member 
of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  stall',  was  also  called  upon  to 
speak,  and  he  did  it  in  Welsh,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  being  called 
upon  to  act  as  interpreter.  Welsh  proved  to  be  a  foreign 
language  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones;  at  least,  the  B.Sc.  Jones's 
Welsh  was  not  the  kind  that  Barrister  Jones  knows,  and  he . 
could  not  guarantee  that  his-  interpretation  was  the  same 
speech.    Both  were  funny. 

The  members  of  the  Sphinx  Club  who  attended  the  first 
dinner  of  the  second  session  at  the  Hotel  Cecil  on  Wednesday 
evening,  October  4,  were  shocked  on  opening  their  "Times" 
next  morning  to  learn,  amongst  other  inaccuracies,  that 
"  there  was  a  good  deal  of  uncouventionality  about  the 
dinner,  the  arrangement  of  the  tables,  their  decorations,  and 
the  menu-card."  The  Club  does  not  recognise  the  existence 
of  negative  qualities.  Even  a  deficit  in  its  balance-sheet  for 
one  year  is  an  asset  carried  over  to  the  next,  and  what  the 
"  Times  "  person  who  did  not  rise  to  the  occasion  should  have 
said  was  that  there  was  a  good  deal  of  individuality  and 
originality  about  the  dinner.  Ho  probably  would  have  done 
this  had  he  realised  that  the  Club  is  composed  of  adver- 
tising-experts (not  advertising-agents).  Yellow  chrysanthe- 
mums were  the  decoration  of  the  Victoria  Hall ;  the  sphinx- 
shaped  card  was  devoted  to  a  programme  of  music,  the  menu 
having  advanced  from  the  sentinel  position  to  the  door  of 
the  great  temple,  w7ithin  which  it  was  suspended,  papyrus- 
like, from  a  golden  ribbon,  and  each  guest's  name  was  written 
on  an  Egyptian  fan.  Mr.  John  Morgan  Richards,  the  Pre- 
sident, was  in  excellent  form,  and  his  speech,  beginning  "  We 
are  happy  to  state  that  we  are  on  friendly  relations  with  all 
foreign  Powers,"  was  so  inspiriting  that  it  deserved  something 
better  to  back  it  than  the  speeches  of  Colonial  Agents-General 
on  "  Why  should  we  advertise  in  the  British  Colonics?  "  Mr. 
Clougher,  who  is  a  Canadian  newspaper  agent-general,  wind- 
ing up  the  discussion,  rescued  it  from  the  commonplace.
